PON the reorganization of the Army 

in 1946, the Army Service Forces be- 
came inactive and the Army Ground 
Forces assumed a large part of the re- 
sponsibility for the maintenance of 
camps, posts and 
stations with 
their installa- 
tions and sup- 
plies. Part of 
these duties were 
delegated to the 


several Armies 
in the Contin- 
ental United 
States. Army 


Ground Forces 
are not responsi- 
ble for opera- 
tions beyond the 
Zone of the In- 
terior, United 
States. 

The Logistic 
responsibilities of the Army Ground 
Forces will be described in the following 
sequence: First, the mission and re- 
sponsibility of G-4, Army Ground Forces ; 
second, the present organization of the 
G-4 Section and its relationship with the 
Technical Services and Special Staff Sec- 
tions ; third, the G-4 relationship with the 
War Department. the Army Ground Force 
Boards and the six field Armies; fourth, 
the relationship between our Technical 
Services and the Boards and Armies and, 
last, the G-4 problems which exist at 
present. 

In order to give a clear understanding 
of the missions and responsibilities of 
G-4, it is necessary to define the respon- 
sibilities of Ground Forces and show how 
G-4 fits into the picture. On 14 May 1946, 
War Department Circular 138 reorgan- 
ized the War Department and the Army 
by eliminating the Army Service Forces. 
To yuote from Circular 138: 

“1, Authority. Executive Order 9722, 13 May 
196, which amends Executive Order 9082 
dated 28 Feb. 19#42, authorizes a reorganiza- 
tion of the War Department and the Army, 
effective 11 June 1946, Pending changes in 
appropriate regulations the following sum- 
mary description of the new organization, to- 
gether with directives for effecting the major 
changes required, is furnished for the infor- 
mation, guidance and compliance of all con- 
cerned, 

“2 General, a. The War Department and 
the Army are reorganized effective 0001 E.S.T, 
11 June 1946 to provide, under the Chief of 
Staff, a War Department General and Special 
Staff; a ground force under a commanding 
general, Army Ground Forces, an air force 
under a commanding general, Army Air 
Forces; and Administrative and Technical 
Staffs and Services under their respective 
heads; all with headquarters in Washington, 
D. C., with the exception of the Army Ground 
Forces, which will, as soon as practicable, 
establish its headquarters at Fort Monroe, 
Virginia; and in addition thereto, six Army 
Areas, the Military District of Washington, 
and such overseas departments, task forces, 
base commands, defense command, commands

Push Unification Plans; 
AGF Changes Foreseen 


While formal implementation of the 
National Security Act of 1947 awaited 
the swearing in of James Forrestal as 
Secretary of Defense, the Armed Serv- 
ices were shaping up their studies this 
week looking toward the establishment 
of an efficient unified command. 

One series of War Department studies 
centers around the future status of the 
Army Ground Forces after the Air Forces 
have withdrawn into their own Depart- 
ment. The Army Ground Forces were set 
in 1942 at the same time as the Army Air 
Forces and the Army Service Forces. 
After the War the Army Service Forces 
were abolished and most of their duties 
taken over by the Service, Supply, and 
Procurement Division of the reorganized 
General Staff. Now with the Air Forces 
being taken out of the War Department 
there will remain only the AGF of the 
three operating agencies. 

There is some talk that the AGF’s 
functions may be taken over by the 
Organization and Training Division of 
the War Department General Staff. 

Another development widely discussed 
is the likelihood of the establishment of 
an over-all command in the United States 
paralleling the over-all commands in stra- 
tegic areas abroad. General Omar N. 
Bradley, USA, present Administrator of 
Veterans Affairs, who is scheduled to 
leave for an inspection trip of Army in- 
stallations in Europe, is being considered 
for this important over-all command in- 
stead of for the Chief of Staff’s post for 
which he was originally slated. Should 
this come about, General of the Army 
Eisenhower’s successor as Chief of Staff 
might well be General Mark W. Clark, 
whose excellent record of administration 
in Austria, as well as his combat achieve- 
ments, would seem to make him a logical 
selection. Another frequently mentioned 
as a possibility is Lt. Gen. J. Lawton 
Collins, recently selected as Deputy 
Chief of Staff. 

The date on which Secretary Forrestal 
will take the oath as Secretary of De- 
fense will be determined in accordance 
with the President’s wishes, It appears, 
however, that this ceremony will be de- 
layed at least a month to permit prepara- 
tion of office space, the organization of 
an office staff, and formulation of neces- 
sary policies and program that must be 
put into effect immediately. 

On the same date that Mr. Forrestal 
vacates his post as Secretary of the Navy, 
the President is also expected to name 
his successor, designate Kenneth Royall 
as Secretary of the Army, and appoint a 
Secretary of the Air Force, who is ex- 
pected to be W.-Stuart Symington, pres- 
ent Assistant Secretary of War for Air. 

Although the Under Secretary of the 
Navy. John L. Sullivan, is next in line to 
succeed Mr. Forrestal, the names of four 
other men are prominently mentioned as 
possible nominees. The Assistant Secre- 
tary, W. John Kenney, and the Assistant 
Secretary for Air, John N. Brown, are 


considered possible choices. The selec- 
tion of Mr. Brown is desired by some

Re-siudy Retirement Laws 

A survey of retirement laws pertain- 
ing to the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps 
will be made in connection with the pro- 
jected Joint Service Study of pay, it was 
learned this week. 

While the full joint board to make the 
pay-retirement study has not yet been 
appointed, the preliminary work is being 
done under the direction of Vice Adm. 
William M. Fechteler, USN, Deputy 
Chief of Naval Operations for Personnel ; 
Brig. Gen. John E. Dahlquist, USA, 
deputy director of Personnel and Admin- 
istration: and Brig. Gen. Robert W. 
Burns, USA, of the personnel section of 
the Army Air Forces Staff. 

A multitude of individual laws, some 
dating back to the 19th century, now 
govern retirement in the various serv- 
ices. Some of these laws give benefits to 
one service not granted to the others. 
The retirement study, as with the pay 
study, will be directed toward working 
out a modern, simplified system applying 
equally to all the Armed Services. 





Points in Navy Promotion Act 

Since most Naval officers are now well 
ahead of schedule in regard to total 
normal commissioned service for their 
grades, forced attrition rates in the im- 
mediate future will be low, according to 
Navy Department calculations. 

The Navy explains that while forced 
attrition will be low, terms of normal 
service in grade may be exceeded until 
normal terms of total commissioned serv- 
ice contemplated under the new promo- 
tion law are approached. Under stabilized 
conditions, it is expected that the rate 
of foreed attrition at promotion points 
hetween Lieutenant (junior grade) and 
Captain will be about 20 per cent. 

A brief of Titles I through IV, prepared 
this week by the Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel, “is meant to convey general in- 
formation only, and should not be con- 
strued as a legal interpretation of the 
law.” The article follows: 

Titles I through IV of the Officer Personnel 
Act of 1947, approved by the President on 
7 Aug. regulate the permanent and 
temporary promotion of officers of the Line 
and Staff of the Navy*and of the Marine 
Corps. Like existing permanent laws which 
it replaces, it is a system of promotion by 
selection to fill vacancies in the Line and in 
the Marine Corps, with fixed distribution pre- 
scribed for the various grades. Through ap- 
plication of the running mate principle, Staff 
Corps officers will be promoted on an equita- 
ble basis in step with their Line running 
mates. 

While this Act provides for the temporary 
promotion of Reserve officers on active duty 
with the Regular Navy its provisions do not 
apply to the promotion of Reserve officers 
assigned to active duty for training, or or- 
dered to active duty in connection with or- 
ganizing, administering, recruiting, instruct- 
ing, training or drilling the Naval Reserve, 
or ordered to temporary active duty for the 
purpose of prosecuting special work, 

Generally speaking, basic provisions of the 
Act relating to distribution in grades, selec- 
tion, promotion, retirement and discharge of 
Line officers of the Navy are applicable, as 
under previous law, to officers of correspond- 
ing grades of the Marine Corps, “Limited 
Duty Officers” as described later in this arti- 
cle for the Navy are provided for the Marine

| Promotion Law Signed; 
_ Army to Name Generals 


President Truman put his signature on 
the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 on 7 
Aug., formally embodying into law new 
promotion systems for the Army, Navy, 
Air Force, and Marine Corps. 

Virtually the only section of the Army 
law which becomes immediately effective 
is that with respect to the permanent 
grade promotion appointments of Regu- 
lar Army officers to the grades of major 
general and brigadier general and with 
respect to permanent grade promotion 
appointments of Regular Army promo- _ 
tion-list officers to the grade of colonel. 

However, even action under these pro- 
visions is awaiting official determination 
of the distribution of officer strength be- 
tween the ground and air forces. The 
Act leaves this distribution to the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of War. The law 
authorizes a Regular Army strength of 
51,000, of which 1,000 would be WACs. 

It is understood that present discus- 
sion as to distribution ranges from a 
War Department plan of 21,000 for the 
Air Force and 29,000 for the rest of the 
Army, to the Air Forces recommendation 
of 24,000 for the Air Force and 26,000 for 
the rest of the Army. 

Until a determination is made as to 
this distribution, there can be no further 
action, inasmuch as the number of gen- 
erals and colonels will be based on per- 
centages of the totals thus reached. How- 
ever, the law does specify that there 
shall be not more than 357 general offi- 
cers on the active list, and this probably 
will be the grand total. 

To provide for this increase of nearly 
300 in the total number of general offi- 
cers, it is quite likely that all present 
permanent brigadier generals will be pro- 
moted to major generals after which that 
latter grade will be filled by the promo- 
tion of temporary major generals who are 
not permanent generals. The brigadier 
general’s grade (which will be half of 
the total) probably will be filled by ap- 
pointment of the remaining temporary 
major generals and possibly brigadier 
generals, who are not permanent general 
officers. It is also quite likely that all 
present chiefs of Arms and Services will 
be appointed permanently in the grades 
they now hold by virtue of their office. 

The filling of the greatly expanded 
colonel’s grade also will most likely see 
the selection of a large number of offi- 
cers in junior grades who served credit- 
ably as temporary generals during the

Necessity for UMT 


The need for a system of Universal 
Military Training to keep National 
Guard and Reserve units up to strength, 
was stressed by Maj. Gen. Clark L. 
Ruffner, USA, in an address 5 Aug. be- 
fore the Polish Organizations in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. 

General Ruffner explained that one of 
the functions of the Army is to determine 
the capabilities of other nations, while 
the probabilities of what the other na- 
tions will do is a function of the State 
Department. He continued: 

“Under our mission of reporting ine capa- 
bilities of world powers to wage an aggres- 
sive war the Army has surveyed the world 
and has determined that any Nation, in order 
to wage an aggressive war in the future, must 
first of all have large interior land masses; 
natural resources such as mineral, coal, oil, 
ete.; man-power; industrial organization, 
good communications; and Military leader- 
ship. There is only one such Nation possess- 
the majority of these requirements today, 
namely Russia. I must emphasize that I am 
only pointing out capabilities, and not proba- 
bilities. With the development of modern 
weapons, we have in existence today an air- 
plane which is capable of reaching any part 
of the industrialized world by flying the 
North Pole route. This means that we must 
assume that whatever offensive weapon this 
country has, other Nations have, or will pos- 
sess, in the near future. Following this 
thought further, by use of the Atomic Bomb 
and long-range aircraft it would be possible 
for an aggressor nation to destroy in a very 
limited period of time, Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Washington, Pittsburgh, De- 
troit, Chicago, San Francisco, Seattle, and 
any other industrial area in the United States 
which was considered a remunerative target. 
Furthermore we are convinced that no suc- 
cessful aggressive war could be waged by 
foreign powers in the future without first of 
all knocking out the United States. This is 
realized by all other Nations too, based on 
experience of past wars. Our Nation was 
given sufficient time to mobilize for war in 
previous world conflicts and in each instance 
it has meant defeat for the enemy. We cannot 
assume that they will make a similar mistake 
a third time. Therefore it behooves us to 
keep a force in being that can intercept im- 
mediately any thrust at this country and in 
turn retaliate with twice the force, completely 
neutralizing hostile areas from which ag- 
gressive attacks are launched. You cannot 
neutralize or hold ground for any length of 
time unless you occupy the area, therefore 
our initia] counter-attack must be immedi- 
ately followed up by large airborne ground 
forces and supplied by and maintained by 
Air, Ground and Navy. 

“Our studies indicate that on M-Day we 
must have immediately available a force of 
1,700,000. As we cannot afford to maintain a 
standing Army of this size we must have, as 
previously mentioned, a highly organized and 
trained reserve to come in at once. Our plans 
indicate that a standing Army of 860,000 must 
be augmented by a National Guard of 650,000 
and an organized reserve of 190,000.” 


After explaining the operation of UMT, 
General Ruffner continued 

“We would require each student to sclect 
one of the following means of serving his Na- 
tion another 6 months, He could either en- 
list in the Regular Army, go on, if quali- 
fied, to the Naval Academy or West Point, 
continue in college and join the ROTC, enlist 
in the National Guard or enlist in the Or- 
ganized Reserves. It is expected that the last 
two, namely enlistment in the National Guard 
or Reserves, would apply to the vast major- 
ity. It is from this source that we could be 
insured that the Reserve Forces that we re- 
quire are kept up to adequate strength.”

Medical Pay Increase Bill Signed 


The President on 5 Aug. signed the bill 
to provide additional pay for physicians, 
surgeons, and dentists of the Army, Navy, 
and Public Health Service. 

Difficulty in securing and retaining 
such personnel has resulted in an at- 
tempted solution by providing for in- 
creasing by $100 the monthly base and 
longevity pay of all doctors and dentists 
of the pertinent Regular services, and of 
Reserve and National Guard officers on 
voluntary temporary duty, as well as of 
those who are commissioned during the 
five vears following the enactment of the 
legislation. The 5-year period is intended 
to he a trial one for determining the 
possible necessity of continuing the pay- 
increase after that time. 

As enacted, the law authorizes the 
President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. to make initial ap- 
pointments of qualified doctors and den- 
tists up to the grade of colonel in the 
Army and to Captain in the Navy. 

The increase in pay becomes effective 
on the “first day of the first calendar 
month following enactment of the law. 
Tt will therefore become effective on 1 
Sept.. and the first increase will appear 
in pay-checks covering periods subsequent 
to 1 Sept.

Adm. Gingrich to Atom Board 


Appointment of Rear Adm. John E. 
Gingrich, USN, Assistant Chief of Na- 
val Operations, as Director of a newly 
created Division of Security and Intelli- 
gence, was announced this week by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

The Commission decided to create the 
new combined Security and Intelligence 
Division after a five-month study made 
by Rear Adm. Sidney W. Souers, USNR, 
special consultant to the commission and 
first head of the Central Intelligence 
Group. 








Revise Service Medical Depts. 


Under authority of the President’s ap- 
proal of H. R. 3215, the Departments of 
the Army and Navy may now proceed 
with the revision of their Medical De- 
partments as provided for in the law en- 
acted in the closing days of Congress. 

3yv the provisions of the bill, a Medi- 
eal Service Corps including a Reserve 
component, will be established in the 
Army’s Medical Department, and will be 
composed of pharmacists, sanitary engi- 
neers, optometrists, psychologists, bae- 
teriologists, business administrators, and 
other allied aptitudes, and will he grouped 
in three sections: Pharmacy, Supply and 
Administration; Medical Sciences: and 
Optometry, with other sections believed 
necessary by the Secretary of War. A 
colonel-chief will head the Corps, and as- 
sistant chiefs will be consultants to the 
Surgeon General. 

The present Pharmacy and Medical 
Administrative Corps will be absorbed by 
the Medical Service Corps and their per- 
sonnel will be transferred to that Corps. 

The revamping of the Navy’s Medical 
Department will be evident in the estab- 
lishing of a Service Corps and a Hospital 
Corps. The Service Corps will be similar 
in constitution to that of the Army. 

Ordinarily, personnel appointed in the 
Army will be commissioned as second 
lieutenants, but those possessing a doc- 
torate degree will be commissioned as 
first lieutenants. Appointees in the Navy 
will be commissioned ensigns unless they 
have a doctorate degree, when they will 
be commissioned lieutenants, junior 
grade. 





Meteorologists Meet 


The Army, Navy, Air Force, and Coast 
Guard are represented at meetings of the 
Technical Commissions of the Interna- 
tional Meteorological Organization 
(IMO) and the meeting of Regional Com- 
missions 3 and 4 of the IMO at Toronto, 
Canada, 4 Aug. to 13 Sept. President Tru- 
man approved the composition of the 
United States Delegations, which inelude:

(Continued from First Page) 


corps under identical conditions as provided 
for the Line of the Navy and, with certain 
exceptions, provisions of the Act relating to 
Engineering Duty Only officers of the Line 
of the Navy are applicable to Supply Duty 
Only officers of corresponding grades of the 
Marine Corps. Such changes as are necessary 
to adapt certain provisions of the Act to the 
Marine Corps, as well as other provisions ap- 
plying solely to its officers, are covered sepa- 
rately at the end of this article, 

Temporary Appointments and Promotions 

The Act provides a transition period to 
enable the Navy to gradually stabilize its 
permanent commissioned strength. This pe- 
riod will terminate when the number of per- 
manently commissioned officers of the Line of 
the Regular Navy equals 95% of that au- 
thorized by law, but not later than 1 January 
1957. During the transition period, the use of 
Reserve and Temporary officers on active 
duty is authorized to meet the officer require- 
ments above the actual number of Regular 
officers, and temporary promotions, by selec- 
tion only, are authorized on a strictly regu- 
lated basis, during this period. 

Fixing Lineal List and Initial 
Redistribution 

The Navy has been operating under tempo- 
rary promotion laws since 1941, with perma- 
nent law suspended since 1942. To get the 
new system into operation the Act prescribes 
the following steps: 

(a) Establish the lineal position of all Line 
officers in the order of seniority existing on 
the date of the Act. (This will preserve the 
existing relative precedence of Regular, Re- 
serve and Temporary efficers on active duty, 
as of that date). For permanent appointments 
and future promotional purposes officers serv- 
ing under “spot” appointments will be listed 
in the position they would occupy without 
“spots.” 

(b) Assign Line running mates to all cor- 
responding Staff Corps officers on active duty, 
and establish their lineal positions according 
to the seniority of their running mates, 

(c) Apply the authorized distribution 
to the number of permanently commis- 
sioned Line officers, exclusive of Engi- 
neering Duty, Aeronautical Engineering 
Duty, and Special Duty Officers on active 
duty, to determine the authorized number of 
permanent commissions in each grade, Simi- 
larly apply any prescribed distribution to 
each Staff Corps concerned to determine the 
number of permanent Rear Admirals allowed 
in each Corps, the number of permanent Cap- 
tains allowed in the Medical Service Corps, 
and the number of permanent Commanders 
and Lieutenant Commanders allowed in the 
Nurse Corps. Issue permanent commissions to 
permanent officers on the basis of this dis- 
tribution for the Line, and, to permanent offi- 
cers of the Staff Corps according to the per- 
manent appointments of their Line running 
mates, subject to limitations determined as 
above. EDO, AEDO, and SDO officers will 
receive permanent commissions depending 
upon their precedence with respect to unre- 
stricted Line officers, subject to the limitation 
of the authorized number of Rear Admirals. 
No officer may receive a permanent commis- 
sion in a grade higher than that in which 
serving, or entitled to without a “spot” ap- 
pointment, in this readjustment of permanent 
grades, Permanently commissioned Reserve 
officers on active duty will be eligible for 
& permanent commission in the Reserve in 
the same grade to which the permanent Regu- 
lar officer next junior is appointed. 

(d) Apply the authorized distribution to 
the total number of unrestricted Line officers 
on the active list including Reserve, Tempo- 
rary, and Regular officers to determine the 
total number of all such officers which may 
be serving in each grade under permanent or 
temporary appointments and issue temporary 
commissions as necessary to fill grades, Ap- 
ply distribution where prescribed for Staff 
Corps, and issue temporary commissions to 
Staff officers on the basis of Line running 
mates, and distribution, where applicable, 
and to EDO, AEDO, and SDO officers on the 
basis of their lineal position. No officer may 
receive a temporary commission in a grade 
higher than his present grade in this redis- 
tribution. 

In making the computations to determine 
the total number allowed in each grade under 
permanent and temporary commissions com- 
bined, if the Secretary of the Navy finds that 
a lesser number than the computed number 
will meet the needs of the service in a grade, 
the lesser number shall be the authorized 
number, and the authorized number in any 
lower gravle may be increased accordingly. 
In the initial redistribution it is expected that 
it will be necessary to revert several hundred 
of the present temporary Captains to the 
grade of Commander. No reversions in other 
ranks are expected to be necessary. 

No qualifying examinations are required 
for permanent or temporary appointments 
received under this initial redistribution. 

Promotions After Initial Redistribution 

After the above redistribution is accom- 
Dlished all promotions will be by selection; 
the eligibility requirements, selection board 
procedure, ete., being the same, whether for 
temporary or permanent promotion, as out- 
lined below, So long as temporary promotions 





are permitted under the Act, however, selec- 
tion boards for permanent promotions will 
not be convened. The number of permanent 
appointments allowed in each grade in the 
Line and in those grades of the Staff Corps 
where distribution is prescribed will be based 
upon the distribution applied to the total 
number of permanently commissioned Line 
officers or Staff officers of the Corps con- 
cerned, on active duty, subject to the finite 
numerical limitations on permanent Rear Ad- 
mirals. The total number of officers serving 
in a grade in the Line or in a Staff Corps 
where distribution is prescribed, under both 
temporary and permanent commissions, will 
be based upon the distribution applied to the 
total number of Line officers, or Staff officers 
of the Corps concerned, on active duty, in- 
cluding Regulars, Reserves, and Temporary 
officers, subject to reduction by the Secretary 
of the Navy if he finds that a lesser number 
than the computed number for a grade will 
meet the needs of the service. For the Regu- 
lar officer, selection for temporary promotion 
and failure of selection for temporary pro- 
motion will have permanent effect, in that a 
Regular officer serving in a grade under a 
temporary appointment will be permanently 
commissioned in that grade without further 
selection when the distribution where applica- 
ble, as applied to the number of Regular 
officers on active duty would place him, or, 
in the case of a Staff officer; subject to limi- 
tations and distribution where applicable, 
would place his Line running mate in that 
grade, 

For example, a Regular Line officer, whose 
permanent gradé on the date of the Act was 
Lieutenant and whose temporary grade was 
Commander, might, as a result of the redis- 
tribution, receive a permanent commission as 
a Lieutenant Commander, and a temporary 
commission as a Commander, As soon as the 
distribution percentages as applied to Regu- 
lar officers would place him in the permanent 
grade of Commander, he would be permanent- 
ly commissioned in that grade without fur- 
ther selection. If selected for temporary pro- 
motion, and temporarily promoted to Captain, 
he would later be permanently commissioned 
as a Captain when the distribution of Regu- 
lar officers permitted, without further selec- 
tion, If he failed of selection for temporary 
promotion to Captain twice or more, he would 
be retired upon the completion of 26 years 
of commissioned service. 

A Reserve or Temporary officer reaching 
a promotion point will be temporarily pro- 
moted if recommended by the selection board 
as qualified for continued active duty. It is 
not required that such officers be recom- 
mended as best fitted for promotion to the 
next higher grade, Reserve and Temporary 
officers not recommended for promotion are 
not retired or discharged, and may be re- 
tained on active duty with their own consent. 

Under stabilized conditions it is expected 
that the rate of forced attrition at promotion 
points between Lieutenant (jg) and Captain 
will be about twenty per cent, However, since 
most officers are now well ahead of schedule 
in regard to total normal commissioned serv- 
ice for their grades, forced attrition rates in 
the immediate future will be low, and terms 
of normal service in grade may be exceeded 
until normal terms of total commissioned 
service are approached. 

Other provisions of the Act of general in- 
terest are listed below. 

Distribution 

Line officers on active duty exclusive of 
officers designated for Engineering Duty, 
Aeronautical Engineering Duty, and Special 
Duty will be distributed in the following 
proportions: three-quarters of one in the 
grade of Rear Admiral and above to 6 in the 
grade of Captain to 12 in the grade of Com- 
mander to 18 in the grade of Lieutenant 
Commander to 24.75 in the grade of Lieu- 
tenant to 38.50 in the combined grades of 
Lieutenant (jg) and Ensign. The following 
percentages of the number so authorized in 
each grade below Captain may be officers 
designated for limited duty: in the grade of 
Commander 3.64, Lieutenant Commander 8.62, 
Lieutenant 7.72, Lieutenant (jg) and Ensign 
6.04. 

(As noted earlier in this article, if during 
the transition period the Secretary of the 
Navy finds that a lesser number than the 
computed number in a grade will meet the 
needs of the service, the lesser number shall 
become the authorized number and the num- 
ber in a lower grade will be increased ac- 
cordingly.) 

The total number of Rear Admirals desig- 
nated for Engineering Duty, Aeronautical 
Engineering Duty, and Special Duty may not 
exceed a number equal to 13% of the au- 
thorized number of other Line Rear Admirals. 

The number of officers designated for En- 
gineering Duty, Aeronautical Engineering 
Duty, and Special Duty in the combined 
grades of Captain, Commander, and Lieu- 
tenant Commander may not exceed numbers 
equal respectively to 9%, 5%, and 5% of Line 
officers, exclusive of EDO, AEDO, and SDO 
officers, and Limited Duty officers, in those 
grades. 

Distribution for the Staff Corps will be that 
resulting from the operation of the running 
mate principle except for the following spe- 
cific provisions of the bill. 

The number of Rear Admirals in the Medi- 
cal Corps, Supply Corps, Chaplain Corps, Civ- 





il Engineer Corps, and Dental Corps, re- 
spectively, exclusive of any such Rear Ad- 
miral serving as a Chief of Bureau shall not 
exceed in each Corps five-tenths of one per 
centum of the officers in that Corps serving 
on active duty, at any one time, 

The number of Captains in the recently 
constituted Medical Service Corps, and the 
number of Commanders and Lieutenant Com- 
manders in the Nurse Corps shall not exceed 
two percentum, seven-tenths percentum, and 
one and six-tenths percentum, respectively, 
of the officers in the Corps concerned on ac- 
tive duty. 

Except in time of future war or national 
emergency, the following numerical limits 
are prescribed for permanently commissioned 
Rear Admirals, Line and Staff: unrestricted 
Line, 150; EDO, AEDO, and SDO, combined, 
19: Medical Corps, 15; Supply Corps, 13; 
Chaplains, 2; Civil Engineer Corps, 4; Dental 
Corps, 4. (During the transition period there 
may be additional Rear Admirals under tem- 
porary appointments within the authorized 
numbers as determined by application of the 
distribution to the active duty strengths.) 

Eligibility for Selection 

Line officers will be eligible for considera- 
tion for selection when they will have com- 
pleted, on 30 June of the fiscal year in which 
the selection board is convened, the follow- 
ing years of service in the grade in which 
serving: Captains 3, Commanders 5, Lieu- 
tenant Commanders 4, Lieutenants 4, Lieu- 
tenants (jg) 2. 

Ensigns of the Line and Staff Corps will 
be promoted to Lieutenant (jg) after 3 years 
as Ensigns. Officers of the Medical Corps, 
Dental Corps, and Chaplain Corps and some 
officers of the Civil Engineer Corps and Medi- 
eal Service Corps will originally be appointed 
in the grade of Lieutenant (jg), All staff 
officers will be assigned running mates after 
appointment to the grade of Lieutenant 
(junior grade). Medical officers so appointed 
will be given running mates to give them 
one year’s precedence over other staff officers 
appointed to Lieutenant (jg) the same year. 

Staff Corps officers will become eligible for 
selection and will fall into promotion zones 
with their line running mates, 

Normal Terms of Service 

The following years of service in grade and 
total commissioned service are prescribed for 
line officers not restricted in the performance 
of duty as normal terms of service:

Service in Commissioned 

Grade Grade Service 
Captain 5 30 
Commander 7 25 
Lt. Commander 6 18 
Lieutenant 6 12 
Lieutenant (jg) 3 6 


For the purposes of eligiblity for continua- 
tion on the active list and separation from 
the active list, the total commissioned service 
of any Regular commissioned line officer ap- 
pointed upon graduation from the Naval 
Academy or under the Holloway Plan (Act of 
13 August 1946), is computed from 30 June 
of the fiscal year in which he accepted his 
appointment; and any Regular commissioned 
officer appointed from other sources is deemed 
to have, for these purposes, as much total 
commissioned service as the Nava] Academy 
or Holloway Plan appointee who was junior 
to him at the time of appointment. For the 
same purposes Staff officers except those 
transferred from a reserve or temporary 
status under the Act of 18 April 1946, whose 
original appointment to the Regular Navy 
was in the grade of Lieutenant (junior grade) 
or Ensign will compute their total commis- 
sioned service from June 30 of the fiscal year 
in which so appointed; any other staff Corps 
officer will be deemed to have for these pur- 
poses, as much total commissioned service as 
any of the foregoing Staff officers in his corps, 
who is junior to him, 

Exceptions to the foregoing are Medical 
Service Corps officers who are allowed to have 
total commissioned service for these purposes 
e juivalent to that of their line running mates, 
and Nurse Corps officers whose service will 
be based on total active service as commis- 
sicned officers in the Nurse Corps and active 
service under appointment as Nurses, 

Promotion Zone, Accelerated Promotion, 

and Failure of Selection 

The Secretary of the Navy will determine 
the junior line officer on the eligible list who 
must either be selected or be deemed to fail 
of selection in erder to maintain a flow of 
promotion consistent with normal terms of 
service and to best assure equality of op- 
portunity for promotion to officers in suc 
ceeding years, Eligible officers not previously 
failing of selection down to this point will 
be in the promotion zone. All officers senior 
to and including the junior officer in the pro- 
motion zone will be deemed to fail of selection 
if not selected, regardless of how far down 
the list the board goes, Even though eligible, 
and considered by the board, no officer junior 
to the junior officer in the promotion zone 
will be deemed to fail of selection. The board 
ean therefore select an outstanding eligible 
officer below the promotion zone for accele- 
rated promotion without “passing over” a 
large number of good officers. Except in se- 
lections for promotion to the grade of Rear 
Admiral, the number of officers which a board 
may select from below the promotion zone 
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may not exceed 5% of the number of officers 
to be selected, . 

Commencing 1 July 1949, Line officers will 
be required to have two years’ sea or foreign 
service in grade or on the promotion list for 
that grade before being promoted to the 
next higher grade, (This does not apply to the 
officers designated for Engineering Duty, 
Aeronautical Engineering Duty or Special 
Duty.) 

Involuntary Separations and Retirements 

The Act makes commissions revocable for 
three years, instead of six years as provided 
in prior law. 

Lieutenants (jg) and Lieutenants, except 
Lieutenants of the Nurse Corps failing twice 
of selection to the next higher grade are dis- 
charged with severance pay at the rate of two 
months’ active duty pay for each year of 
commissioned service, the total not to exceed 
two years’ pay. Under the Nurse Corps Law, 
Lieutenants of that Corps retire at age 50, 
regardless of failure of selection, 

Lieutenant Commanders except Nurses 
who have failed twice or more of selection 
and have completed 20 years of commissioned 
service, will be retired with 244% of base pay 
and longevity for each year of service credit- 
able for pay proposes, Lieutenant Command- 
ers of the Nurse Corps retire at age 55 re- 
gardiess of failure of selection. 

Commanders, except those of the Medical 
Service Corps, who fail twice or more of se- 
lection and have completed 26 years’ commis- 
sioned service will be retired with 24% of 
base pay and longevity for each year of serv- 
ice creditable for pay purpose. Commanders 
of the Medical Service Corps will not be re- 
tired for failure of selection until they com- 
plete 30 years of commissioned service. Com- 
manders of the Nurse Corps retire at age 55. 

Captains who complete 30 years of com- 
missioned service and who have failed twice 
or more of selection and all other Captains 
not on the promotion list upon completion of 
31 years of commissioned service, will be 
retired with 24%% of base pay plus longevity 
for each year of service creditable for pay 
purposes, not to exceed 75%, However, Cap- 
tains with 29 or more years of commissioned 
service as of June 30, 1948 will not be retired 
solely by reason of completing 31 years of 
commissioned service until they shall have 
twice failed of selection by boards convened 
under the Act, and if Line officers, under the 
1938 law which has been suspended since 1942. 
Captains who have lost numbers or prece- 
dence will not be retired by reason of com- 
pleting 31 years of commissioned service un- 
til they shall have completed five years’ serv- 
ice in the grade of Captain, Not to exceed 
10 Special Duty, 5 Aeronautical Engineering 
Duty, 10 Engineering Duty, 22 Supply Corps, 
22 Medical Corps, 12 Dental Corps, 7 Civil 
Engineer, and 25 Chaplain captains if se- 
lected, may be continued on active duty for 
35 years’ commissioned service, These officers 
will be reconsidered for continuation annual- 
ly until their 35th year of commissioned 
service, 

Rear Admirals designated for retirement by 
a board to create vacancies, and Rear Ad- 
mirals failing twice of selection for continu- 
ing on active duty will be retired with 24% 
of active duty pay for each year of service 
creditable for pay purposes, not to exceed 
75%. 

Limited Duty officers failing twice of se- 
lection will have the option of being dis- 
charged or retired as provided for other offi- 
cers or of reverting to warrant officer status 
to complete 30 years of service, Limited duty 
officers will be retired upon the completion 
of thirty years of active Naval Service, 

Regular officers of the grade of Lieutenant 
Commander or above who have transferred 
to the Regular Navy who fail twice or more 
of selection will be involuntarily retired when 
the next junior regular officer completes the 
necessary service. Such officers will receive 
a minimum of 50% of active duty pay as re- 
tired pay, however, if they have less than 
20 years’ commissioned service. 

If a selection board reports that the rec- 
ords and reports of an eligible officer with less 
than 20 years’ service indicate unsatisfactory 
performance of duty in his present grade 
and indicate that he would not satisfactorily 
perform the duties of the next higher grade, 
such officer will be discharged from the Navy 
on 30 June of the fiscal year in which so 
reported with two months’ pay for each year 
of service, the total not to exceed two years’ 
pay. 

“Fitted” and “Fitted and Retained” 
Features of Previous Law 

The Act eliminates the “fitted,” and “fitted 

and retained” features of previous law. 
Limited Duty Officers 

The Act provides for a new category of 
officer, the “Limited Duty Officer.” The 
President is authorized to permanently ap- 
point commissioned warrant officers, warrant 
officers, chief petty officers, and petty officers 
first class of the Regular Navy to commis- 
sioned grades up to Commander in the Line, 
the Supply Corps, and the Civil Engineer 
Corps, for the performance of limited duty 
only in the technical fields indicated by their 
warrants or ratings. For two years after the 
date of approval of the Act the President 
may make original appointments of Limited

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End of Private Mounts 

The War Department announced this 
week that authorization for the shipment 
of privately owned mounts at government 
expense will cease after 31 Oct. 1947. 
Maintenance of privately owned mounts 
at government expense ceased 9 May 
1937. Officers who own mounts may sell 
them to the government under certain 
conditions. 

War Department Circular 189, issued 
this week, makes provision for the as- 
signment of public mounts to the exclu- 
sive use of officers as follows: 

a. Execpt as otherwise prescribed by the 
Secretary of War, the use of public mounts 
by officers will be regulated by oversea com- 
manders; the Commanding Generals, Army 
Air Forces, Army Ground Forces, armies 
(ZI), and the Military District of Washing- 
ton; chiefs of administrative and technical 
services; and the Superintendent, United 
States Military Academy, in conformity with 
the necessities of the public service, 

b. Officers, other than students, who are 
required to be mounted, and who are actual- 
ly on duty the performance of which requires 
the use of a mount, will be furnished with 
one mount by the Quartermaster Corps. Such 
public mounts will ordinarily be assigned 
one to the exclusive use of each officer and 
will be foraged, stabled, shod, groomed, fed, 
watered, and furnished with veterinary treat- 
ment and medicine at Government expense. 
Should the circumstances of service at a par- 
ticular station cause the number of Govern- 
ment mounts available for use under this 
paragraph to fall below the number of offi- 
cers entitled to the use of such mounts, the 
local commander wil! regulate the use of the 
public mounts actually on hand with due 
consideration for the service and the rights 
and duties of the individual officers cun- 
cerned. 

ec. An officer serving as military attache 
abroad will be authorized the hire of a horse 
when necessary for mounted duty. 
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Transfers Between Branches 


Additional provisions governing the 
transfers of officers of the Regular Army 
from one Arm or Service to another were 
promulgated this week in War Depart- 
ment Circular 194 as follows: 

“1, Officers of the Regular Army may re- 
quest transfer from one arm or service to 
another. Request for transfer will be prepared 
in accordance with the provisions of AR 605- 
145 except that— 

“a. Officers integrated into the Regular 
Army under Public Law 281—79th Congress 
(sec, V, WD Bul. 2, 1946) and Public Law 
670—79th Congress (sec. II, WD Bul. 25, 16) 
will not request a basic branch transfer to 
an arm or service in which they could not 
have obtained as high a grade eligibility as 
that actually obtained in the arm or service 
in which they received appointment, 

“b. Officers integrated into the Regular 
Army under Public Law 281 and Public Law 
670 will not request a basic branch transfer 
from an arm or service in which they received 
appointment until they have served a mini- 
mum of 2 years since appointment, except 
that those officers who possess academic de- 
grees in specialized fields may request transfer 
to an arm or service in which their skills may 
be more efficiently utilized, provided that the 
chief of the losing arm or service concurs 
in the requested transfer, 

“ce, Officers graduated from the United 
States Military Academy will not request 
a basic branch transfer from an arm or service 
in which they were initially appointed unless 
they have served a minimum of 2 years in 
such arm or service since their appointment. 

“d. Officers desiring basic branch transfers 
to the Transportation Corps or the Corps of 
Military Police, are authorized to apply for 
transfer to the Quartermaster Corps as car- 
rier branch fo Transpotation Corps, and to 
the lufantry as carrier branch for the Corps of 
Military Police. These applications will con- 
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tain a statement consenting to subsequent 
transfer in branch to the Transporation 
Corps. or the Corps of Military Police, upon 
the permanent establishment of such corps by 
appropriate legislation. 

“e, Officers appointed in any arm or service 
as a carrier branch for ultimate transfer to 
the Transportation Corps, or in the Infantry 
as a carrier branch for ultimate transfer to 
the Corps of Military Police, or in the Finance 
Department as a carrier branch for first 
lieutenants for ultimate transfer to the Ad- 
jutant General’s Department, will not re- 
quest transfer from the carrier branch to the 
ultimate basic branch, Such transfers will 
be made automatically by The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, provided the officer has not submitted 
a request for retention in the carrier branch 
as his basic branch or for transfer to another 
arm or service under the provisions of this 
circular. 

“2. No officers appointed in the Regular 
Army of the United States below the grade 
of major will be transferred to or detailed 
in the Alr Corps for flight training until com- 
pletion of 2 years’ service since appointment. 
This requirement is not applicable to officers 
appointed in the Air Corps.” 





Flying Pay for Non-Fliers 

Orders placing “Non-Flying,” f.e., non- 
pilot-rated, officers of the Army Ground 
Forces, on flying pay status, the War De- 
partment has directed, will be governed 
by the following principles: 

“a, Flying status is justified only when the 
duties to be performed must of necessity be 
performed in the air, In this connection, at- 
tention is directed to paragraph 4 b (1), AR 
95-15, 3 May 1944, as changed by change 4, 14 
June 1947, Military personnel whose principal 
duties do not Involve flying, but who may be 
required to make occasional or frequent use 
of air transportation will not be placed on 
flying status, 

“b. Utilization of aircraft merely for trans- 
portation, whether or not in a travel status, 
does not in itself constitute a necessity for 
participation regularly and frequently in se- 
rial flights. The desirability of utilizing air- 
eraft as the most convenient or expeditious 
means of travel is not sufficient reason for 
flight status. Travel on or over commercial 
air-line routes does not fulfill the require- 
ments of flying status, 

“5. Requests for the issuance of orders will 
contain the name, grade, serial number of 
the individual concerned, duty to he per- 
formed while participating in aerial flights, a 
definite period of time for which the flying

Gen. Chennault’s Speech Barred 

Maj. Gen. John P. Lucas, USA, head of 
the U. S. Military Advisory Group in 
China, was at odds with Maj. Gen. Claire 
L. Chennault, USA-Ret., this week over 
General Chennault’s right to criticize 
Congress over the Armed Forces Radio 
Service. 

General Chennault, in an Air Force Day 
speech recorded for delivery on 1 Aug, 
stated that “penny wise and pound 
foolish conversatism of politicians” was 
“one of the greatest foreseeable hazards 
to development of our air power,” and 
similarly criticized “armchair strate. 
gists.” 

After General Lucas refused to permit 
the broadcast on the grounds that it was 
improper material for an official Army 
station, General Chennault criticized the 
restraint “as an illustration of the danger 
we may face in the way of bureaucratic 
concealment and suppression of criti- 
cism.” 





Reimbursement for Expenses 


To prevent officers from suffering hard. 
ship by not being reimbursed for certain 
expenses to which they are entitled, the 
War Department in Circular 194 advises 
the Service as follows: 

“1, The War Department has received in- 
formation which indicates that officers gen- 
erally are not informed as to their rights 
to reimbursement for sundry expenses in- 
curred by them when they are traveling in 
a transportation and per diem status, as 
distinguished from a mileage status. Items 
which are reimbursable in addition to author- 
ized per diem allowances and cost of trans- 
portation are the cost of taxi fares between 
place of abode or busines and stations, 
wharves, airports, or other common carrier 
terminals; tips to porters on trains (exclusive 
of tips at meals); sleeping-car, parlor car, 
or stateroom fares; transfer, handling, and 
checking of baggage (10 cents per bag); ex- 
cess baggage in additon to that carried free 
by railroads (usualy 150 Ibs.), provided the 
total excess Is not more than 250 pounds; ex- 
pressage and storage of official books, papers, 
or instruments; and official telephone tolls 
and telegraph messages. Receipts are NOT 
required for amounts claimed except amounts 
claimed for excess baggage or expressage, 
storage of official books, papers, or Instru- 
ments, and sleeping-car, parlor car, or state- 
room accommodations, 

“2. To assist in reducing any hardship 
which may be experienced by officer per- 
sonnel when in a transportation and per 
diem status, as stated above, all commanders 
will bring the provisions of this circular to 
the attention of all officer personne! within 
their comands In order that they may have 
definite knowledge of their right to relmburse- 
ment. Officers will also be advised to consult 
the disbursing officers at their stations for 
details concerning these expenses which are 
set forth in AR-35-4820 and TM 14-503.” 





Army Harshness Found 
Brig. Gen. Fay B. Pickett, USA, com- 


.mander of the First Brigade of the U. S. 


Constabulary, was quoted in press dis- 
patches on 2 Aug. as stating that an offi- 
cial investigation of complaints of mis- 
treatment in an Army Disciplinary Camp 
at Weilburg, Germany, has disclosed 
“some unnecessary harshness.” 

The investigation grew out of a letter 
received by the Minneapolis Tribune in 
which a soldier complained that cruel 
treatment was being inflicted on members 
of a “rehabilitation platoon” at Weilburg.

U. S. Naval School (General Line) when 
available for this training. 

“While it is considered desirable to pro- 
vide General Line instruction for gradu- 
ates of the U. S. Naval Academy, limita- 
tions on personnel and funds make it 
necessary to limit enrollment to trans- 
ferred officers for the present. 

“General Line instruction will not be 
available to line officers classified as 
ABDO and BDO, nor to SDO and LDO 
when and if designated.” 

Applications for instruction at the 
Armed Forces Staff College should be sub- 
mitted via official channels to reach the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel (att. Pers- 
4229) prior to 1 Nov. 


NAS Moffet Field Reports 


The Naval Air Station, Moffet Field, 
Calif., reports a record amount of traffic 
was handled there during fiscal 1947 with 
an all-time low in Space Control person- 
nel, 

The Space Control Center reports a 
total of 26.8 million pounds handled there 
from 1 July 1946 through 31 July 1947. 
The low month for the year was Febru- 
ary, when 1.6 million pounds of traffic 
were handled, The high month was May, 
with 2.5 million pounds.

Navy PG School Legalized 

With the signature of the President 
this week, the Navy Department can now 
effect the provisions of the bills, H.R. 
1379 and H.R. 1341, establishing its Post- 
graduate School as an authorized incre- 
ment of the U. 8S. Naval Academy, and 
securing the necessary land and initial 
physical facilities at Monterey, Calif., to 
enable the school to be transferred from 
Annapolis. 

The authorized establishing of the 
school and the transfer of its faculty, 
administration, and student body from 
Annapolis to Monterey will lead to the ex- 
pansion of the curriculum and will vacate, 
at Annapolis, space needed to carry out 
the planned 2-year training of naval air 
reservists after their initial 2 years at 
colleges or universities. 

At Monterey, refresher and supplemen- 
tary training will be given to regular 
graduates of the U. S. Naval Academy 
beginning 7 years after graduation, the 
postgraduate training being intended only 
for personnel of the junior ranks in the 
Navy. 


Jet Planes Create Problems 


A recent Navy Flight Safety Bulletin 
warns that a man crossing the stream 
of a jet exhaust from a jet plane is in 
danger of being seriously burned and in 
even greater danger of being thrown a 
considerable distance across the deck or 
ground by the force of the blast. 

Not only must plane handlers avoid 
the tails of jet planes, but they must 
learn to stay out of the suction area in 
front of the air-intake scoops, as there 
is the possibility of being drawn against 
the entry ducts and held there until the 
engine can be shut down. Unwary ground- 
lings can also lose hats, eyeglasses, rags, 
tools, loose clothing and similar items 
which, if sucked inte the engine would do 
am damage to the engine than to the 
oser.

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Points in Navy Promotion Act 
(Continued from Page 1295) 

Duty Officers in the grade of Commander, 
or lower, of personnel whose permanent status 
is commissioned warrant officer, warrant offi- 
cer, chief petty officer, or petty officer first 
class, Regular Navy; but no person shall be 
eligible for an original appointment in a 
grade above Ensign unless he shall have 
completed service in the Navy as follows: 
for Commander 28 years, Lieutenant Com- 
mander 22 years, Lieutenant 16 years, Lieu- 
tenant (jg) 13 years. Thereafter all original 
appointments will be made only in the grade 
of Ensign, from among personnel with at 
jeast ten years’ total Naval Service. The total 
number of limited duty officers authorized 
in the Line at present strength will be about 
1,100, The rules and regulations governing 
the appointment of Limited Duty officers, and 
requests for applications will be promulgated 
to the service at a later date, probably not 
before next spring. 


Selection Within the Grade of Rear Admiral, 
and Creation of Vacancies in that Grade 


Line Rear Admirals not designated for En- 
gineering, Aeronautical Engineering, or Spe- 
cial Duty, must undergo selection in the fiscal 
year in which they complete 4 years of serv- 
ice in grade and 34 years of total commis- 
sioned service, whichever may be later, to 
determine whether or not they are to con- 
tinue on the active list. If they fail of such 
selection that year and again the following 
year, they will be retired. At least 50% of 
those newly eligible for such selection each 
year must be continued, and if there are in- 
sufficient vacancies among Rear Admirals who 
have passed this selection point, a board will 
be convened to recommend sufficient such 
senior Rear Admirals for retirement to per- 
mit 50% of the newly eligibles to be selected 
for continuation, In addition to the above, 
if at the time of convening a selection board 
to select Captains for promotion to Rear Ad- 
mirals, there are not sufficient estimated va- 
eancies to permit the selection for promotion 
of a number equal to 10% of the authorized 
number of Line Rear Admirals, a board will 
be convened to designate the necessary num- 
ber of Rear Admirals for retirement. 

Selection of Rear Admirals for continuation 
on the active list is not provided for EDO, 
AEDO, and SDO categories, nor for the Staff 
Corps. However, if at the time of convening 
a board for the selection of EDO, AEDO, and 
SDO Captains, Medical Corps Captains, or 
Supply Corps Captains, to the grade of Rear 
Admiral, the estimated vacancies will not

N connection with the forthcoming re- 

ductions in Coast Guard officer ranks, 
announced last week in the ARMY AND 
Navy JouRNAL, Headquarters has issued 
the following Service-wide announce- 
ments: 

“All officers whose permanent status is 
Chief Warrant, Warrant, or enlisted will be 
advised individually by letter mailed from 
Headquarters by 1 Aug. of their status under 
required reduction in officer strength. Effec- 
tive date of all reductions will be 1 Sept. 

“Officers whose permanent status is enlisted 
who revert to lower officer status will be 
reappointed to new grade on same date as 
revocation of old appointment. 

“It has been determined that for leave pur- 
poses this will not constitute a break in officer 
status and will permit carrying over unused 
leave accrued in former status. 

“Officers who revert to permanent enlisted 
status without immediate reappointment to 
officer status cannot under existing law carry 
over to enlisted status any leave accrued as an 
officer. Thus any leave remaining as an officer 
on effective date of reduction to enlisted status 
will of necessity be forfeited.”” (ALCoast 79). 

“Enlisted personnel temporarily promoted 
to commissionéd or warrant officer subsequent 
to 1 Sept. 1946 who at the time of their promo 
tion had leave as an enlisted man to their 
credit are entitled upon reversion to enlisted 
status to again be credited with such en- 
listed leave.” (AlCoast 80). 

“It is contemplated that there will be no 
reduction in rating for enlisted personnel 


during fiscal 1948 because of budgetary limi- 
tations.” (AlCoast 84). r

Similarly, boards are provided for to rec- 
ommend Rear Admirals for retirement as nec- 
essary to insure one selection for promotion 
to Rear Admiral every two years in the Civil 
Engineer Corps and Dental Corps, and one 
every three years in the Chaplain Corps. 
Aeronautical Engineering Duty and Special 

Duty Categories 

The Act recreates the category of Aero- 
nautical Engineering duty officers, and pro- 
vides for the designation of officers for Special 
Duty in communications, law, hydrography, 
photography, public information, psychology, 
and intelligence. 

Admirals and Vice Admirals 

Commencing 1 July 1948 the number of 
officers who may be designated with the rank 
of Admiral or Vice Admiral will be limited 
to 26, of whom only the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, and three others may have the rank 
of Admiral. If the Chief, of Staff to the Presi- 
dent as Commander in Chief is a naval or 
marine officer he may have the rank of Ad- 
miral (or General) in addition to the above. 
Retirement of Officers Specially Commended 

for Performance of Duty in Combat 

The Act preserves the special retirement 
benefits of existing law to officers specially 
commended for their performance of duty 
in actual combat when the act for which the 
officer is commended occurred on or or before 
81 December 1946, Officers holding retired 
rank above Captain or Colonel solely by vir- 
tue of such commendation, if hereafter re- 
called to active duty may in the discretion of 
the Secretary of the Navy be recalled in 
either the higher rank or in the rank to which 
otherwise entitled. 

Relative Rank of Flag and General Officers 

The Act provides that Brigadier Generals 
of the Army, Air, and Marine Corps rank 
with Rear Admirals of the lower half, and that 
Major Generals rank with Rear Admirals of 
the upper half. The date of rank of an offi- 
cer appointed to the grade of Major General 
will be the date of rank held by him in the 
grade of Brigadier General. 

Marine Corps 

In the following paragraphs, where refer- 
ence is made to officers “not restricted in the 
performance of duty,” or to “unrestricted” 
officers, it will be understood to relate to com- 
missioned officers other than those designated 
for supply duty or for limited duty. 

The rank of the office of Commandant of 
the Marine Corps is raised from Lieutenant 
General to General, This does not affect the 
present incumbent, upon whom the latter 
rank had previously been conferred by Act 
of Congress. 

Provision is made for designation by the 
President of Marine officers for appropriate 
higher commands or for peroformance of any 
duty of great importance and responsibility. 
When so designated, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, they will have the 
rank of Lieutenant General while so serving. 
After 1 July 1948, the Act limits the number 
of officers so designated to two. 

Unrestricted general officers are authorized 
in the proportion of 75 one-hundredths of one 
per cent, the same as for line Rear Admirals 
of the Navy. Their authorized rank distribu- 
tion is 50% Major Generals and 50% Briga- 
dier Generals. However, the Act sets the fol- 
lowing limitation on numbers in permanent 
grades: Major Generals, 12; Brigadier Gen- 
erals, 20. Similarly, the authorized number 
of supply duty Brigadier Generals is 13% 
of the number of unrestricted general offi- 





cers, but the Act fixes a limit of four that 
may hold permanent appointments, including 
the officer serving as head of the Supply De- 
partment with the rank of Major General. 
Thus, a total of 36 permanent general officers 
is authorized for the Marine Corps, These 
restrictions do not apply to the actual num- 
bers which are authorized under both perma- 
nent and temporary appointments during the 
period (not later that 1 January 1957) in 
which temporary appointments and promo- 
tions are authorized by the Act. Such actual 
numbers, in no case to exceed the numbers 
authorized on the basis of the prescribed 
distribution percentages, will be determined 
from year to year upon the needs of the 
service. 

Promotion to Major General is by selection 
as best fitted from Brigadier Generals not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty. The lat- 
ter are eligible for consideration after four 
years’ service, including temporary service, 
in grade. The “promotion zone” principle, 
referred to previously under the Navy portion 
of this article, is applicable to Brigadier 
Generals, If existing and estimated vacancies 
during the ensuing twelve-month period are 
insufficient to permit the recommendation for 
promotion of not less than 50% of the Briga- 
dier Generals comprising the promotion zone, 
the Act requires the convening of a board to 
recommend for retirement sufficient Major 
Generals to create the required vacancies. 
Brigadier Generals twice failing of selection 
for Major General are retired on 30 June fol- 
lowing second failure with retired pay at the 
rate of 2%% for each year of service for 
which entitled to credit in computation of 
pay, not to exceed a maximum of 75%. 

There being no promotion outlet for supply 
duty Brigadier Generals, such officers are not 
subject to involuntary retirement (except, as 
discussed later, where necessary to create a 
vacancy for the selection for promotion of 
supply duty Colonels) until 30 June of the 
year in which they complete 5 years’ service 
in grade and 35 years’ commissioned service. 
At that point a limited number (not to ex- 
ceed two) may be continued on the active list 
from year to year upon recommendation of 
a selection board, but not beyond the statu- 
tory retiring age of 62 years. 

Promotion from Colonel to Brigadier Gen- 
eral for unrestricted officers follows identical- 
ly the procedure prescribed for promotion of 
unrestricted Line Captains to Rear Admiral 
in the Navy, When existing vacancies and 
those estimated to occur during the next 
twelve months are insufficient to permit the 
selection for promotion of a number of un- 
restricted Colonels equal to 10% of the au- 
thorized number of unrestricted general offi- 
cers, a board is convened to recommend for 
retirement a sufficient number of general offi- 
cers (Major Generals, or Brigadier Generals, 
or both) to create the required vacancies. 

Similarly, when existing and estimated va- 
eancies are insufficient to permit the selection 
for promotion of a number of supply duty 
Colonels equal to 15% of the authorized num- 
ber of supply duty Brigadier Generals, a 
board must be convened to recommend a suffi- 
cient number of supply duty Brigadier Gen- 
erals for retirement to create the required 
vacancies. 

Not more than two supply duty Colonels 
may be continued on the active list from year 
to year, following second failure of selection 
for promotion, upon recommendation of a 
selection board, but not beyond 30 June of the 
year in which they complete 35 years’ com- 
missioned service, or until they attain the 
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statutory retiring age of 62 years, whichever 
is earlier. 

No Lieutenant Colonel may be eligible for 
consideration for permanent promotion to 
Colonel prior to the fiscal year in which he 
completes 18 years’ commissioned service; 
and no such officer may thereby be eligible 
for consideration until all Lieutenant Colonels 
senior to him will likewise complete such 
service, This limitation does not apply to 
temporary promotion. 

The authorized number of supply duty offi- 
cers in the combined grades of Colonel, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel and Major may not exceed at 
any one time a number equal to 8% of the 
total number of unrestricted officers author- 
ized in those grades at the time. 

The Navy requirement of two years’ sea 
or foreign service in grade for eligibility for 
promotion is not applicable to Marine officers. 

Major Generals and Rear Admirals of the 
upper half rank with each other according to 
the dates of rank in their respective grades; 
Brigadier Generals and Rear Admirals of the 
lower half likewise rank with each other ac- 
cording to their respective dates of rank, The 
date of rank of an officer promoted to Major 
General will be the same as his date of rank 
as a Brigadier General, except such date of 
rank may not be earlier than that of the 
junior officer then in the grade of Major 
General. 

No Colonel who, by 30 June 1948, will have 
completed 29 or more years’ commissioned 
service, will be subject to involuntary retire- 
ment for non-selection until he has twice 
been considered by a selection board. 

All officers heretofore carried as additional 
numbers in grade, with the single exception 
of officers designated for supply duty only, 
are hereafter carried as regular numbers. 
There are three categories of officers whose 
status in that respect is changed by the Act, 
namely, the officer serving as Commandant, 
certain Reserve Naval aviators appointed in 
the regular Marine Corps under the Naval 
Aviation Personnel Act of 27 August 1940, and 
those former warrant and commissioned war- 
rant officers who were appointed to commis- 
sioned ranks as Captains under the Act of 
27 June 1942.

Col. Alison Nominated 

Mr. John R. Alison, who resigned a 
Regular Army commission in 1946 after 
10 years’ active service in the Army Air 
Force, has been nominated by President 
Truman to the newly-created post of As- 
sistant Secretary of Commerce for Aero- 
nautics.

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Flying Pay Report 

The War Department has decided to 
use the period from 1 April to 30 Sept. 
of each year as the 6-month period upon 
which to base reports to Congress of the 
flight pay of officers above the rank of 
major. War Department Circular 191 
states: 

“Commanding officers at all echelons will 
require each officer under their jurisdiction 
above the rank of major on flying status to 
file an extra (one only) copy of his pay 
voucher for each month during the period, 
1 April to 30 September. If an officer is not 
claiming flying pay for a particular month, 
he will write ‘No flying pay claimed for 
month of . on the front of the 
completed extra (one only) copy of his pay 
voucher, The officer will place his date of 
birth in the top left corner of the additional 
April pay voucher. The officer will also plave 
the name of the command, air force, or dl- 
vision headquarters to which he is assigned 
in the top margin of the additional pay 
vouchers each month, The extra copies of the 
pay vouchers will be stamped, written, or 
typed ‘statistical Control Copy,’ at the top of 
the vouchers, These vouchers will be given to 
the agent or accountable disbursing finance 
officer, Commanding officers will coordinate 
closely with agent and accountable disburs- 
ing officers of the Finance Department.” 


Boeing B-29 Breaks Record 

By way of celebrating its 40th anni- 
versary, the Army Air Forces added 
another international air record to its 
growing list, when a B-29 Superfortress, 
the “Pacusan Dreamboat,” broke the in- 
ternational closed course speed record for 
10,000 kilometers on 31 July. The “Dream- 
boat” flew over a 2500-kilometer course 
between Patterson Field (Dayton), Ohio 
and Benson, Ariz., four times in 22 hours 
and 27 minutes. 

The B-29, piloted by Lt. Col. Olbert F. 
Lassiter, of the Army Air Forces Stra- 
tegic Air Command, averaged 277 miles 
per hour over the 10,000 kilometer (6213 
miles) course. Other members of Colonel 
Lassiter’s crew were: Capt. William J. 
Valentine, co-pilot; Capt. William D. 
Bailey, flight engineer; Capt. Frank O. 
Hinckley, navigator; 1st Lt. Russell L. 
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Lewis, navigator; 1st Lt. Arthur J. Oril- 
lon, flight engineer; M S Robert B. 
Corey, scanner; S. Sgt. James R. Sanders, 
jr., radio operator; and 8S. Sgt. Joseph 
C. Gauthier, scanner. 





Gen. Arnold Urges Air Program 

American air forces have been so 
crippled by postwar economies and ne- 
glect that they could offer but a “token 
resistance” to any lightning attack upon 
the United States, General of the Army 
H. H. Arnold, USA-Ret., warns in an 
article in the current issue of The Ameri- 
can Legion Magazine. 

General Arnold offered a 4-point pro- 
gram for immediate execution to assure 
present and future national safety 
through air power: 

1—A sound development program for mili- 
tary equipment insuring the latest types and 
designs at the earliest possible time and ap- 
plying especially to aircraft and their ac- 
cessories. 

2—Industrial mobilization planning cover- 
ing every step for rapid expansion including 
materials, machinery, manufacturing space, 
routine for placing orders, and manpower. 

3—Legislation to translate this program 
and mobilization plans into realities with 
ewes for cutting red tape in emergen- 
cies, 

4—Creation of a policy board, composed of 
top representatives from every branch of the 
government involved, with authority to ad- 
minister and develop the mobilization plans, 
set standards, establish production levels and 
stock piles, assure a reserve of skilled ad- 
ministrative, scientific and production ex- 
perts. 

Implementing this 4-point program will 
cost money, General Arnold said, but 
failure to provide these funds could have 
“fatal consequences for this country.” 


Modernize AAF’s P-80’s 

The Army Air Forces has let a con- 
tract to the Lockheed Aircraft Corpora- 
tion for the modernization of 508 P-SOA 
“Shooting Star” jet-propelled fighter 
planes. 

The modification order directed that 
certain changes be made in the early 
model P-80 to give them some of the fea- 
tures of the new model “Shooting Star,” 
the recently-announced P-80B. Moderni- 
zation items include introduction of 
water-alcohol fuel injection for greater 
speed : provision for jet-assisted take-off ; 
modification of wing tips; attachment of 
rocket launchers; and provision for cock- 
pit cooling and canopy defrosting. 

Five of the modified planes will be com- 
ing off the production line daily by the 
end of November, with as many as 120 
planes in the factory at one time, The 
entire job will be completed by next 
spring. 


Trans-Pac Seeks Pilots 

Former rated officers who have crewed 
C-54’s in Trans-Pacific operations for the 
Pacific Division, Air Transport Command, 
may request return to active duty in 
their former status, it was announced at 
Division headquarters, Hickam Field, 
T. H., by Brig. Gen. Bob E. Nowland, 
Division commander. 

Interested personnel should make ap- 
plication through channels to the Adju- 
tant General indicating their qualifica- 
tions and willingness to sign a category 
1 or 8 statement. (Category 1 indicates 
willingness to remain on active duty for 
an indefinite period and 8 for two years.)

Forces, with headquarters at Mitchel 
Field, N. Y., has assumed command juris. 
diction over the Civil Air Patrol, whieh 
formerly was under direct control of 
Army Air Forces Headquarters in Wash.

Gen. F. H. Smith, jr., will retain 
command of the Civil Air Patrol and his 
headquarters will remain in Washington, 

General Carl Spaatz, Commanding 
General of the Army Air Forces, said the 
change was made in line with a reorgani- 
zation program to centralize control of 
civilian component forces and auxiliary 
and cooperating groups under Air De 
fense Command. 

Lt. Gen. George BE. Stratemeyer, Com- 
manding General of Air Defense Com- 
mand, announced that he anticipated no 
change in Civil Air Patrol activities or 
policies as a result of the transfer, It 
will operate as a separate command as 
do the six numbered air forees in Air 
Defense Command. The regular Air 
Forces units of Air Defense Command 
will continue to assist the Civil Air Pa- 
trol in every way possible. 





Gen. Anderson Retired 

The retirement of Maj. Gen. Frederick 
L. Anderson, Assistant Chief of the Air 
Staff for Personnel, was announced this 
week by Headquarters, Army Air Forces. 
General Anderson is being retired for 
physical disability. At the present time he 
is on terminal leave. His retirement from 
the Army is effective 30 Sept. 1947. 

General Anderson was appointed to 
West Point in 1924 from Kingston, N. Y. 
He graduated in the elass of 1928 and 
from the Army Flying School in 1929. 

During the war General Anderson con- 
manded the Third Division of the Bighth 
Air Force from January 1943 to June 
1943 when he was elevated to the com- 
mand of the Eighth Bomber Command. 
In January 1944 he became Deputy Con- 
manding General for Operations of the 
United States Strategic Air Forces in 
Europe and served in this capacity under 
General Spaatz until the end of the war. 
On his return to the United States he 
became Assistant Chief of the Air Staff 
for Personnel.

N one of those dramatically pointed statements for which he is noted, General of 
the Army MacArthur, on the second anniversary of atom bombed Hiroshima, 
warned that “the harnessing of nature’s forces in furtherance of war’s destructiveness 
will progress until the means are at hand to exterminate the human race and destroy 
the material structure of the modern world.” To this warning, this lesson of the de- 
stroyed Japanese city, he added the prayer: “God grant that it be not ignored.” Yet 
due to cynical Soviet exercise of the power of the veto in the United Nations Security 
Council that warning, that lesson, is being ignored, and the UN Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, in a stalemate caused by Russian opposition, has made no advance toward 
the creation of an international agency authorized to manage and control all atomic 
energy production, to police such production through inspectors, and to impose 
punishment upon any nation manufacturing or possessing atomic weapons. What 
Moscow proposes is that we inform the world of the secret of the “know how” of 
bomb manufacture, destroy the stock we have on hand, and then discuss the matter of 
international control, which, in effect, would enable national police inspection and 
limit punishment to action by the UN Security Council where the veto power could 
be employed. Since this would mean our disarmament with no limitations of value 
upon Russian development of atomic weapons, our unified Department of Defense 
properly is continuing the work of the Army and Navy and Air Force in this field of 
war preparation. To our stock of war bombs, we have added an undisclosed number 
far more powerful and destructive, and from studies and experiments have enlarged 
our ability in the matter of their control and direction, as well as our own safety 
in their carriage and discharge. We are devising means for our protection against the 
lethal rays of the new weapon and treatment of sufferers therefrom. We are formu- 
lating plans to guard our industry, and in this connection Secretary Royall revealed 
that we will retain control of the factories and tools and productive equipment, and 
continue to build-up our stockpile of strategic materials. Should an underground pilot 
plant to be constructed for the making of airplane parts, prove practicable, other 
underground installations for munitions manufacture will be made in our caves and 
abandoned mines. Pearl Harbor disclosed general ignorance of the use of top secret 
weapons, and taught by this lesson, trained organizations will be thoroughly familiar 
with atomic warfare. In this proceeding we are merely employing common sense to 
the end that we shall be always in advance in this new instrument of defense and 
attack, and aware of it the Soviet Government may eventually conclude that its own 
existence requires the kind of international control we have offered. At least that is 
the hope upon which we are basing our current policy. 


T this particular moment the interest of our public is centered upon the charges 
and counter charges being made before the Senate War Investigating Subcom- 
mittee in connection with the $40 million contract given during the war to Mr. Howard 
Hughes for the construction of a giant flying boat and 100 fast reconnaissance planes 
for photographic purposes. The flying boat has yet to fly, and of the two recon- 
naissance planes built one crashed while Mr. Hughes was operating it. The testimony 
thus far taken has revolved largely around Elliott Roosevelt, son of the late Presi- 
dent, who rose to the rank of Brigadier General in the Army Air Corps despite the 
opposition of the then Chief of Staff, General Marshall, and the entertainment which 
he accepted from Mr. Hughes and his publicity agent John W. Meyer. Mr. Roosevelt, 
who wanted to continue as a Brigadier General in the Air Force Reserve but was 
prevented either by General of the Army Eisenhower or Secretary Patterson, admitted 
“technical” error insofar as accepting the entertainment of Hughes and Meyer which 
he limited more narrowly than did they. He himself suggested a reprimand might 
be in order, which we think would be too mild a punishment in view of the fact 
that as a son of the President and Commander-in-Chief he was more obligated to 
conduct himself beyond reproach. This admission of “technical error’? was to have 
been expected in view of the order of General Arnold dated 27 March 1942, warning 
against even casual entertainment or insignificant gift however innocently tendered, 
because acceptance might tend to impair public confidence in the Air Corps or the officer 
concerned. No one can question the propriety of General Arnold’s order nor the stand- 
ard which it established, and that it was generally observed is indicated by the fact 
that of the million and a half contracts awarded by the Army alone during the war, only 
a few cases of its disregard have come to light. General Roosevelt suggested that a law 
should be enacted prohibiting acceptance of entertainment by any prospective con- 
tractor or his agent, and subsequent employment of an officer by a successful firm 
with whom the officer had negotiated. A law of this kind is unnecessary, and, in any 
case, would be ineffective, since it easily could be evaded. The fact is that the Ser- 
vices have their code of honor, as the Arnold order establishes, and there is ample 
power to punish violators of it. It is to the credit of thousands commissioned from 
civil life during the war that they were as careful to avoid even the appearance of 
evil or embarrassing association as were Regulars who had been brought up in the 
rigid schools of West Point and Annapolis and the ranks of the Army and Navy. 
Human nature being what it is, some whether inducted or professional, conducted 
themselves improperly and were courtmartialed. The great lesson of the war scandals 
in our judgment is their avoidance through preparation. If in time of peace we be 
ready, the placement of contracts would be systematic and lobbyists would have no 
need to entertain and indeed no reason to attempt to bribe.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—It is the consequences of Britain’s evil plight (the world 
“evil” is Churchill’s) as exposed by Prime Minister Attlee before Parliament this 
week, which are being studied everywhere and particularly in Moscow as well 
as Washington. To what extent will the United States expand its assumption of 
the responsibilities the British feel it is necessary to forego, this besides the 
additional financial and economic assstance they seek from us? Since it is militant 
Russia which, it is to be expected, will exploit confessed British weakness, some 
other Power must stop her, and already we are committed to that job. Therefore of 
larger importance is the tension in our relations with the Soviet Union and the acts 
and events that increase it. Looking back over the developments of the past few 
months, it is not difficult to forecast what we will do in the future. It will be re- 
ealled that in March another financial and economic crisis forced London to ask that 
we replace Britain in Greece and provide military support for Turkey. In compliance 
there was announced the Truman Doctrine. and Congress implemented it through the 
necessary appropriations. The crisis continuing, there was announced the Marshall 
plan designed to assist all Europe including Britain, and excepting Spain, upon a self- 
help basis. The sitting Paris Conference resulted with Russia and her Satellites re- 
fusing to attend. Now we face another phase in consequence of the British crisis 
which appears never to grow better, and that phase will require greater military 
activity by us to take the place of that of the British. 

It is to be noted that Mr. Attlee included in his program for rehabilitation a 
notice that Great Britain does not intend to spend any more money on feeding 
Jermany when the existing agreement runs out, a notice which only means an 
increase in the help we must extend to that former enemy. This would justify our 
further opposition to the application of socialistic principles which Attlee practically 
admitted do not work in England. While insisting that no change in foreign or 
domestic policies are contemplated the Prime Minister announced that of some of 
half-million men and women in the Armed Forces overseas nearly half will be with- 
drawn by next March and placed in jobs at home. When that month arrives, the 

- forces will be reduced from 1,427,000 to 1,007,000 men and women. The with- 
drawals are assumed to contemplate reduction in garrison strength in Germany 
and Austria, which will throw an additional burden upon the United States, re- 
tirement of British troops from the territory of the Governments of India and 
Pakistan, independence gf which will be recognized on 15 Aug., and possible cuts 
in the numbers in Egypt and the Sudan and Palestine. As to Egypt and the Sudan, 
the Cairo government appealed to the Security Council of the UN to void the 
Anglo-Egyptian treaty of 1936, and to throw British troops out of those territories. 
This appeal was derided by the British representatives on the council. Britain 
would like us to join her in establishing order in Palestine, but we are ptrsuing a 
hands-off policy in that mandate, and this is,emphasized this week by the denial 
by Admiral Richard L. Connoly, commander of the U. S. Naval forces in the Atlantic 
and Mediterranean, that any of our naval units are assisting the British Fleet 
in spotting refugee vessels in Palestine waters. In the light of the British Program 
it is evident that our plans to cut our forces in Europe will have to be further 
postponed. As to Germany, while understanding the needs of the British curtailment 
of expenses, Secretary Marshall appreciates that the level of production must be 
raised, not only for the sake of Germany but for all of Europe. A French protest 
caused him to give assurances to Paris that France would participate in the dis- 
cussions concerning this program, and the Deladier government got the impression 
that it could exercise the veto power. After his conference with General Clay in 
Berlin, Secretary Royall indicated that the United States and Britain would make 
the decision as to their combined zones, an impression that intensified French 
concern and effected the chances of suceess of the Marshall plan. So far as that 
plan is concerned, Prime Minister Attlee in his speech cast doubt upon its complete 
efficacy, for he argued that Britain could not and would not base her recovery plans 
solely upon further help from the United States. This doubt is justified in view of 
the immediate need of Britain, the fact that Congress is not in session though it 
may be so called by the President, and the investigations abroad which Congressional 
committees are preparing to make and which will reveal the sizable gold reserve the 
British government possesses. Meanwhile, Secretary Marshall has agreed to dis- 
cuss with Britain the modification of the loan agreement, the proceeds of which 
are nearing exhaustion. These modifications will deal primarily with the problems 
of convertibility of sterling in order that it shall again serve as an international 
currency, and of non-discrimination in trade. Besides these financial and economic 
matters, the whole world situation ‘will enter into the picture during the next 
session. and obviously will be revealed the additions to the burdens which the United 
States will take over fom Britain. 

Russia has not been quiescent while British distress was growing. As another 
step toward tightening her Eastern European Bloc she permitted Bulgaria and Yugo- 
Slavia to enter into an agreement this week for mutual promotion of their “inde- 
pendence and security.” At the same time she entered into a pact with Poland for 
a larger exchange of raw materials and commodities. This is an answer to our 
cutting off of Poland from participation in our relief program because of Warsaw’s 
refusal to participate in the Paris conference on the Marshall plan. This refusal 
the Poles have told us was not intentional to separate their country from the 
Western nations, an explanation which made no impression upon Secretary Marshall 
who rejected an appeal to alter his decision banning American foodstuffs from 
Poland. Also Moscow inspired the Red Government of Roumania to suppress the 
Peasant Party and arrest its leaders, another violation of the Yalta agreements 
and the “human rights” provisions of the peace treaty with Roumania, which we 
ratified. Making the usual excuse that the properties were in fact German assets 
and, therefore, subject to seizure under the Potsdam agreement, Russian troops occu- 
pied this week the American Vacuum Oil and British Shell Oil Refinery in Lobau on 
the outskirts of Vienna and seized other consumers goods plants. These acts produced 
protests from the United States and Britain. Charging that certain powerful states 
are trying to “enslave” Greece, Soviet Ambassador Gromyko unsuccessfully urged the 
Security Council, of the UN to expel from that country all foreign military personnel, 
now principally American, and for the UN to supervise all foreign (American) aid dis- 
tributed therein. Gromyko advocated the shelving of the applications for memberships 
in the UN made by Italy, Austria, Hungary and Roumania until his Government had 
ratified the peace treaties made with those Nations. Gratifying to the United States and 
Britain was approval by the Italian Parliament of the peace treaty imposed by the 




















Four Powers upon the Rome Government, an action which brought from General Mar- 
shall the promise that our effort would be to soften the harshness of its terms. Russia, 
however, has not ratified any of the peace treaties, and by so doing plainly is seeking to 
continue the unsatisfactory and chaotic conditions a state of truce promotes, and plac- 
ing herself in the position of being the Power to the doorstep of which the world must 
come for peace. Until Soviet ratification occurs, we shall retain an occupation force 
in Italy. To prevent Russia from increasing her voting power in the UN, as well as to 
express our opposition to communism, we are opposing the admission of Roumania 
and Hungary into the world organization on the ground that their governments cin- 
not fulfill the obligations of the Charter and are suppressing human rights and free- 
dom. More charges and counter-charges are being exchanged by our own and the 
Russian delegations on the commission to move Korea toward independence, and as 
elsewhere the Soviets are blocking action. The Wedemeyer fact mission is including 
Manchuria and Korea in its inquiry, and upon the report to be made to the Secretary 
of State will depend the character of the new policy we shall adopt. This much is 
certain, the United States will make no concessions to Russia in the Far East any 
more than it will in Europe, but through the Marshall plan will endeavor to alleviate 
suffering and promote the cause of peace. Moscow is continuing adamant in the mat- 
ter of participation in the preparation by ten of the eleven Powers of the draft of a 
peace Treaty with Japan. The holding of the conference for this purpose which the 
United States has called, was affected by the Dutch operations in Indo-Nesia. Those 
operations were frowned upon by the British Federation and the United States, and 
as the Netherlands were invited to participate in that conference, its claims against 
Japan promised to be sharply attacked and an unanimous agreement thereby en- 
dangered. Fortunately, both the Dutch and the Indo-Nesian authority agreed to an 
UN plea for a truce pending arbitration probably by an UN Commission as suggested 
by the Philippine Government which suggestion the United States backed, or by our 
own mediation, which we have offered. 

One of the most important Pan-American conferences ever held will be that about 
to open in Rio de Janeiro. Its purpose will be to agree upon a Treaty of Hemispherical 
Defense, which will carry out the agreement made at Mexico City known as the 
Chapultepec Pact. Secretary Marshall will be the Chairman of the American Dele- 
gation, and his associates include the chairmen and senior members of the Foreign 
Affairs Committees of the Senate and House. So important is the Conference regarded 
that the President is contemplating addressing it on 4 September. He will fly to Rio 
and return aboard the battleship USS Missouri. During the Conference, Secretary 
Marshall will have an opportunity to discuss the recent unfortunate phase of our re- 
lations with Argentina, whose Foreign Minister will head the Delegation from his 
country. Absent from Rio will be Nicaragua whose revolutionary Government we and 
other states have not recognized. There are disorders in Paraguay and rumblings of 
disorders elsewhere, and Cuba, aroused over the possible discriminatory effect of 
the Sugar bill passed in the closing days of Congress, is threatening to boycott the 
conference, hoping to bring about a Presidential veto or at least to get from us 
a pledge that the act will not be used as an economic club against her. All these 
incidents will be discussed at the conference, but it is nevertheless the belief that a 
Treaty made at the Conference will be observed by all the signatories in the future. 
That normally is the disposition of the peoples of the Republics. The position of our 
Government at the conference would have been strengthened had Congress agreed 
to General Marshall’s proposal for military equipment of our southern neighbors. 
However, the Treaty expected to emerge from Rio and supported by Congressional 
leaders unquestionably will be implemented by the funds it will require.

National Guard—The National Guard will take a leading part in the training of 
key personnel to staff any future selective service system needed to mobilize the man- 
power of the Nation in an emergency, Maj. Gen. Butler B. Miltonberger, Chief of the 
National Guard Bureau announced this week. Tables of Organization of National 
(juard state staffs have been expanded to include selective service sections, General 
Miltonberger said. In most instances, trained former selective service personnel will 
form the nuclei of the new sections. 

Kansas and North Carolina led in the number of National Guard units recognized 
during the week ending 31 July when 43 ground units in 20 states, the District of 
Columbia and the Territory of Hawaii, gained Federal recognition, General Milton- 
berger announced this week. “With 2,565 ground units and 288 air units recognized 
out of a total allotment of 6,382 units the National Guard is nearing the half-way mark 
within a year since the first Federal recognition was granted in August, 1946,” Gen- 
eral Miltonberger said.

At the same time, it was pointed out, the $116,718,700 appropriated for mainte- 
nance and improvement of the nation’s rivers and harbors will make possible the 
necessary maintenance work on our vast network of ports and inland waterways, as 
well as permit important improvements during the year to these vital facilities.

Sec, 201, The provisions of this title shall 
constitute permanent, as .distinguished from 
terminable, provisions of law relating to the 
distribution of commissioned officers in the 
various grades of the Staff Corps of the Regu- 
lar Navy, to the promotion of such officers to 
the grades above that of lieutenant (junior 
grade), and to their involuntary separation 
from the active list. 

Definitions 

Sec. 202. (a) As used in this title, the word 
“officers” shall be held to mean commissioned 
officers holding permanent appointments as 
such on the active list in the Staff Corps of 
the Regular Navy. Unless otherwise qualified 
it shall be held to include officers of the 
Medical, Supply, Chaplain, Civil Engineer, 
Dental, Medical Service, and Nurse Corps of 
the Navy, including officers designated for 
limited duty in such corps, and to exclude 
commissioned warrant officers, 

(b) As used in this title, military titles 
shall be held to describe an officer or officers, 
as the case may be, holding, permanent ap- 
pointment on the active list in a Staff Corps 
of the Regular Navy in the grade concerned. 

(c) As used in this title, the words “not 
restricted in the performance of duty” shall be 
held to describe officers not designated for 
limited duty. 

(d) (1) For the purposes of this title in 
respect to eligibility for continuation on the 
active list and in respect to separation from 
the active list, the total commissioned service 
of an officer originally appointed in the grade 
or rank of lieutenant (junior grade) or ensign 
in the Regular Navy, who has served con- 
tinuously on the active list shall be computed 
from June 30 of the fiscal year in which he 
accepted such appointment, except for officers 
appointed pursuant to the Act of April 18, 
1946 (Public Law 347, Seventy-ninth Con- 
gress). Each other officer shall be deemed to 
have for these purposes as much total com- 
missioned service as any officer described 
above in this subsection who shall not have 
lost numbers or precedence and who is, or 
shall have been, junior to such other officer 
in his corps for the purpose of eligibility for 
promotion or selection for. promotion since 
the date of the latter’s first appointment to 
permanent commissioned rank in the Regular 
Navy above the grade of commissioned war- 
rant officer, following which he shall have 
served continuously on the active list of the 
Regular Navy. 

(2) Notwithstanding the foregoing pro- 
visions of this subsection, the number of 
years’ service to be credited to each lieutenant 
(junior grade) of the Nurse Corps shall, for 
the purpose of this title in regard to separa- 
tion from the active list, be based on her 
total active service under an appointment as a 
commissioned officer in the Nurse Corps of the 
Navy or the reserve component thereof and 
all active service in the Nurse Corps and the 
Nurse Corps Reserve abolished by the Act of 
April 16, 1947 (Public Law 36, Eightieth Con- 
gress), shall, for this purpose, be regarded 
as commissioned service in the Navy. 

(3) Notwithstanding the provisions of para- 
graph (1) of this subsection, an officer com- 
missioned in the Medical Service Corps pur- 
suant to the Act of April 18, 1946 (Public Law 
347, Seventy-ninth Congress) shall, for the 
purpose of this title in respect to separation 
from the active list, be deemed to have total 
commissioned service equivalent to that of his 
line officer running mate, 

(e) The words “active-duty pay” as used 
in sections 212 and 213 of this title shall be 
construed to mean the base and longevity pay 
the retired officer concerned would receive if 
serving on active duty in his grade. 

Distribution of Officers 

Sec. 203. (a) Officers of the Staff Corps of 
the Navy shall be distributed in the various 
grades in each Staff Corps in accordance with 
the provisions of this title: Provided, That 
the number of rear admirals in the Medical 
Corps, Supply Corps, Chaplain Corps, Civil 
Engineer Corps, and Dental Corps, respective- 
ly, exclusive of any such rear admiral serving 
as a chief of bureau, shall not exceed in each 
corps five-tenths of 1 per centum of the offi- 
cers in that corps on the active list of the 
Navy at any one time: Provided further, That 
such a rear admiral serving as a chief of bu- 
reau shall upon termination of his tenure as 
chief of bureau be carried in excess until] the 
next vacancy occurs in the grade of rear ad- 
miral of the corps concerned: Provided fur- 
ther, That notwithstanding the foregoing pro- 
visions, except in time of war or national 
emergency declared after the effective date of 
this Act, the number of rear admirals in the 
Medical Corps, Supply Corps, Chaplain Corps, 





Civil Engineer Corps, and Dental Corps shall 
not exceed fifteen, thirteen, two, four, and 
four, respectively: Provided further, That the 
number of captains in the Medical Service 
Corps and the number of commanders and 
lieutenant commanders in the Nurse Corps 
shall not exceed 2 per centum, seven-tenths of 
1 per centum, and 1-6/10 per centum, respec- 
tively, of the officers in the corps concerned 
on the active list of the Navy at any one time. 

(b) To determine the authorized number of 
officers in the grade of rear admiral in the 
Medical Corps, Supply Corps, Chaplain Corps, 
Civil Engineer Corps, and Dental Corps, re- 
spectively, and the authorized number of cap- 
tains in the* Medical Service Corps and the 
authorized number of commanders and lieu- 
tenant commanders in the Nurse Corps, as 
provided in this section, computations shall 
be made by the Secretary of the Navy as of 
the date of approval of this Act and as of 
January 1 of each year thereafter; the re- 
sulting number in the grade of rear admiral 
in each corps in which such grade is author- 
ized, as so computed, shall be held and con- 
sidered for all purposes as the authorized 
number of officers in the grade of rear ad- 
miral in each such corps and shall not be 
varied between computations; the resulting 
number in the grade of captain in the Medical 
Service Corps and in each of the grades of 
commander and lieutenant commander in the 
Nurse Corps, as so computed, shall be held 
and considered as the authorized number of 
officers in the grade of the corps concerned 
until a subsequent computation shall be 
made: Provided, That no officer shall be re- 
duced in grade or pay or separated from the 
active list of the Navy as a result of any such 
computation. 

(c) Whenever a final fraction occurs in any 
computation made pursuant to this title, the 
nearest whole number shall be taken, and if 
such fraction be one-half the next higher 
whole number shall be taken. 


Promotion by Selection 

Sec. 204, All promotions to grades above 
that of lieutenant (junior grade), including 
the promotion of those officers who are, or 
may be, carried on the Navy list as additional 
numbers in grade, shall be only upon the 
recommendation of a board of naval officers 
as herein prescribed. 


Selection Boards 

Sec. 205. (a) A board for the recommenda- 
tion of officers for promotion to the grade of 
rear admiral, and for the recommendation of 
captains for continuation on the active list, 
shall consist of not less than three nor more 
than nine rear admirals of the corps con- 
cerned. Boards for the recommendation of offi- 
cers for promotion to the grades of captain 
and commander except with respect to officers 
of the Medical Service Corps and of the Nurse 
Corps shall consist of not less than six nor 
more than nine officers of the corps con- 
cerned of the grade of captain or above. 
Boards for the recommendation of officers for 
promotion to the grades of lieutenant com- 
mander and lieutenant, except with respect to 
officers of the Medical Service Corps and of 
the Nurse Corps, shall consist of not less than 
six nor more than nine officers of the corps 
concerned above the grade of commander, 

(b) The officers composing these boards 
shall be officers on the active or retired list 
of the Navy. In case there be not a sufficient 
number of officers of the corps concerned 
legally or physically capacitated to serve on 
a selection board of such corps, officers of the 
line on the active list of equivalent rank may 
be detailed to duty on such board to consti- 
tute the required minimum membership. 

(c) Boards for the = ora cee geen of offi- 
cers of the Medical Service Corps and of the 
Nurse Corps for promotion to grades above 
lieutenant (junior grade) shall be composed 
ef not less than six nor more than nine officers 
above tke grade of commander on the active 


’ or retired list of the Medical Corps: Provided, 


That in case there be not a sufficient number 
of officers of the Medical Corps legally or 
physically capacitated to serve on such a se- 
lection board, officers of the line of the active 
list of the grade of captain may be detailed 
to duty on such board to constitute the re- 
quired minimum membership. 

(d) No officer may be a member of two suc- 
cessive selection boards for the consideration 
of officers for profmotion to the same grade. 

(e) The boards prescribed in this section 
shall be appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy and convened at least once each year at 
a time as soon as practicable after the report 
of a corresponding board for the selection of 
line officers has been approved by the Presi- 
dent, and at such times as the Secretary of 
the Navy may direct: Provided, That a selec- 
tion board to recommend officers of the Medi- 
cal Service Corps for promotion to the grade 
of captain or officers of the Nurse Corps for 
promotion to the grade of commander or lieu- 
tenant commander shall be convened only if 
there exists a vacancy in the grade concerned 
or if the Secretary of the Navy estimates or 
determines that a vacancy will occur in the 
ensuing twelve-month period. 

Oath for Members of Selection Boards 

Sec. 206. Each member of a board provided 
for in section 205 of this title shall swear, or 





affirm, that he will, without prejudice or par- 

tiality, and having in view both the special 

fitness of officers and the efficiency of the naval 

service, perform the duties imposed upon him 

as herein provided, 

Eligibility of Officers for Consideration by 
Selection Boards 

Sec. 207. (a) Captains within the following 
eategories shall be eligible for consideration 
by a selection board for recommendation for 
continuation on the active list: (1) Those 
who have twice failed of selection for promo- 
tion to rear admiral, and (2) those who have 
failed of selection for promotion to rear ad- 
miral in the immediately preceding year and 
who are not recommended for promotion by 
the selection board concerned: Provided, That 
such captains who will complete thirty-five 
years’ total commissioned service or who will 
attain the age of sixty-two years in the fiscal 
year in which such board is convened will 
not be eligible for consideration for continua- 
tion on the active list. 

(b) An officer in any grade, except captains 
in the Medical Service Corps and commanders 
in the Nurse Corps, shall become eligible for 
consideration by a selection board for promo- 
tion to the next higher grade when his run- 
ning mate becomes eligible for such selection, 
except that officers of the Medical, Dental, 
Medical Service, and Chaplain Corps in the 
grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and lieu- 
tenant, and officers of the Nurse Corps in the 
grade of lieutenant (junior grade) shall not 
be eligible for such selection unless they are 
in the promotion zone in such grade or are 
senior to the officers in the promotion zone of 
the grade in which they are serving. An offi- 
cer in any grade who shall become eligible for 
such consideration shall, regardless of failure 
or failures of selection for such promotion, 
remain so eligible while on the active list: 
Provided, That officers whose names are on 
the promotion list for any grade on the date 
of the convening of the board shall not be 
considered for the same grade by the board. 

(c) Of the officers, in any grade in any corps, 
designated for limited duty, who would other- 
wise be eligible for consideration for promo- 
tion pursuant to the provisions of subsection 
(b) of this section, only the officer in that 
corps whose running mate is the junior offi- 
cer in the promotion zone for line officers 
designated for limited duty and officers in 
that corps senior to him in the grade con- 
cerned shall be eligible for such considera- 
tion. 

Information to be Furnished Selection Boards 

Sec, 208. (a) The Secretary of the Navy 
shall furnish the appropriate selection board 
with (1) the number of officers not restricted 
in the performance of duty and-the number 
of officers designated for limited duty which 
the board may recommend for promotion to 
the next higher grade; (2) the names of all 
officers eligible for consideration for promo- 
tion; (3) the number of captains which the 
board may recommend for continuation on 
the active list; (4) the names of captains 
eligible for consideration for continuation on 
the active list; (5) the records of all officers 
whose names are furnished to a board; and 
(6) the names of officers in the respective pro- 
motion zones in the grade or grades under 
consideration for promotion. 

(b) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of officers not 
restricted in the performance of duty to the 
grades of captain and commander, except with 
respect to the promotion of officers of the 
Medical Service Corps to the grade of cap- 
tain and of officers of the Nurse Corps to the 
grade of commander, shall be determined by 
the Secretary of the Navy as of the date of 
the convening of the board and shall be a 
fraction of the number of officers in the pro- 
motion zone in the grade and in the corps 
concerned. The numerator of this fraction 
shall be a number equal to the number of 
officers not restricted in the performance of 
duty placed upon the promotion list pursuant 
to the report of the comparable board for the 
selection of line officers convened in the same 
fiscal year, The denominator of this fraction 
shall be a number equal to the number of 
officers, not restricted in the performance of 
duty, in the promotion zone considered by 
said board for the selection of line officers. 

(c) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of officers desig- 
nated for limited duty shall be determined by 
the Secretary of the Navy as of the date of 
the convening of the board and shall be a 
fraction of the number of such officers in the 
promotion zone in the grade and in the corps 
concerned. The numerator of this fraction 
shall be a number equal to the number of 
officers designated for limited duty placed 
upon the promotion list pursuant to the re- 
port of the comparable board for the selec- 
tion of line officers convened in the same fiscal 
year. The denominator of this fraction shall 
be a number equal to the number of officers 
designated for limited duty in the promotion 

«zone considered by said board for the selec- 
tion of line officers. 

(d) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of officers of the 
Supply Corps and Civil Engineer Corps not 
restricted in the performance of duty to the 





grades of lieutenant commander and lieutep- 
ant shall be determined by the Secretary of 
the Navy as of the date of the convening of 
the board and shall be a fraction of the num. 
ber of such officers in the promotion zone jp 
the grade and in the corps concerned. The 
numerator of this fraction shall be a number 
equal to the number of officers not restricted 
in the performance of duty placed upon the 
promotion list pursuant to the report of the 
comparable board for the selection of line 
officers convened in the same fiscal year. The 
denominator of this fraction shall be a num- 
ber equal to the number of officers, not re. 
stricted in the performance of duty, in the 
promotion zone considered by said board for 
the selection of line officers. 

(e) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of officers, except 
officers of the Supply Corps, Civil Engineer 
Corps, and Nurse Corps to the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander and lieutenant shall be de- 
termined by the Secretary of the Navy as of 
the date of the convening of the board and 
shall be equal to the number of such officers 
in the promotion zones in the grades of liev- 
tenant and lieutenant (junior grade), respec- 
tively. 

(f) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of captains to the 
grade of rear admiral shall be determined by 
the Secretary of the Navy as of the date of 
the convening of the board and shall be equal 
to the number ef vacancies existing in the 
grade of rear admiral plus the estimated num- 
ber of such vacancies which will occur during 
the ensuing twelve-month period and minus 
ae number of captains then on the promotion 

st. 

(g) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to captains to be continued on the 
active list shall be determined by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy as of the date of the con- 
vening of the board and shall be such a num- 
ber prescribed in subsection 212 (a) of this 
title, as the Secretary of the Navy shall de- 
termine to be necessary to meet the require- 
ments of the Navy. 

(bh) An officer in any grade, not restricted 
in the performance of duty, who has not 
failed of selection for promotion to the next 
higher grade, shall be deemed to be in the 
promotion zone when his running mate in the 
same grade has been determined to be in the 
promotion zone of officers not restricted in the 
performance of duty in that grade. 

(i) An officer in any grade, designated for 
limited duty, who has not failed of selection 
for promotion to the next higher grade, shall 
be deemed to be in the promotion zone when 
his running mate in the same grade has been 
determined to be in the promotion zone of 
officers designated for limited duty. 

(j) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of officers of the 
Medical Service Corps to the grade of cap- 
tain shall be determined by the Secretary of 
the Navy as of the date of the convening of 
the board and shall be equal to the difference 
between the allowed number of officers in that 
grade and the actual number of officers there- 
in plus the number of officers estimated to be 
separated from that grade during the ensuing 
twelve-month period and minus the number 
of commanders then on the promotion list. 

(k) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of officers of the 
Nurse Corps to the grades of commander and 
lieutenant commander shall be determined by 
the Secretary of the Navy as of the date of 
the convening of the board and shall for each 
grade be equal to the difference between the 
allowed number of officers in the grade and 
the actual number of officers therein plus the 
number of officers estimated to be separated 
from the grade during the ensuing twelve- 
month period and minus the number of offi- 
cers of the next lower grade then on the pro- 
motion list. 

(1) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the promotion of officers of the 
Nurse Corps to the grade of lieutenant shal! 
be determined by the Secretary of the Navy 
as of the date of the convening of the board 
and shall be equal to the number of lieutenants 
(junior grade) in that corps in and senior to 
the promotion zone minus the number of lieu- 
tenants (junior grade) then on the promotion 
list. 

(m) Any officer eligible for consideration 
for selection shall have the right to forward 
through official channels at any time not later 
than ten days after the convening of said 
board a written communication inviting at- 
tention to any matter of record in the Navy 
Department concerning himself which he 
deems important in the consideration of his 
case: Provided, That such communication 
shall not contain any reflection upon the char- 
acter, conduct, or motives of or criticism of 
any officer. 

Duties of Selection Boards 

Sec. 209. (a) From among those officers who 
are eligible for consideration for promotion, 
each board shall recommend for promotion 
those officers, if of the grade of lieutenant 
commander or above, or if designated for 
limited duty in grades above ensign, whom 
it considers best fitted for promotion, and, if 
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Navy Promotion Act

of the grade of lieutenant or lieutenant (jun- 
jor grade), in the Supply and Civil Engineer 
Corps or if of the grade of lieutenant in the 
Nurse Corps those whom it considers best 
fitted for promotion, if of the grade of lieu- 
tenant or lieutenant (junior grade) in the 
Medical Corps, Dental Corps, Chaplain Corps, 
Civil Engineer Corps, or Medical Service 
Corps, or of the grade of lieutenant (junior 
grade) in the Nurse Corps, those whom it con- 
siders fitted for promotion, in number not 
exceeding the number furnished the board by 
the Secretary of the Navy as provided in sec- 
tion 208 of this title: Provided, That from 
among eligible officers junior in lineal rank 
to the junior officer in the appropriate pro- 
motion zone in a grade below that of captain, 
the board may not recommend as best fitted 
for promotion, a number exceeding 5 per 
centum of the total number that the board is 
authorized to recommend for promotion to the 
grade concerned or, if such 5 per centum shall 


not equal the whole number one, a number 


exceeding one: Provided further, That in each 
grade, except with respect to lieutenant com- 
mander and lieutenant of the Nurse Corps the 
junior officer in a promotion zone and all offi- 
cers of his category senior to him in lineal 
rank who are eligible for consideration shall, 
if not selected for promotion, be considered 
as having failed of selection for promotion, 
and no such officer junior in lineal rank to 
said junior officer in said promotion zone 
shall, if not selected for promotion, be con- 
sidered as having failed of selection for pro- 
motion: And provided further, That the status 
of having once failed of selection for promo- 
tion shall not be considered as prejudicial to 
an officer with respect to his qualifications, 
his fitness for the naval service, or his eligi- 
bility for selection by the next succeeding 
selection board. 

(b) From among those captains who are 
eligible for consideration for continuation on 
the active list, the board shall recommend 
for such continuation those officers whom it 
considers best fitted for continued service on 
the active list, in number not exceeding the 
number furnished the board by the Secretary 
of the Navy as provided in section 208 of this 
title, 

(c) The recommendation of the board in re- 
spect to the promotion of officers designated 
for limited duty shall be based upon their 
comparative fitness, within such category for 


‘the duties prescribed for them by law. 


(d) All reports or recommendations of a 
selection board under any provision of this 
title shall require the concurrence of at least 
two-thirds of the members: Provided, That 
the report or recommendation of a board com- 
posed of five members or less shall require 
the concurrence of at least a majority of the 
members. 

(e) The selection board shall also report the 
names of any officers among those eligible for 
consideration and of less than twenty years’ 
service whose reports and records in its opin- 
ion indicate their unsatisfactory performance 
of duty in their present grades and in its 
opinion indicate that they would not satisfac- 
torily perform the duties of a higher grade. 

Reports of Selection Boards 

Sec. 210. (a) The report of the board shall 
be in writing, signed by all the members 
thereof, and shall certify that the board has 
carefully considered the case of every officer 
whose name was furnished the board by the 
Secretary of the Navy, as provided in section 
208 of this title, and that, in the opinion of at 
least two-thirds of the members, the officers 
therein recommended, if of the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander or above, if of the grade of 
lieutenant or lieutenant (junior grade) in the 
Supply Corps or Civil Engineer Corps, or if of 
the grade,of lieutenant in the Nurse Corps, 
are, subject to the limitations prescribed in 
subsection 209 (a) of this title, selected as the 
best fitted to assume the duties of the next 
higher grade, and, if of the grade of lieuten- 
ant or lieutenant (junior grade) in the Medi- 
cal Corps, Chaplain Corps, Dental Corps, or 
Medical Service Corps, or if of the grade of 
lieutenant (junior grade) in the Nurse Corps, 
are selected as fitted to assume the duties of 
the next higher grade. The report of a board 
convened to recommend captains for continua- 
tion on the active list shall certify that, in the 
opinion of at least two-thirds of the members, 
if the board has more than five members, and, 
if the board has five members or less, in the 
opinion of at least a majority of the members, 
the officers therein recommended are selected 
as the best fitted for continued service on the 
active list, 

(b) The repert of the board shall be sub- 
mitted to the President for approval or dis- 
approval: Provided, That in case any officer 
or officers recommended by the board for pro- 
motion, or, in the case of captains, for con- 
tinuation on the active list, be not acceptable 
to the President, the board shall be informed 
of the name of such officer or officers and shall 
recommend a number of officers for promo- 
tion or for continuation on the active list, as 
the case may be, equal to the number of those 
found not acceptable to the President, and, 
if necessary, the board shall be reconvened 
for this purpose. 


Promotion of Officers; Precedence; 
Running Mates 
See. 211. (a) (1) Officers recommended for 





promotion to a grade below rear admiral in 
the report of a selection board, as approved 
by the President, shall be regarded as having 
been selected for promotion and their names 
shall be placed upon a promotion list for the 
grade concerned. Each such officer except a 
commander of the Medical Service Corps or a 
lieutenant commander or lieutenant of the 
Nurse Corps, shall become eligible for pro- 
motion to the grade for which selected when 
the line officer who, pursuant to subsection 
(h) of this section, is to be his running mate 
in the higher grade becomes eligible for pro- 
motion to that grade. When promoted, the 
staff officer shall be assigned the same date 
of rank which has been or, in due course, will 
be, given to such running mate in such higher 
grade and except officers of the Medical Serv- 
ice Corps promoted to the grade of captain 
and officers of the Nurse Corps promoted to 
the grades of commander and lieutenant com- 
mander, shall be entitled to the pay and al- 
lowances of the higher grade from the date 
upon which such running mate became eligi- 
ble for promotion thereto. 

(2) Promotions to fill vacancies in the grade 
of captain in the Medical Service Corps and 
to the grades of commander and lieutenant 
commander in the Nurse Corps shall be made 
from among officers whose names appear on 
the promotion list for the grade concerned. 
When so promoted each such officer shal] have 
the same date of rank which has been, or in 
due course will be, given the line officer who 
is to be his or her running mate in the grade 
to which promoted, but no increased pay or 
allowances shall accrue to any such officer by 
virtue of his. promotion prior to the date of 
occurrence of the vacancy which he is pro- 
moted to fill or prior to the date of his selec- 
tion for promotion, whichever shall be later. 

(b) The names of officers recommended by 
a board for promotion to the grade of rear 
admiral, and approved by the President, shall 
be placed upon a promotion list and promo- 
tions to fill vacancies shall be made from offi- 
cers whose names appear on the promotion 
list: Provided, That when so promoted each 
such officer shall have the same date of rank 
which has been given to the running mate as- 
signed him in the grade to which he is pro- 
moted: Provided further, That if such run- 
ning mate shall not have been promoted, the 
staff officer shall be given as his date of rank 
the date of the occurrence of the vacancy 
which he is promoted to fill until such run- 
ning mate shall have been promoted to the 
grade of rear admiral, at which time the staff 
officer shall be given a new commission with 
the same date of rank given to such running 
mate: And provided further, That each staff 
officer promoted to the grade of rear ad- 
miral shall be entitled to the pay and allow- 
ances of that grade only from the date of 
occurrence of the vacancy which Tre is pro- 
moted to fill, 

(c) The President may remove the name of 
any officer from the promotion list. An officer 
whose name is so removed from the promo- 
tion list or one whose appointment is rejected 
by the Senate, shall continue to be eligible for 
consideration for recommendation for promo- 
tion: Provided, That the next ensuing selec- 
tion board may recommend the officer con- 
cerned for promotion, and thereupon, with the 
approval of the President, the name of such 
officer shall be replaced on the promotion list, 
without prejudice by reason of its having been 
temporarily removed therefrom, and when 
promoted such Officer shall take the same 
lineal rank and date of rank that he would 
have had had his name not been so removed: 
And provided further, That if such officer is 
not so recommended by such next ensuing se- 
lection board or if the President shall again 
remove his name from the promotion list or 
if the Senate shall again reject his appoint- 
ment, he shall be held for all purposes to have 
twice failed of selection for promotion. 

(d) Line and staff officers of the Navy, when 
of the same grade, shall take precedence with 
all other line and staff officers of the same 
grade from the dates of rank stated in their 
commissions in said grade: Provided, That 
officers serving in the same grade and having 
the same date of rank in that grade shal! take 
precedence in the following order: (a) Line 
officers, (b) medical officers, (c) supply offi- 
cers, (d) chaplains, (e) civil engineers, (f) 
dental officers, (g) officers of the Medical Serv- 
ice Corps, and (h) officers of the Nurse Corps. 

(e) (1) Lieutenants (junior grade) in a staff 
corps, appointed subsequent to the approval 
of this Act pursuant to any authority other 
than the Act of April 18, 1946 (Pablic Law 
347, Seventy-ninth Congress), with date of 
rank in that grade in the same calendar year 
shall, in order of their lineal rank and follow- 
ing December 31 of that year, be assigned run- 
ning mates among line lieutenants (junior 
grade) with dates of rank in the same calendar 
year, if of other than the Medical Corps, and 
in the preceding calendar year if of the Medi- 
cal Corps, in the manner herein prescribed. 
Each such staff officer shall be assigned as his 
running mate the line officer whose numerical 
position in the order of lineal rank among the 
line lieutenants (junior grade) above de- 
scrifed is equal, or nearest equal, to the prod- 
uct of the numerical position of the staff offi- 
cer in his order of lineal rank in his corps 
and a fraction whose numerator is the number 
of such line officers and whose denominator 
is the number of such staff officers, When 
there is but one such staff officer, the running 





mate shall be the line officer whose lineal rank 
is nearest the middle of the line officers con- 
cerned: Provided, That in any staff corps 
where officers may be originally appointed to 
the grade of lieutenant (junior grade) or en- 
sign, all staff officers of that corps with dates 
of rank as lieutenants (junior grade) in the 
same calendar year shall, for the purpose of 
assignment of running mates, be regarded as 
having lineal rank in such order as may be 
recommended in the approved report of a 
board of officers convened for that purpose; 
such boards shall be convened as soon as prac- 
ticable after December 31 of each year, shall 
be composed of officers of the corps con- 
cerned, and their recommendations when ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Navy shall be 
conclusive. 

(2) An officer appointed to a staff corps in 
a grade above lieutenant (junior grade) ex- 
cept one appointed pursuant to the Act of 
April 18, 1946 (Public Law 347, Seventy-ninth 
Congress), shall be assigned as his running 
mate the junior line officer of the same grade 
with the same date of rank, or if there be 
none, the junior line officer of the same grade 
with next earlier date of rank. 

(f) Notwithstanding the provisions of sub- 
section (e) of this section, a line officer here- 
after transferred to a staff corps in the grade 
of lieutenant (junior grade) or above shall, 
upon transfer, have assigned as his running 
mate the line officer immediately senior to 
him at the time of transfer. 

(g) Should the running mate of a staff offi- 
cer be separated from the active list or for 
any cause lose numbers, a new running mate 
shall be assigned the staff officer who shall 
be the line officer who was next senior to 
the former running mate, or the line officer 
who was next junior if the former running 
mate was the senior officer in the grade con- 
cerned. 

(h) A staff officer selected for promotion 
shall, when promoted, have assigned as his 
running mate in the grade to which promoted, 
a line officer of the same grade whose name 
was placed upon the promotion list for that 
grade upon approval of the line selection 
board immediately preceding the Staff Corps 
selection board which selected the staff officer. 
Such line officer shall be the officer who was 
the running mate of the staff officer in the 
grade from’ which promoted if such running 
mate shal have been selected and promoted; 
otherwise, the new running mate shall be the 
line officer whose name was on the said pro- 
motion list and who shall have been selected 
and promoted next senior to the former run- 
ning mate or, if there be no such line officer, 
the line officer who shall have been selected 
and promoted next junior to the former run- 
ning mate, In the application of this subsec- 
tion, if a board on selection for any staff corps 
and grade therein be not convened between 
the date of convening of two or more line se- 
lection boards for the same grade, the earliest 
of such boards shall be held as being the line 
selection board immediately preceding the 
staff board when convened. 

(i) Should the running mate of a staff offi- 
cer be promoted to a higher grade and such 
staff officer be not so promoted, the latter 
shall have assigned as his running mate in the 
grade in which he remains the line officer of 
that grade who was next senior to the former 
running mate, or if there be none the line 
officer of that grade next junior to the former 
running mate. 

(j) If a staff officer of the grade of lieuten- 
ant (junior grade) or above shall lose numbers 
in grade for any cause he shal! have assigned 
as his new running mate the line officer who 
is the running mate of the junior of those 
officers in his corps who becomes or will] be- 
come senior to him as the result of such loss 
of numbers. 

(k) If the running mate of a staff officer 
shall be advanced in numbers or shall be ad- 
vanced in grade in accordance with section 
1508 of the Revised Statutes, the staff officer 
shall have assigned as his new running mate 
the line officer not advanced who was next 
senior to his former running mate in the grade 
in which the staff officer remains or, if there 
remain in that grade no line officer who was 
senior to such former running mate in the 


grade concerned, the staff officer shall have | 


assigned as his new running mate the senior 
line officer in the grade in which the staff 
officer remains. 

(1) If a staff officer of the grade of lieuten- 
ant (junior grade) or above shall be advanced 
in numbers in his grade, he shall-have as- 
signed as his new running mate the line offi- 
cer who is the running mate of the officer of 
the same grade in his corps immediately sen- 
ior to such staff officer in the position to which 
advanced; if there be no such senior staff offi- 
cer, the staff officer who is so advanced shall 
have assigned as his new running mate the 
line officer who is the running mate in the 
grade concerned of the staff officer of the same 
corps immediately j&nior to such staff officer 
in the position to which advanced, 

(m) The line officer running mate assigned 
a staff officer pursuant to this section shall, if 
the staff officer be one designated for limited 
duty, be an officer also designated for such 
duty; in all other cases, the running mate 
shall be a line officer not restricted in the 
performance of duty. 

(n) Officers of the staff corps serving in the 
grade of rear admiral shall receive the pay 
and allowances prescribed by law for rear ad- 
mirals of the upper half from the date on 
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which their respective running mates enter 
the upper balf of the list of rear admirals, 
but not prior to the date of the vacancy the 
staff officer was promoted to fill. 


Retirement of Officers Below the Grade of 
Rear Admiral 

Sec, 212. (a) Captains of the Medical Serv- 
ice Corps shall be placed on the retired list 
on June 30 of the fiscal year in which they 
complete thirty-one years of total commis-" 
sioned service, and captains of each other 
corps whose names, on June 30 of the fiscal 
year in which they complete thirty-one years 
of total commissioned service, are not on a 
promotion list, shall, subject to the provisions 
of subsection 211 (c) of this title, if not other- 
wise retired pursuant to law, be placed on the 
retired list on that date: Provided, That an 
officer who has lost numbers or precedence 
shall not be placed on the retired list by rea- 
son of completion of thirty-one years of total 
commissioned service until June 30 of the 
fiscal year in which he completes five years of 
service in the grade of captain: Provided fur- 
ther, That captains whose names, on June 30 
of the fiscal year in which they complete 
thirty years of total commissioned service, 
are not on a promotion list, shall, subject to 
the provisions of subsection 211 (c), if not 
otherwise retired pursuant to law, and if they 
shall have twice failed of selection for pro- 
motion to rear admiral, be placed on the re- 
tired list on that date: Provided further, That 
not to exceed the following numbers of cap- 
tains, recommended for continuation on the 
active list in the report of a selection board 
as approved by the President, may be so con- 
tinued until the report of the next succeeding 
selection board is approved but no such cap- 
tain shall be continued on the active list be- 
yond June 30 of the fiscal year in which he 
shall have completed thirty-five yearg of total 
commissioned service: Twenty-two in the 
Medical Corps, twenty-two in the Supply 
Corps, twenty-five in the Chaplain Corps, 
seven in the Civil Engineer Corps, twelve in 
the Dental Corps: And provided further, That 
a captain so continued on the active list shall, 
if not again recommended for continuation on 
the active list in the approval report of the 
next succeeding selection board, thereafter be 
carried in excess of the number authorized to 
be so continued and shall be placed on the 
retired list on June 30 of the then current 
fiscal year. 

(b) Commanders, except commanders desig- 
nated for limited duty, whose names, on June 
30 of the fiscal year in which they complete 
twenty-six years of total commissioned serv- 
ice, are not on a promotion list, shall, sub- 
ject to the provisions of subsection 211 (c) 
of this title, if not otherwise retired pursuant 
to law and if they shall have twice failed of 
selection for promotion to captain, be placed 
on the retired list on that date, Commanders, 
except commanders designated for limited 
duty, who shall twice fail of selection for pro- 
motion to captain, if such second failure shall 
occur subsequent to June 30 of the fiscal year 
in which they complete twenty-six years of 
total commissioned service, shall, if not other- 
wise retired pursuant to law, be placed on the 
retired list on June 30 of the fisca! year in 
which such second failure shall occur: Pro- 
vided, That commanders in the Medical Serv- 
ice Corps shall not be involuntarily retired 
by reason of failure of selection for promo- 
tion until June 30 of the fitcal year in which 
they shall have completed thirty years of 
total commissioned service. 

(c) Officers designated for limited duty 
shall, if not otherwise retired pursuant to law, 
be placed on the retired list on the last day 
of the month following the month in which 
they complete thirty years of active naval 
service, exclusive of active duty for training 
in a Reserve component. 

(d) Lieutenant commanders, except lieuten- 
ant commanders designated for limited duty 
and lieutenant commanders of the Nurse 
Corps, whose names, on June 30 of the fiscal 
year in which they complete twenty years of 
total commissioned service, are not on a pro- 
motion list, shall, subject to the provisions of 
subsection 211 (c) of this title, if not other- 
wise retired pursuant to law and if they shall 
have twice failed of selection for promotion 
to commander, be placed on the retired list 
on that date. Lieutenant commanders, except 
lieutenant commanders designated for limited 
duty and lieutenant commanders of the Nurse 
Corps, who shall twice fail of selection for 
promotion to commander, if such second 
failure shall occur subsequent to June 30 of 
the fiscal year in which they complete twenty 
years of total commissioned service, shall, if 
not otherwise retired pursuant to law, be 
placed on the retired list on June 30 of the 
fiscal year in which such second failure shall 
occur. 

(e) Lieutenant commanders designated for 
limited duty shall, if not otherwise retired 
pursuant to law, be placed on the retired list 
on June 30 of the fiscal year in which they 
shall have twice failed of selection for promo- 
tion to commander: Provided, That such an 
officer instead of such separation from the ac- 
tive list shall, if he had the permanent status 
of a warrant officer or a commissioned war- 
rant officer when first appointed an officer for 
the performance of limited duty only, have the 
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optio® of reverting to the grade and status he 
would have held had he not been so appointed, 
and if he had a permanent rating below war- 
rant officer when first so appointed he shall 
have the option of reverting to the grade and 
status he would have held had he not been 
so appointed but had instead been appointed 
a warrant officer, and in any computation to 
determine such grade and status all service 
a3 an officer designated for limited duty, or 
as a temporary or Reserve officer shall be in- 
cluded: And provided further, That such an 
officer exercising such option shall, if not 
otherwise retired pursuant to law, be placed 
on the retired list in the grade in which then 
serving, upon the completion of a total of 
thirty years of active naval service, exclusive 
of active duty for training in a Reserve com- 
ponent, with retired pay at the rate of 75 

per centum of his active-duty pay. 

(f) Officers above the grade of lieutenant 
who are placed on the retired list pursuant 
to the provisions of this section shall be placed 
thereon with retired pay at the rate of 2% 
per centum of their active-duty pay at the 
time of retirement multiplied by the number 
of years of service for which entitled to credit 
in the computation of their pay on the active 
list, not to exceed a total of 75 per centum 
of said active-duty pay: Provided, That a 
fractional year of six months or more shall 
be considered a full year in computing the 
number of years’ service by which the rate 
of 2% per centum is multiplied: Provided 
further, That the retired pay of an officer 
commissioned in the Regular Navy, pursuant 
to the provisions of the Act approved April 
18, 1946 (Public Law 347, Seventy-ninth Con- 
gress), or one commtssioned in the Regular 
Navy subsequent to September 8, 1939, while 
serving on active duty as an officer of the 
Naval Reserve, who is sv placed on the retired 
list, shall not be less than.50 per centum of 
his active-duty pay at the time of retirement. 

(gz) Lieutenants and lieutenants (junior 
grade), except lieutenants of the Nurse Corps, 
who shall have twice failed of selection for 
promotion to lieutenant commander and lieu- 
tenant, respectively, and officers whose names 
are reported in accordance with subsection 
209 (e) of this Act, shall be honorably dis- 
charged from the Navy on June 30 of the 
fiscal year in which they fail of such selection 
the second time, or in which their names are 
reported in accordance with subsection 209 
(e) of this Act, with a lump-sum payment 
computed on the basis of two months’ active- 
duty pay at the time of discharge for each 
year of commissioned service computed in ac- 
cordance with subsection 202 (d), but not to 
exceed a total of two years’ active-duty pay: 
Provided, That for the purpose of this sub- 
section a fractional year of six months or 
more shall be considered a full year in com- 
puting the number of years’ commissioned 
service upon which to base such lump-sum 
payment: And provided further, That an offi- 
cer designated for limited duty, instead of 
such separation from the active list, shall 
have the option described in subsection (e) 
of this section. 

(h) Officers on a promotion list who, at any 
time prior to promotion, are found incapaci- 
tated for service by reason of physical dis- 
ability contracted in line of duty shall, when 
retired, be retired in the rank for which they 
were selected, with retired pay at the rate of 
75 per centum of the active-duty pay of the 
grade to which selected. 

(i) The provisions of this title relating to 
the discharge or retirement of officers who 
have twice failed of selection for promotion 
shall be applicable to officers above the grade 
of ensign who fail on professional reexamina- 
tion for promotion in the same manner as if 
such officer had twice failed of selection for 
promotion. 

(j) Nothing in this section shall be held to 
reduce the retired rank or pay to which an 
officer would be entitled under other pro- 
visions of law. 


Retirement of Officers Above the Grade of 
Captain 

See. 213. (a) The Secretary of the Navy 
shall make a special review of vacancies in 
the grade of rear admiral in the Chaplain 
Corps in the third fiscal year following the 
fiscal year in which this Act becomes effec- 
tive, and in the third fiscal year of each three- 
year period thereafter, and, should it be 
found, in any such third year, as of the time 
of the convening of a board for the considera- 
tion of captains of the Chaplain Corps for 
promotion to the grade of rear admiral that 
no such captain was selected during the two 
preceding fiscal years because of lack of ex- 
isting and estimated vacancies, and that no 
vacancy exists and none is estimated to occur 
during the ensuing twelve-month period, the 
Secretary of the Navy shall convene a board 
composed of three officers of the line of the 
grade of rear admiral or above, to consider 
rear admirals of the Chaplain Corps and to 
recommend one such officer for retirement. 

(b) The Secretary of the Navy shall make 
a special review of vacancies in the grade of 
rear admiral in the Dental Corps in the sec- 
ond fiscal year following the fiscal year in 
which this Act becomes effective, and in the 





second fiscal year of each two-year period 
thereafter, and, should it be found, in any 
such second year, as of the time of the con- 
vening of a board for the consideration of 
captains of the Dental Corps for promotion 
to the grade of rear admiral, that no such 
captain was selected during the preceding fis- 
cal year because of lack of existing and esti- 
mated vacancies and that no vacancy exists 
and none is estimated to occur during the en- 
suing twelve-month period, the Secretary of 
the Navy shall convene a board composed of 
one officer of the Dental Corps and two officers 
of the line, of the grade of rear admiral or 
above, to consider rear admirals of the Dental 
Corps and to recommend one such officer for 
retirement. 

(c) Should it be found, as of the time of 
the convening of a board for the considera- 
tion of captains in the Medical Corps or in the 
Supply Corps for promotion to the grade of 
rear admiral, that the number of vacancies 
existing plus the estimated number of vacan- 
cies which will occur during the ensuing 
twelve-month period in the grade of rear ad- 
miral is less than will permit the selection 
for promotion of a number of captains in the 
corps concerned equal to 15 per centum of the 
authorized number of rear admirals, the Sec- 
retary of the Navy shall convene a board of 
not less than five officers, serving in the rank 
of rear admiral or above, to consider and rec- 
ommend for retirement a sufficient number of 
such rear admirals to permit the selection for 
promotion of the said number of captains. 

(d) The Secretary of the Navy shall make a 
special review of vacancies in the grade of 
rear admiral in the Civil Engineer Corps in 
the second fiscal year following the fiscal year 
in which this Act becomes effective and in the 
second fiscal year of each two-year period 
thereafter, and, should it be found, in any 
such second year, as of the time of the con- 
vening of a board for the consideration of 
captains of the Civil Engineer Corps for pro- 
motion to the grade of rear admiral, that no 
such captain was selected during the preced- 
ing fiscal year because of lack of existing and 
estimated vacancies, and that no vacancy ex- 
ists and none is estimated to occur during the 
ensuing twelve-month period, the Secretary 
of the Navy shall convene a board composed 
of one officer of the Civil Engineer Corps and 
two officers of the line, of the rank of rear 
admiral or above, to consider rear admirals of 
the Civil Engineer Corps and to recommend 
one such officer for retirement. 

(e) The report of a board convened pur- 
suant to the provisions of this section shall 
be submitted to the President for approval or 
disapproval; if the President shall disapprove 
the recommendations of the board in whole or 
in part, the board shall then recommend addi- 
tional rear admirals for retirement equal in 
number to those disapproved by the President. 

(f) Officers so recommended for retirement 
as approved by the President shall, if not 
otherwise retired pursuant to law, be placed 
upon the retired list on June 30 of the then 
current fiscal year with retired pay at the rate 
of 2% per centum of their active-duty pay 
in the grade in which serving at the time of 
retirement multiplied by the number of years 
of service for which they would be entitled to 
credit in the computation of pay on the active 
list had they been serving in the grade of cap- 
tain at the time of their retirement, but re- 
tired pay so computed shall not exceed a 
total of 75 per centum of said active-duty pay. 

(zg) The boards provided for in tl : section 
except as otherwise specified in this section 
shall be composed of officers on the active list 
of the Navy of the corps concerned, In case 
there be not a sufficient number of officers of 
the corps concerned legally or physically 
capacitated to serve on a selection board of 
such corps, officers of the line on the active 
list of equivalent rank may be detailed to duty 
on such board to constitute the required mem- 
bership. 

(h) Nothing in this section shall be held to 
reduce the retired rank or pay to which an 
officer would be entitled under other pro- 
vision of law. 

Effective Date of Title I 

Sec. 214. Sections 201, 202, and 203 of this 
title shall be effective upon the date of ap- 
proval of this Act. The remaining provisions 
of this title shall be effective upon the ter- 
mination of title III of this Act. 

TITLE II—TERMINABLE PROVISIONS 
RELATING TO ALL OFFICERS OF THE 
NAVY ON ACTIVE DUTY 


Temporary Status of Title III 

Sec. 301. The authority granted by this title 
and all provisions hereof shall be terminated 
when the President shall determine that the 
number of officers holding permanent ap- 
pointments on the active list of the line of the 
Regular Navy is equal to 95 per centum of the 
number of such officers authorized by law or 
on January 1, 1957, whichever shall occur the 
earlier. 

Definitions 

Sec. 302. (a) As used in this title, the words 
“temporarily appointed” shall be interpreted 
to mean also “temporarily promoted”; the 
words “temporary appointment in a grade to 
which appointed for a period of limited dura- 
tion” shall be interpreted to mean a tempo- 
rary appointment which by its terms is of 
limited duration; the word “officers” shall, 
unless otherwise qualified, be interpreted to 
mean all officers of the grade of ensign and 
above on active duty in the Navy, exclusive of 





officers on the retired list, exclusive of offi- 
cers of the Naval Reserve assigned to active 
duty for training, and exclusive of officers of 
the Naval Reserve ordered to active duty in 
connection with organizing, administering, re- 
cruiting, instructing, training, or drilling the 
Naval Reserve, or ordered to temporary ac- 
tive duty for the purpose of prosecuting spe- 
cial work; the words “not restricted in the 
performance of duty” shall be interpreted to 
mean officers not designated for engineering 
duty, aeronautical engineering duty, special 
duty, or limited duty, or officers of the Ma- 
rine Corps not designated for supply duty or 
limited duty; the words “line officers” shall, 
unless otherwise qualified, be interpreted to 
include officers of the line designated for engi- 
neering duty, aeronautical engineering duty, 
special duty, and limited duty; and the words 
“staff officers” shall, unless otherwise quali- 
fied, be interpreted to mean all officers of all 
staff corps, including officers in each such 
corps designated for limited duty. 

(b) As used in this title, military titles shall 
be held to describe an officer or officers, as the 
case may be serving in the grade concerned. 
An officer holding a permanent appointment 
in one grade and a temporary appointment 
in a higher grade shall, for this purpose, be 
held to be serving in the higher grade: Pro- 
vided, That an officer serving under a tem- 
porary appointment, including a temporary 
appointment under section 413 or section 415 
of this Act, in a grade to which appointed for 
a period of limited duration shall, for pur- 
poses of eligjbility for selection, promotion, 
and involuntary retirement, be deemed to be 
serving in the grade he would hold were he 
not serving under such appointment, 

(c) The following personnel may be tempo- 
rarily appointed to grades in the Regular 
Navy or Marine Corps, except in the Nurse 
Corps of the Regular Navy, including the 
grades of warrant officer and commissioned 
warrant officer, not above lieutenant in the 
Navy and captain in the Marine Corps: 

(1) Commissioned warrant officers of the 
Regular Navy and Marine Corps. 

(2) Warrant officers of the Regular Navy 
and Marine Corps. 

(3) First-class petty officers and above in 
the Regular Navy and staff sergeants and 
above in the Regular Marine Corps. 

(d) Officers on the active list of the Regular 
Navy or Marine Corps in commissioned 
grades, including those appointed under the 
authority of subsection (c) of this section, 
may be temporarily appointed to higher 
grades in the Regular Navy or Marine Corps, 

(e) The permanent, probationary, or acting 
appointments of those persons temporarily ap- 
pointed in accordance with the provisions of 
this title shall not be vacated by reason of 
such temporary appointments, such persons 
shall not be prejudiced thereby in regard to 
promotion, advancement, or appointment in 
accordance with laws relating to the Regular 
Navy or Marine Corps, and their rights, bene- 
fits, privileges, and gratuities shall not be 
lost or abridged in any respect whatever by 
their acceptance of commissions or warrants 
hereunder: Provided, That, except as other- 
wise provided herein, no person who shall ac- 
cept a temporary appointment under the pro- 
visions of this title shall, while serving there- 
under, be entitled to pay or allowances except 
as provided by law for the position tempo- 
rarily occupied: And provided further, That 
no person temporarily appointed under the 
authority of this section shall suffer any re- 
duction in pay and allowances to which he 
was entitled by virtue of his permanent status 
at the time of such temporary appointment 
nor shall he suffer any reduction in pay and 
allowances to which he was entitled under a 
prior temporary appointment in a lower 
grade. 

(f) Enlisted men shall, upon being initially 
appointed as provided by this section, be paid 
the sum of $250 as a uniform gratuity, 

(gz) The temporary appointments under the 
authority of subsection ,(c) of this section 
shall be in such numbers as the President 
may determine that the needs of the service 
require but not to exceed, in each case, the 
difference between the actual number of offi- 
cers in the line and in each staff corps hold- 
ing permanent appointments on the active list 
of the Regular Navy and the authorized num- 
ber of such officers, 

(h) The provisions of this section shall ap- 
ply to personnel of the Naval Reserve (except 
the Fleet Reserve, and personnel of the Naval 
Reserve ordered to active duty in connection 
with organizing, administering, recruiting, in- 
structing, training, or drilling the Naval Re- 
serve, or ordered to temporary actve duty for 
the purpose of prosecuting special work), 
when on active duty, in like manner and to 
the same extent and with the same relative 
conditions in all respects as are provided for 
personnel of the Regular Navy and Marine 
Corps, but this shall not be construed to au- 
thorize the temporary appointment of the per- 
sonnel thereof to grades in the Regular Navy 
or Marine Corps. 

(i) Not later than the first day of the fourth 
month following the date of approval*of this 
Act, all temporary appointments of naval and 
Marine Corps personnel made pursuant to the 
Act of July 24, 1941 (55 Stat. 603), as amended, 
except those which are affirmed or continued 
in effect pursuant to this Act, shall be termi- 
nated. 

(j) The words “active-duty pay” as used 





in sections 312 and 313 of this title shall be 
construed to mean the base and longevity pay 
the retired officer concerned would receive if 
serving on active duty in his grade. 
Distribution of Officers 

Sec. 303. (a) The total number of line off. 
cers serving on active duty at any one time, 
exclusive of officers carried by law as eddi- 
tional numbers in grade and of fleet admirals, 
shall be distributed in the proportion of sey- 
enty-five one-hundredths of one in the grade 
of rear admiral and above to six in the grade 
of captain, to twelve in the grade of com- 
mander, to eighteen in the grade of lieutenant 
commander, to twenty-four and seventy-five 
one-hundredths in the grade of lieutenant, to 
thirty-eight and fifty one-hundredths in the 
combined grades of lieutenant (junior grade) 
and ensign: Provided, That of the number of 
officers so authorized in each grade below cap. 
tain, not to exceed the following percentages 
may be officers designated for limited duty; 
In the grade of commander, 3-64/100 per 
centum; in the grade of lieutenant command. 
er, 8-62/100 per centum; in the grade of lieu- 
tenant, 7-72/100 per centum; and in the com- 
bined grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and 
ensign, 6-4/100 per centum, 

(b) The total number of rear admirals desig- 
nated for engineering duty, aeronautical en- 
gineering duty, and special duty shall not ex- 
ceed at any one time a number equal to 13 per 
centum of the authorized number of line offi- 
cers, not restricted in the performance of duty, 
of the grade of rear admiral or above exclu- 
sive of fleet admirals at that time. 

(c) The total number of officers designated 
for engineering duty, in the combined grades 
of captain, commander, and lieutenant com- 
mander, shall not exceed at any one time a 
number equal to 9 per centum of the total 
number of line officers, not restricted in the 
performance of duty, authorized in those 
grades at that time. : 

(d) The total number of officers designated 
for aeronautical engineering duty only, in the 
combined grades of captain, commander, and 
lieutenant commander, shall not exceed at any 
one time a number equal to 5 per centum of 
the total number of line officers, not restricted 
in the performance of duty, authorized in 
those grades at that time. 

(e) The total number of officers designated 
for special duty, in the combined grades of 
captain, commander, and lievtenant com- 
mander, shall not exceed at any one time a 
number equal to 5 per centum of the total 
number of line officers, not restricted in the 
performance of duty, authorized in those 
grades at that time. 

(f) Officers of the Staff Corps of the Navy 
shall be distributed in the various grades in 
each staff corps in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this title: Provided, That the num- 
ber of rear admirals in the Medical Corps, 
Supply Corps, Chaplain Corps, Civil Engineer 
Corps, and Dental Corps, respectively, exclu- 
sive of any such rear admiral serving as a 
chief of bureau, shall not exceed in each corps 
five-tenths of 1 per centum of the officers in 
that corps serving on active duty at any one 
time: Provided further, That such a rear ad- 
miral serving as a chief of bureau shall upon 
termination of his tenure as chief of bureau 
be carried in excess until the next vacancy 
occurs in the grade of rear admiral in the 
corps concerned: And provided further, That 
the number of captains in the Medica] Serv- 
ice Corps and the number of commanders 
and lieutenant commanders in the Nurse 
Corps shall not exceed 2 per centum, seven- 
tenths of 1 per centum, and 1-6/10 per centum, 
respectively, of the officers in the corps con- 
cerned serving on active duty at any one time. 

(z) To determine the authorized number of 
line officers in each of the various grades 
above lieutenant (junior grade), and in the 
combined grades of lieutenant (junior grade) 
and ensign, as provided in this section, com 
putations shall be made by the Secretary of 
the Navy as of the date of approval of this 
Act and thefeafter as of January 1 of each 
year, and the resulting number in each of 
such various grades, and in the combined 
grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and en- 
sign, as so computed, shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of subsection (k) of this section, be 
held and considered for all purposes as [lie 
authorized number of officers in each of such 
various grades and in the combined grades of 
lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign, and 
shall not be varied between such computa- 
tions: Provided, That to determine the au- 
thorized number of line officers designated for 
limited duty in each of the various graces 
above lieutenant (junior grade), and in the 
combined grades of lieutenant (junior grade) 
and ensign, the Secretary of the Navy, as of 
the date of approval of this Act and there- 
after as of January 1 of each year, shall com- 
pute the maximum number of such officers 
which may serve in each of such various 
grades, and in the combined grades of lieu- 
tenant (junior grade) and ensign, as provided 
in subsection (a) of this section, and shall 
determine the number of such officers in each 
of such various grades, and in the combined 
grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and et- 
sign, not to exceed such maximum number, 
required to meet the needs of the service dur- 
ing the ensuing year, and the resulting num- 
ber in each of such various grades, and in the 
combined grades of lieutenant (junior grade) 
and ensign, as so determined, shall be held 
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and considered for all purposes as the author- 
ized number of such officers in each of such 
yarious grades, and in the combined grades of 
lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign, and 
shall not be varied between such determina- 
tions: Provided further, That notwithstand- 
ing the provisions of this subsection relating 
to the authorized number of-officers in grade, 
in order to make adjustments for the number 
of officers originally appointed each year in 
any grade pursuant to this Act or to other 
provisions of law, the authorized number of 
officers in each grade concerned may be tem- 
porarily exceeded by such number of original 
appointments in such grade until the next 
succeeding annual computation authorized by 
this subsection shall be made. 

(h) To determine the authorized number of 
officers in the grade of rear admiral in the 
Medical Corps, Supply Corps, Chaplain Corps, 
Civil Engineer Corps, and Dental Corps, re- 
spectively, and the authorized number of cap- 
tains in the Medical Service Corps and the 
authorized number of commanders and lieu- 
tenant commanders in the Nurse Corps, as 
provided in this section, computations shall be 
made by the Secretary of the Navy as of the 
date of approval of this Act and as of Janu- 
ary 1 of each year thereafter; the resulting 
number in the grade of rear admiral in each 
corps in which such grade is authorized, as so 
computed, shall, subject to the provisions of 
subsection (k) of this section, be held and 
considered for all purposes as the authorized 
number of officers in the grade of rear admiral 
in each such corps and shall not be varied 
between computations; the resulting number 
in the grade of captain in the Medical Service 
Corps and in each of the grades of commander 
and lieutenant commander in the Nurse Corps, 
as so computed, shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of subsection (k) of this section, be 
held and considered as the authorized number 
of officers in the grade of the corps concerned 
until a subsequent computation shall be made. 

(i) Officers helding permanent appointments 
in the Regular Navy and Marine Corps tem- 
porarily appointed to higher grades under the 
authority of this title shall, for the purposes 
of title I and II of this Act, be counted in 
their permanent grades, and, for the purposes 
of this section, be counted in their temporary 
grades. 

(j) Whenever a final fraction occurs in any 
computation made pursuant to this title, the 
nearest whole number shall be taken, and if 
such fraction be one-half the next higher 
whole number shall be taken. 

(k) Upon determination of the authorized 
number of officers in each of the various 
grades and in the combined grades of lieu- 
tenant (junior grade) and ensign, with re- 
spect to officers serving on active duty as pro- 
vided in this section, and with respect to offi- 
cers holding permanent appointments on the 
active list of the Regular Navy, as provided 
in section 103 of title I and section 208 of title 
Il of this Act, computations shall be made by 
the Secretary of the Navy to determine the 
uuthorized number of officers which may serve 
under temporary appointment in the line in 
each of the various grades and in the com- 
bined grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and 
ensign and in each grade in a staff corps where 
computations are prescribed to determine the 
authorized number, Should the Secretary of 
the Navy determine, at the time of making 
the computations prescribed by subsections 
(z) and (h) of this section, that in any grade 
above lieutenant (junior grade), a lesser num- 
ber of offieers than the computed number of 
officers for that grade is required to meet the 
needs of the service, the lesser number shall 
be held and considered to be the authorized 
number for that grade and the reduction may 
be applied as an increase in the authorized 
number of such officers in any lower grade or 
grades, 

Lineal Lists; Retention of 
Rear Admirals 

Sec. 304, (a) As soon as practicable, but not 
later than thirty days after the date of ap- 
proval of this Act, the Secretary of the Navy 
shall establish a single lineal list of all officers 
of the grade of ensign and-above of the line 
of the Navy or Naval Reserve on active duty 
on the date of establishment of such list, and 
such lineal list shall constitute the order of 
seniority of such officers as of the date of its 
establishment: Provided, That there shall be 
excluded from such lineal list the following: 
(1) Retired officers of the Navy or Naval Re- 
serve who are on active duty; (2) retired en- 
listed men on active duty serving under a 
temporary appointment above commissioned 
warrant officer pursuant to the Act of July 24, 
1941 (55 Stat. 603), as amended; (3) members 
of the Fleet Reserve on active duty serving 
under a temporary appointment above com- 
missioned warrant officer pursuant to the Act 
of July 24, 1941 (55 Stat. 603), as amended; 
(4) temporary officers serving in grades above 
commissioned warrant officers pursuant to the 
Act of July 24, 1941 (55 Stat. 603), as amended, 
whose only appointment to any such grades 
was one for a period of limited duration; (5) 
regular or temporary officers of the Navy or 
officers of the Naval Reserve, who, prior to 
the establishment of the lineal list, are under 
orders directing their release from active 
duty; and (6) officers of the Naval Reserve 
ordered to active duty in connection with or-

ganizing, administering, recruiting, instruct- 
ing, training, or drilling the Naval Reserve, 
or ordered to temporary active duty for the 
purpose of prosecuting special work. Officers 
shall be placed on this list in accordance with 
the grade or rank and precedence held by them 
on the date of approval of this Act whether by 
virtue of temporary or permanent appoint- 
ment except officers serving with the rank of 
rear admiral without appointment to that 
grade or rank shall be placed upon such list 
in accordance with the grade and precedence 
which they would hold were they not serving 
with the rank of rear admiral: Provided, That 
in the event of the termination, subsequent to 
the approval of this Act and prior to the es- 
tablishment of the lineal list, of the temporary 
appointment of an officer serving in the grade 
or rank of admiral or vice admiral, or in a 
grade to which appointed for a period of 
limited duration, such officer shall be placed 
on such list with the grade or rank and pre- 
cedence he would have held had he not been 
so temporarily appointed: And provided fur- 
ther, That any officer who, on the date of es- 
tablishment of such list, is serving under a 
temporary appointment in the grade or rank 
of admiral or vice admiral or in a grade to 
which appointed for a period of limited dura- 
tion, shall, upon termination of such tem- 
porary appointment, be placed on the lineal 
list in accordance with the grade and prece- 
dence he would have held had he not been so 
temporarily appointed. 

(b) As soon as practicable, butenot later 
than thirty days after the date of approval 
of this Act, the Secretary of the Navy shall 
determine, as of the date of approval of this 
Act, the number of officers authorized to be 
permanently appointed in the various grades 
of the line as provided in section 103 of title 
I of this Act. 


(c) As soon as practicable, but not later 
than thirty days after the date of approval 
of this Act, the Secretary of the Navy shall 
determine, as of the date of approval of this 
Act, the number of officers authorized to be 
temporarily appointed in the various grades 
of the line as provided in section 303 of this 
title. 

(d) Upon completion of the establishment 
of the lineal list us prescribed by subsection 
(a) of this section, and upon the determina- 
tion of the number of officers authorized to be 
permanently appointed in the various grades 
of the line, as prescribed by subsection (b) 
of this section, the President is authorized to 
fill vacancies in the various grades of the line 
of the Regular Navy by permanently appoint- 
ing thereto and regularly commissioning 
therein officers holding permanent appoint- 
ments in the line of the Regular Navy in the 
grade of ensign or above who are on the lineal 
list established under subsection (a) of this 
section, and such officers shall be so appointed 
in the order of their seniority on such lineal 
list: Provided, That any line officer holding 
a permanent appointment in the Regular Navy 
below the grade of rear admiral and above 
the grade: of chief warrant officer on the date 
of establishment of the lineal list, and who 
at that time is serving in the grade or rank 
of admiral or vice admiral or in a grade to 
which appointed for a period of limited dura- 


tion, may be permanently appointed and 
regularly commissioned in the grade and with 
precedence therein according to the lineal 


position to which he would be entitled were 
he not so serving or had not been so tempo- 
rarily appointed: Provided further, That an 
officer designated for engineering duty, aero- 
nautical engineering duty, or special duty 
holding a permanent appointment in the 
Regular Navy may be permanently appointed 
to and regularly commissioned in the same 
grade to which the line officer next junior to 
him on the lineal list, who is not restricted in 
the performance of duty, and who is not serv- 
ing under a temporary appointment in a grade 
to which appointed for a period of limited 
duration, is so appointed pursuant to this sub- 
section: Provided further, That officers desig- 
nated for engineering duty, aeronautical en- 
gineering duty, or special duty who solely by 
reason ef the limitation of subsection 103 (b) 
are not permanently appointed to and -egu- 
larly commissioned in the grade of rear ad- 
miral may be permanently appointed to and 
regularly commissioned in the grade of cap- 
tain: Provided further, That an officer desig- 
nated for engineering duty, aeronautical engi- 
neering duty, or special duty holding a per- 
manent appointment in the Regular Navy on 
the date of establishment of the lineal list, 
and who at thht time is serving under a tem- 
porary appointment in a grade to which ap- 
pointed for a period of limited duration, may 
be permanently appointed to and regularly 
commissioned in the grade and with prece 
dence therein according to the lineal position 
to which he would be entitled had he not been 
so temporarily appointed: Provided further, 
That officers who, on the date of the establish- 
ment of the lineal list, were permanently com- 
missioned in the line of the Regular Navy as 
ensigns, and who at that time were serving 
under temporary appointments as lieutenants 
(junior grade), may be permanently appointed 
to and regularly commissioned in the line of 
the Regular Navy in the grade of lieutenant 
(junior grade) and with the precedence to 
which entitled by virtue of their position on 
the lineal list: Provided further, That each 
line officer of the Naval Reserve on the lineal 
list who holds a permanent commission in the 





grade of ensign or above may be permanently 
appointed to and regularly commissioned in 
the same grade in the Naval Reserve to which 
the line officer of the Regular Navy next 
junior to him is permanently appointed in the 
tegular Navy, and for the purpose of this 
proviso the position of any such Reserve offi- 
cer on the lineal list shall be determined with- 
out regard to such temporary appointment in 
a grade to which appointed for a period of 
limited duration which he may hold: Provided 
further, That no officer shall be appointed, 
pursuant to this subsection, to a higher grade 
than the grade held by him on the lineal list: 
Provided further, That appointments made 
pursuant to this subsection shall not be sub- 
ject to qualification by examination; Provided 
further, That all appointments to grades be- 
low that of rear admiral effected pursuant to 
this subsection shall be regarded as having 
been made with the advice and consent of the 
Senate: And provided further, That no pro- 
vision of this title shall be construed to re- 
quire the reappointment to a permanent grade 
of any officer who already holds a permanent 
appointment in such grade. 


(e) Upon completion of the establishment of 
the lineal list as prescribed by subsection (a) 
of this section, and upon the determination 
of the number of officers authorizéd to be 
temporarily appointed in the various grades 
of the line, as prescribed by subsection (c) 
of this section, the Presideht is authorized to 
fill vacancies in the various grades of the 
line of the Navy by temporarily appointing 
thereto officers who are on the lineal list es- 
tablished under subsection (a) of this section, 
and such officers shall be so appointed in the 
order of their seniority on such list: Provided, 
That an officer designated for engineering 
duty, aeronautical engineering duty, or spe- 
cial duty may be temporarily appointed to the 
same grade to which the line officer next 
junior to him on the lineal list, who is not 
restricted in the performance of duty, and who 
is not serving under a temporary appoint- 
ment in a grade to which appointed for a 
period of limited duration, may be so ap- 
pointed pursuant to this subsection: Provided 
further, That the existing temporary appoint- 
ment or designation of a line officer placed on 
the lineal list and who, on the date of estab- 
lishment of such list, is serving in the grade 
or rank of admiral or vice admiral ‘or in a 
grade to which appointed for a period of 
limited duration, is hereby continued in effect 
until such appointment or designation shall 
terminate by its terms or until terminated by 
the President, whichever shall be earlier; 
upon such termination such officer may be 
temporarily appointed to the grade and with 
the precedence therein to which he would be 
entitled were he not so serving or had he not 
been so temporarily appointed: Provided 
further, That retired personnel of the Navy 
or Naval Reserve who are serving on active 
duty on the date of the establishment of the 
lineal list under a temporary appointment in 
the grade of ensign or above, may be retained 
on active duty, and the existing temporary 
appointments of such personnel are hereby 
continued in effect until such appointments 
shall terminate by their own terms or until 
such, appointments are terminated by .the 
President or until the officers concerned shall 
be placed on inactive duty, whichever shall 
be earliest, and all such temporary appoint- 
ments other than those for a period of limited 
duration may be affirmed by the President 
and upon such affirmation shall thereafter be 
considered as having been effected pursuant 
to this section; upon the termination of the 
temporary appointment and refention on ac- 
tive duty of any such officer who is so serving; 
but whose temporary appointment is one to a 
grade to which he is appointed for a period 
of limited duration, he may be temporarily 
appointed to the grade in which he would 
have been serving on the date of approval of 
this Act had he not been serving at that time 
under such temporary appointment in a grade 
to which appointed for a period of limited 
duration: Provided further, That members of 
the Fleet Reserve who are serving on active 
duty on the date of the establishment of the 
lineal list under a temporary appointment in 
the grade of ensign or above may be retained 
on active duty and the existing temporary 
appointments of such personnel are hereby 
continued in effect until such appointments 
shall terminate by their own terms or until 
such appointments are specifically terminated 
by the President or until the officers con- 
cerned shall be placed on inactive .duty, which- 
ever shall be earliest, and all such temporary 
appointments other than those for a period 
of limited duration may be affirmed by the 
President and upon such affirmation shall 
thereafter be considered as having been ef- 
fected pursuant to this section; upon the ter- 
mination of the temporary appointment and 
retention on active duty of any such officer 
who is so serving, but whose temporary ap- 
pointment is one to a grade to which he is ap- 
pointed for a period of limited duration, he 
may be temporarily appointed to the grade in 
which he would have been serving on the date 


‘of approval of this Act had he not been serv- 


ing at that time under such temporary ap- 
pointment in a grade to which appointed for 
a period of limited duration: Provided fur- 
ther, That personnel of the Navy or Naval 
Reserve who are serving on active duty on 
the date of the establishment of the linea) 
list in grades above commissioned warrant 
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officer, and who have never served in any 
such grade except under a temporary appoint- 
ment in a grade to which appointed for a 
period of limited duration, may be retained on 
active duty and serve under such appoint- 
ment until the termination thereof: Provided 
further, That no officer shall be temporarily 
appointed, pursuant to this subsection, to a 
higher grade than the grade held by him on 
the date of approval of this Act, exclusive of 
a temporary appointment in the grade of ad- 
miral or vice admiral or in a grade to which 
appointed fer a period of limited duration: 
Provided further, That officers who are eligi- 
ble to be temporarily appointed to any grade 
pursuant to this subsection may be so ap- 
pointed notwithstanding receipt of a perma- 
nent appointment pursuant to subsection (d) 
of this section if such temporary appointment 
is necessary to the maintenance of their rela- 
tive rank and precedencé established by the 
lineal list: And provided further, That the 
number of line officers who may serve on ac- 
tive duty in any grade shall not exceed the 
authorized number of officers in such grade 
determined as prescribed in section 303 of this 
Act. 

(f) Permanent appointments effected pur- 
suant to subsection (d) of this section shall 
be effected with such dates of rank and regis- 
tered numbers as shall maintain for each offi- 
cer the precedence evidenced by hig position 
on the lineal list established pursuant to sub- 
section (a) of this section: Provided, That for 
the purpose of this subsection such position 
on the lineal list shall be determined without 
regard to temporary appointments in the 
grades of admiral or vice admiral or in a 
grade to which appointed for a period of 
limited duration. 

(g) Temporary appointments effected pur- 
suant to subsection (e) of this section shall be 
effected with such dates of rank and regis- 
tered numbers as shall maintain for each offi- 
cer the precedence held by him at the time of 
the establishment of the lineal list established 
pursuant to subsection (a) of this section: 
Provided, That for the purpose of this sub- 
section such precedence shall be determined 
without regard to temporary appointments in 
the grades of admiral or vice admiral or in a 
grade to which appointed for a period of 
limited duration. 

(h) (1) As soon as practicable after the es- 
tablishment of the lineal list for line officers 
as prescribed by subsection (a) of this sec- 
tion the Secretary of the Navy shall convene 
a board, composed of officers of the line and 
of each staff corps of the Navy, and such 
board, which is authorized to conduct its 
studies in appropriate panels but to make de- 
terminations only by the full board after a 
majority vote, shall recommend the assign- 
ment of running mates from among line offi- 
cers on such lineal list to all officers of the 
grade of lieutenant (junior grade) and above 
of the various staff corps of the Navy or Naval 
Reserve on active duty on the date of estab- 
lishment of such lineal list: Provided, That 
running mates shall not be assigned to the 
following officers of the staff corps: (1) Offi- 
cers of the same categories as the line officers 
described in clauses (1) through (6) of the 
first proviso of subsection (a) of thig section, 
and (2) officers serving in the grade of ensign. 

(2) In recommending the assignment of run- 
ning mates the board will be governed by the 
following principles except with respect to 
officers of the Nurse Corps: 

a. Each staff officer shall, except as pro- 
vided in paragraph d of this subsection, have 
assigned as his running mate a line officer 
who, on the date of approval of this Act, is 
serving in the same grade as such staff officer. 

b, If there be more than one line officer who, 
on the date of approval of this Act, is serv- 
ing in the same grade and with the same date 
of rank as a particular staff officer, one of such 
line officers shall be assigned as the running 
mate of such staff officer, 

c, If there be no line officer who, on the date 
of approval of this Act, is serving in the same 
xrade and with the same date of rank as a 
particular staff officer, such staff officer shall 
have assigned as his running mate the line 
officer serving in the same grade who has the 
next earlier date of rank in such grade, and if 
there be no such line officer, he shall have as- 
signed as his running mate the senior line offi- 
cer in the same grade. 

d, An officer of a staff corps who, on the 
date of approval of this Act or subsequently, 
is serving under a temporary appointment in 
a grade above rear admiral or in a grade to 
which appointed for a period of limited dura- 
tion shall be assigned a running mate based 
upon the rank and precedence he would have 
held had he not been so serving. 

(3) The assignment of running mates as 
recommended by the Board convened pursuant 
to this subsection and approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall be accomplished not 
later than sixty days after the date of ap- 
proval of this Act. 

(i) As soon as practicable, but not later 
than thirty days after the assignment of run- 
ning mates is completed, as prescribed in sub- 
section (h) of this section, the Secretary of 
the Navy shall establish a single linea) list, 
for each staff corps of the Navy, of all staff 
officers who were assigned running mates pur- 
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suant to such subsection, and such officers 
shall be placed on such list in the order of 
seniority of their running mates as of the 
date of establishment of the line officers’ 
lineal list pursuant to subsection (a) of this 
section: Provided, That in the event that 
more than one officer in the same staff corps 
is assigned the same running mate such offi- 
cers of such staff corps shal] have lineal posi- 
tions with respect to each other in accord- 
ance with the order of their seniority as of 
the date of approval! of this Act: Provided 
further, That, notwithstanding any of the 
provisions of this subsection, officers of any 
staff corps who, on the date of establishment 
of the lineal list under this subsection, are 
serving under a temporary appointment in a 
grade above rear “dmiral or in a grade to 
which appointed for a period of limited dura- 
tion, shall retain the lineal position to which 
they are entitled by virtue of such appoint- 
ment until the termination thereof: And pro- 
vided further, That officers of the grade of 
ensign in any staff corps shall have lineal 
position with respect to each other in accord- 
ance with the order of their seniority as of the 
date of the approval of this Act. 

(j) Immediately after the establishment of 
the lineal list for each staff corps as prescribed 
by subsection (i) of this section each officer 
holding a permanent appointment in a staff 
corps of the Regular Navy who is on such 
lineal list may be permanently appointed to 
and regularly commissioned in such staff 
corps of the Regular Navy in the same per- 
manent grade to which his running mate is 
permanently appointed pursuant to subsec- 
tion (d) of this section: Provided, That each 
officer holding a permanent appointment in a 
staff corps of the Regular Navy who is on 
such lineal list and whose running mate does 
not hold a permanent appointment in the line 
of the Regular Navy may be permanently ap- 
pointed to and regularly commisioned in such 
staff corps of the Regular Navy in the same 
permanent grade to which the permanently 
commisioned line officer of the Regular Navy 
next junior to his running mate is permanent- 
ly appointed: Provided further, That each 
officer in any staff corps of the Naval Reserve 
on the lineal list established under subsection 
(i) of this section may be permanently ap- 
pointed to and regularly commisioned in the 
same grade in the Naval Reserve to which his 
running mate is permanently appointed in the 
Regular Navy, and in the event that such run- 
ning mate does not hold a permanent appoint- 
ment in the line of the Regular Navy, such 
officer may be so permanently appointed to 
the same grade in the Naval Reserve to which 
the permanently commisioned line officers of 
the Regular Navy next junior to his runnifig 
mate is permanently appointed: Provided fur- 
ther, That nothing contained in this ubsec- 
tion shall be construed to authorize the limi- 
tation upon (1) the number of rear admirals 
which may be appointed in any corps, (2) the 
number of captains which may be appointed 
in the Medical Service Corps, and (3) the num- 
ber of commanders and lieutenant command- 
ers which may be appointed in the Nurse 
Corps, to be exceeded: Provided further, That 
appointments made pursuant to this subsec- 
tion shall not be subject to qualification by 
examination: Provided further, That all ap- 
pointments to grades below that of rear ad- 
mira] effected pursuant to this subsection shall 
be regarded as having been made with the 
advice and consent of the Senate: And pro- 
vided further, That no provision of this title 
shall be construed to require the reappoint- 
ment to a permanent grade of any officer who 
already holds a permanent appointment in 
such grade. 

(k) Immediately after the establishment of 
the lineal list for each staff corps as pre- 
seribed by subsection (i) of this section each 
officer of a staff corps on such lineal list, ex- 
clusive of those serving on the date of estab- 
lishment of such list under temporary ap- 
pointment in a grade above rear admiral or 
in a grade to which appointed for a period of 
limited duration, may be temporarily ap- 
pointed to the same grade to which his run- 
ning mate is temporarily appointed pursuant 
to subsection (e) of this section: Provided, 
That the existing temporary appointment of 
an officer of any staff corps placed on the 
lineal list established under subsection: (i) 
of this section and who, on the date of estab- 
lishment of such list is serving under a tem- 
porary appointment in a grade above rear ad- 
miral or in a grade to which appointed for a 
period of limited duration, is hereby con- 
tinued in effect until such appointment shall 
terminate by its own terms or until such ap- 
pointment is specifically terminated by the 
President whichever shall be earlier; upon 
such termination, such officer may be tem- 
porarily appointed to the same grade in which 
his running mate may be serving under a 
temporary appointment at such time: Pro- 
vided further, That retired personnel of the 
Navy or Naval Reserve who are serving on 
active duty on the date of the establishment 
of the lineal list under a temporary appoint- 
ment in the grade of ensign or above may be 
retained on active duty, and the existing 
temporary appointments of such personnel are 
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hereby continued in effect until such appoint- 
ments shall terminate by their own terms or 
until such appointments are specifically ter- 
minated by the President or until the officers 
concerned shall be placed on inactive duty, 
whichever may be earliest, and all such tem- 
porary appointments other than those for a 
period of limited duration may be affirmed by 
the President and upon such affirmation shall 
thereafter be considered as having been ef- 
fected pursuant to this sectton; upon the ter- 
mination of the temporary appointment and 
retention on active duty of any such officer 
who is so serving, but whose temporary apy 
pointment is one to a grade to which he is 
appointed for a period of limited duration, he 
may be temporarily appointed to the grade 
in which he would have been serving on the 
date of approval of this Act had he not been 
serving at that time under such temporary 
appointment in a grade to which appointed 
for a period of limited duration: Provided 
further, That each officer of a staff corps on 
such lineal list, who does not hold a perma- 
nent commission in the Regular Navy above 
the grade of commissioned warrant officer, 
and whose running mate holds a permanent 
appointment in the line of the Regular Navy, 
may be temporarily appointed to the highest 
grade, whether under a permanent or tempo- 
rary appointment, in which his running mate 
is serving: Provided further, That members of 
any staff corps of the Fleet Reserve who are 
serving on active duty on the date of the es- 
tablishment of the lineal list for such staff 
corps under a temporary appointment in the 
grade of ensign or above may be retained on 
active duty and the existing temporary ap- 
pointments of such personnel are hereby con- 
tinued in effect until such appointments shall 
terminate by their own terms or until such 
appointments are specifically terminated by 
the President or until the officers concerned 
shall be placed on inactive duty, whichever 
may be earliest, and all such temporary ap- 
pointments other than those for a period of 
limited duration may be affirmed by the Presi- 
dent and upon such affirmation shall there- 
after be considered as having been effected 
pursuant to this section; upon the termina- 
tion of the temporary appointment and re- 
tention on active duty of any such officer who 
is so serving, but whose temporary appoint- 
ment is one to a grade to which he is ap- 
pointed for a period of limited duration, he 
may be temporarily appointed to the grade in 
which he would have been serving on the date 
of approval of this Act had he not been serv- 
ing at that time under such temporary ap- 
pointment in a grade to which appointed for 
a period of limited duration: Provided fur- 
ther, That personnel of any staff corps of the 
Navy or Naval Reserve who are serving’ on 
active duty on the date of the establishment 
of the lineal list for such staff corps in grades 
above commissioned warrant officer, and who 
have never served in any such grade except 
under a temporary appointment in a grade to 
which appointed for a period of limited dura- 
tion, may be retained on active duty and serve 
under such appointment until the termination 
thereof: Provided further, That no officer shall 
be temporarily appointed, pursuant to this 
subsection, to a higher grade than the grade 
held by him on the date of approval of this 
Act, exclusive of a temporary appointment in 
a grade above rear admiral or in a grade to 
which appointed for a period of limited dura- 
tion: Provided further, That officers of any 
staff corps who are eligible to be temporarily 
appointed to any grade pursuant to this sub- 
section may be so appointed notwithstanding 
receipt of a permanent appointment pursuant 
to subsection (j) of this section: And pro- 
vided further, That nothing contained in this 
subsection shall be construed to authorize the 
limitation upon (1) the number of rear ad- 
mirals, which may be temporarily appointed 
in any corps, (2) the number of captains which 
may be temporarily appointed in the Medical 
Service Corps, and (3) the number of com- 
manders and lieutenant commanders which 
may be temporarily appointed in the Nurse 
Corps, to be exceeded. 


(1) When, in effecting the temporary ap- 
pointments contemplated by the preceding 
subsections of this section, it would other- 
wise be necessary to temporarily appoint an 
officer in a grade in which he is then serving 
by virtue of temporary appointment therein 
pursuant to authority contained in the Act ap- 
proved July 24, 1941, as amended, the Presi- 
dent is authorized to affirm the existing tem- 
porary appointment with such necessary re- 
adjustment of the date of rank and registered 
number of officers concerned as shall main- 
tain for him the precedence evidenced by his 
position on the appropriate lineal list estab- 
lished pursuant to the provisions of this sec- 
tion. Upon such affirmation such appointment 
shall thereafter be considered as having been 
effected pursuant to authority contained in 
this section. 


(m) Upon accomplishment of the provisions 
of subsections (a) through (k) of this sec- 
tion the redistribution of officers contemplated 
by said subsections shall be deemed completed 
and said subsections shall be deemed termi- 
nated. 

(n) No additional temporary appointments 
in the naval service shall be effected pursu- 
ant to the authority of the Act of July 24, 1941 
(55 Stat. 603), as amended, after the effective 
date of this Act, but nothing herein contained 





y shall be held to impair the authority to make 


temporary appointments under that Act dur- 
ing any future war or national emergency, 
(o) Officers of the line or of any staff corps 
who are on active duty on the date of the 
establishment of lineal lists pursuant to this 
section, but who are not placed on any such 
list, shall not be eligible for selection for pro- 
motion pursuant to this title: Provided, That 
officers of the line of the Regular Navy ap- 
pointed thereto subsequent to the date of es- 
tablishment of the lineal list of line officers 
as prescribed in subsection 304 (a) of this title 
shall be placed on such lineal list and officers 
of the line of the Naval Reserve assigned to 
‘active duty subsequent to such date shall be 
placed on such lineal list according to their 
length of active duty in the grade in which 
so assigned to active duty: Provided fur- 
ther, That officers of the staff corps of the 
Regular Navy appointed thereto subsequent 
to the date of establishment of the lineal list 
of line officers as prescribed in subsection 304 
(a) of this title shall be placed on the lineal 
list of the appropriate staff corps and officers 
of the staff corps of the Naval Reserve as- 
signed to active duty subsequent to such date 
shall be placed on such appropriate lineal list 
according to their length of active duty in the 
grade to which so assigned to active duty. 
(p) All temporary promotions to grades 
above that of lieutenant (junior grade) in the 
line or Staff Corps of the Navy, including the 
promotion of those officers who are or may be 
earried on the Navy list as additional num- 
bers in grade, shall be only upon the recom- 


mendatign of a board of naval officers as here- 


in prescribed. 

(q) All permanent promotions shall be ef- 
fected, from among officers temporarily pro- 
moted, in the manner prescribed in section 
311 of this title. 

(r) Rear admirals of the line not restricted 
in the performance of daty, upon attaining 
the status of having completed at any time 
during any fiscal year at least four years of 
service in grade and at least thirty-four years 
of total commissioned service as defined in 
section 102 of title I of this Act, shall, sub- 
ject to the provisions of subsection 307 (a) of 
this title, be continued on the active list only 
upon the recommendation of a board of naval 
officers convened in such fiscal year as pre- 
scribed in section 305, 

Selection Boards 

Sec. 305, (a) The following provisions shall 
relate to line officers: ’ 

(1) A board for the recommendation of rear 
admirals for continuatifn on the active list 
shall consist of five rear admirals, or officers 
of higher grade, senior to any officer under 
consideration, Boards for the recommendation 
of officers for temporary promotion to the 
grades of rear admiral and captain, and for 
the recommendation of captains for continua- 
tion on the active list, shall consist of nine 
rear admirals, or officers of higher grade; a 
board for the recommendation of officers for 
temporary promotion to the grade of com- 
mander shall consist of three rear admirals 
and six captains; and boards for the recom- 
mendation of officers for temporary promotion 
to the grades of lieutenant commander and 
lieutenant, shall consist of nine officers above 
the grade of commander. Whenever officers 
designated for engineering duty, aeronautical 
engineering duty, or special duty are eligible 
for consideration by a selection board for 
temporary promotion or for continuation on 
the active list, the Secretary of the Navy shall 
appoint, as alternate members of the appro- 
priate selection board, three officers of the 
same designation and classification as any 
such eligible officer, and if there be not three 
available he shall so appoint such lesser num- 
ber as shall be avaHable, and the junior mem- 
bers who are not restricted in the perform- 
ance of duty, in like number, shall not act 
upon the cases of officers designated for en- 
gineering duty, aeronautical engineering duty, 
or special duty. No such alternate member 
shall act upon the cases of officers other than 
those of the same designation as himself. No 
officer designated for engineering duty, aero- 
nautical engineering duty, or special duty 
shall act upon the cases of officers not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty. 

(2) The officers composing these boarés shall 
be officers on the active list of the Navy. No 
officer may be a member of two successive 
selection boards for the consideration of offi- 
cers for promotion to the same grade, or for 
the consideration of officers for continuation 
on the active list in the same grade. 

(3) These boards shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy and convened at least 
once each year and at such times as the Secre- 
tary of the Navy may direct. 

(b) The following provisions shall relate to 
staff officers: 

(1) A board for the recommendation of offi- 
cers for temporary promotion to the grade of 
rear admiral, and for the recommendation of 
captains for continuation on the active list, 
shall consist of not less than three nor more 
than nine rear admirals of the corps con- 
cerned. Boards for the recémmendation of 
officers for temporary promotion to the grades 
of captain and commander, except with re- 
spect to officers of the Medical Service Corps 
and of the Nurse Corps, shall consist of not 
less than six nor more than nine officers of 
the corps concerned of the grade of captain 
or. above. Boards for the recommendation of 

“officers for temporary promotion to the grades 





of lieutenant commander and lieutenant, ex- 





cept with respect to officers of the Medica) 
Service Corps and of the Nurse Corps shaj) 
consist of not less than six nor more than 
nine officers of the corps concerned above the 
grade of commander. F 

(2) The officers composing these boards shal) 
be officers on the active or retired list of the 
Navy. In case there be not a sufficient num. 
ber of officers of the corps concerned legally 
or physically capacitated to serve on a selec. 
tion board of such corps, officers of the line 
on the active list of equivalent rank may be 
detailed to duty on such board to constitute 
the required minimum membership. 

(3) Boards for the recommendation of offi. 
cers of the Medical Service Corps and of the 
Nurse Corps for temporary promotion to 
grades above lieutenant (junior grade) shall 
be composed of not less than six nor more 
than nine officers above the grade of com- 
mander on the active or retired list of the 
Medical Corps: Provided, That in case there 
be not a sufficient number of officers of the 
Medical Corps legally of physically capaci- 
tated to serve on such a selection board, offi- 
cers of the line of the active list of the grade 
of captain may be detailed to duty on such 
board to constitute the required minimum 
membership. 

(4) No officer may be a member of two suc- 
cessive selection boards for the consideration 
of officers for promotion to the same grade, or 
for the consideration of officers for continua- 
tion on the active list in the same grade. 

(5) The boards prescribed in subsection (b) 
of this section shall be appointed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and convened at least once 
each year at a time as soon as practicable after 
the report of a corresponding board for the 
selection of line officers has been approved by 
the President, and at such times as the Secre- 
tary of the Navy may direct: Provided, That a 
selection board to recommend officers of the 
Medical Service Corps for temporary promo- 
tion to the grade of captain or officers of the 
Nurse Corps for temporary promotion to the 
grade of commander or lieutenant commander 
shall be convened only if there exists a va- 
cancy in the grade concerned or if the Secre- 
tary of the Navy estimates or determines that 
a vacancy will occur in the ensuing twelve- 
month period. 

Oath for Members of Selection Boards 

Sec. 306. Each member of a board provided 
for in section 305 of this title shall swear, or 
affirm, that he will, without prejudice or par- 
tiality, and having in view both the special 
fitness of officers and the efficiency of the 
naval service, perform the duties imposed upon 
him as herein provided. 


Eligibility of Officers for Consideration by 
Selection Boards 

Sec, 307, (a) The following provision shal! 
relate to line officers: 

(1) Rear admirals, not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty, who, subsequent to June 
30 of the fiscal year preceding that in which 
the first selection board is convened pursuant 
to this title to recommend officers of that 
grade for continuation om the active list, at- 
tain the status of having completed four years 
of service in grade and thirty-four years of 
total commissioned service, shall become eligi- 
ble for consideration for such recommenda- 
tion by such board convened in the fiscal year 
in which they first attain such status: Pro- 
vided, That a rear admiral who shall have lost 
numbers or precedence at any time shall be- 
come eligible for such consideration in the 
fiscal year in which the most senior rear ad- 
miral junior to him who has not lost numbers 
or precedence become eligible therefor: Pro- 
vided further, That such eligibility shall con- 
tinue until the officer concerned shall have 
been selected for continuation on the active 
list or until he shall have twice failed of such 
selection, whichever shall occur earlier. 

(2) Captains designated for engineering 
duty, aeronautical engineering duty, or spe 
cial duty, within the following categories shal! 
be eligible for consideration by a selection 
board for recommendation for continuation 
on the active list: (1) Those who have twic¢ 
failed of selection for temporary promotion to 
rear admiral, and (2) those who have failed 
of selection for temporary promotion to rear 
admiral in the immediately preceding year 
and who are not recommended for temporary 
promotion by the selection board concerned: 
Provided, That such captains who will com- 
plete thirty-five years’ total commissioned 
service or who will attain the age of sixty-two 
years in the fiscal year in which such board 
is convened will not be eligible for considera 
tion for continuation on the active list. 

(3) Officers shall be eligible for considera 
tion by a selection board for temporary pro 
motion to the next higher grade when they 
will have completed, on June 30 of the iisca! 
year of the convening of the appropriate 
board, the following periods of service in fh: 
grades in which they are serving: Captains 
three years; commanders, five years; lieuten 
ant commanders and lieutenants, four years; 
lieutenants (junior grade), two years. Service 
in grade shall include all service in that or a 
higher grade whether under temporary or per- 
manent appointment therein. An officer in any 
grade who shall become eligible for such con- 
sideration shall, regardless of failure or fail- 
ures of selection for such promotion, remain s0 
eligible while on the active list: Provided, That 
officers whose names are on the temporary- 
promotion list for any grade on the date of 
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Navy Promotion Act 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
the convening of the board shall not be con- 
sidered for the same grade by the board. 

(4) Of the officers, in any grade, designated 
for limited duty, who would otherwise be 
eligible for consideration for temporary pro- 
motion pursuant to the provisions of para- 
graph (3) of this subsection, only the junior 
officer in the promotion zone for officers desig- 
pated for limited duty and officers senior to 
him in the grade concerned shall be eligible 
for such consideration. 

(5) Service under an appointment for a pe- 
riod of limited duration only while serving 
on a specified duty assignment shall, for the 
purposes of this section, be considered only 
as service in the grade which the officer con- 
cerned would have held under temporary ap- 
pointment but for such service in a higher 


grade. 

(b) The following provisions shall relate to 
staff officers: 

(1) Captains within the following categories 
shall be eligible for consideration by a selec- 
tion board for recommendation for continua- 
tion on the active list: (1) Those who have 
twice failed of selection for temporary pro- 
motion to rear admiral, and (2) those who 
have failed for selection for temporary promo- 
tion to rear admiral in the immediately pre- 
ceding year and who are not recommended for 
temporary promotion by the selection board 
concerned: Provided, That such captains who 
will complete thirty-five years’ total commis- 
sioned service or who will attain the age of 
sixty-two years in the fiscal year in which 
such board is convened will not be eligible 
for consideration for continuation on the ac- 
tive list. 

(2) An officer in any grade, except captains 
in the Medical Service Corps and commanders 
in the Nurse Corps, shall become eligible for 
consideration by a selection board for tem- 
porary promotion to the next higher grade 
when his running mate becomes eligible for 
such selection, except that officers of the Medi- 
cal, Dental, Medical Service, and Chaplain 
Corps in the grades of lieutenant (junior 
grade) and lieutenant, and officers of the 
Nurse Corps in the grade of lieutenant (junior 
grade), shall not be eligible for such selec- 
tion unless they are in the promotion zone in 
such grade or are senior to the officers in the 
promotion zone of the grade in which they 
are serving. An officer in any grade who shall 
become eligible for such consideration shall, 
regardless of failure or failures of selection 
for such promotion, remain so eligible while 
on the active list: Provided, That officers 
whose names are on the temporary promotion 
list for any grade on the date of the conven- 
ing of the board shall not be considered for 
the same grade by the board, 

(3) Of the officers, in any grade in any 
corps, designated for limited duty, who would 
otherwise be eligible for consideration for 
temporary promotion pursuant to the pro- 
visions of paragraph (2) of this subsection, 
only the officer in that carps whose running 
mate is the junior officer in the promotion 
zone for line officers designated for limited 
duty and officers in that corps senior to him 
in the grade concerned shall be eligible for 
such consideration. 

Information to be Furnished Selection Boards 

Sec. 308, (a) The following provisions shall 
relate to line officers: 

(1) The Secretary of the Navy shall furnish 
the appropriate selection board with (1) the 
number of officers not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty, the number of officers desig- 
nated for engineering duty, the number of 
officers designated for aeronautical engineer- 
ing duty, the number of officers designated for 
special duty, and the number of officers desig- 
nated for limited duty, which the board may 
recommend for temporary promotion to the 
next higher grade; (2) the names of all offi- 
cers eligible for consideration for temporary 
promotion to each grade or grades to which 
the board will recommend officers for tem- 
porary promotion; (3) the number of rear ad- 
mirals not restricted in the performance of 
duty which the board may recommend for 
continuation on the active list; (4) the names 
of all rear admirals eligible for consideration 
for continuation on the active list; (5) the 
humber of captains designated for engineer- 
ing duty, the number of captains designated 
for aeronautical engineering duty, and the 
number of captains designated for special 
duty, which the board may recommend for 
continuation on the active list; (6) the names 
of all captains eligible for consideration for 
continuation on the active list; (7) the records 
of all officers whose names are furnished to a 
board; and (8) the names of officers in the 
respective promotion zones in the grgde or 
grades under consideration for temporary pro- 
motion. 

(2) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of offi- 
cers not restricted in the performance of duty 
Shall be determined by the Secretary of the 
Navy as of the date of the convening of the 
board and shall be equal to the number of 
vacancies existing among such officers in each 
grade for temporary promotion to which the 
board will recommend such officers plus the 
estimated number of such vacancies which 
will occur during the ensuing twelve-month 
period and minus the number of such officers 
then on the promotion list. 





(3) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of offi- 
cers designated for limited duty shall be de- 
termined by the Secretary of the Navy as of 
the date of the convening of the board and 
shall be equal to the number of vacancies ex- 
isting among such officers in each grade for 
temporary promotion to which the board will 
recommend such officers plus the estimated 
number of suth vacancies which will occur 
during the ensuing twelve-month period and 
minus the number of such officers then on the 
promotion list. 

(4) The numbers to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of offi- 
cers designated for engineering duty, aero- 
nautical engineering duty, or special duty to 
the grade of rear admiral shall be determined 
by the Secretary of the Navy as of the date 
of the convening of the board. Their total 
shall be equal to the number of vacancies ex- 
isting among such officers in the grade of rear 
admiral plus the estimated number of such 
vacancies which will occur during the ensuing 
twelve-month period and minus the number of 
such officers then on the promotion list, 
Within and to such total the Secretary of the 
Navy shall allocate such numbers to any or 
all of the named categories as he shall deter- 
mine to be necessary to meet the require- 
ments of the Navy. . 

(5) The number to be furnished the board in 
respect to the temporary promotion of officers 
designated for engineering duty from a grade 
below captain shall be determined by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy as of the date of the con- 
vening of the board as necessary to meet the 
needs of the service, Such number shall not 
exceed the number of such officers in the pro- 
motion zone in the grade concerned nor be 
less than the product of that number and a 
fraction which for each such grade shall have 
as its numerator a number equal to the num- 
ber of line officers in the same grade, not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty, which 
may be recommended for temporary promo- 
tion to the next higher grade in the same fis- 
cal year, and as its denominator a number 
equal to the number of line officers, not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty, in the 
promotion zone of the grade concerned in such 
year. 

(6) The number to be furnished the board in 
respect to the temporary promotion of offi- 
cers designated for aeronautical engineering 
duty from a grade below captain shall be de- 
termined by the Secretary of the Navy as of 
the date of the convening of the board as 
necessary to meet the needs of the service. 
Such number shall not exceed the number of 
such officers in the promotion zone in the 
grade concerned nor be less than the product 
of that number and a fraction which for each 
such grade shall have as its numerator a 
number equal to the number of line officers 
in the same grade, not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty, which may be recommended 
for temporary promotion to the next higher 
grade in the same fiscal year, and as its de- 
nominator a number equal to the number of 
line officers, not restricted in the perform- 
ance of duty, in the promotion zone of the 
grade concerned in such year. 

(7) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to the temporary promotion of offi- 
cers designated for special duty from a grade 
below captain shall be determined by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy as of the date of the con- 
vening of the board as necessary to meet the 
needs of the service. Such number shall not 
exceed the number of such officers in the pro- 
motion zone in the grade concerned nor be less 
than the product of that number and a frac- 
tion which for each such grade shall have as 
its numerator a number equal to the number 
of line officers in the same grade, not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty, which 
may be recommended for temporary promo- 
tion to the next higher grade in the same fis- 
cal year, and as its denominator a number 
equal to the number of line officers, not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty, in the 
promotion zone of the grade concerned in such 
year. 

(8) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to rear admirals not restricted in 
the performance of duty to be continued on 
the active list shall be determined by the 
Secretary of the Navy as of the date of the 
convening of the board and shall be computed 
by dividing the authorized number of such 
rear admirals by three and subtracting from 
the quotient thus obtained the number of such 
rear admirals, exclusive of those who have 
once failed of selection for such continuation, 
who shall have completed prior to the end of 
the preceding fiscal year four years of service 
in that grade and thirty-four years of total 
commissioned service, as defined in section 
102 of title I of this Act, which it is estimated 
will remain 6n the active list at the end of the 
current fiscal year: Provided, That the num- 
ber to be so furnished shall not be less than 
50 per centum of the number of rear admirals, 
exclusive of those who have once failed of 
selection for such continuation, eligible for 
consideration by the board for continuation 
on the active list. 

(9) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to captains designated for engi- 
neering duty, aeronautical engineering duty, 
or special duty to be continued on the active 
list shall be such a number in each case not 
to exceed in each instance the number pre- 
scribed in section 312 of this title, as the Sec- 





retary of the Navy shall determine to be 
necessary to meet the requirements of the 
Navy. 

(10) The promotion zone in any grade for 
officers not restricted in the performance of 
duty, shall be established by the Secretary of 
the Navy as of the date of the convening of a 
selection board to consider officers of that 
grade for recommendation for temporary pro- 
motion to the next higher grade, It shall con- 
sist of that number of the most senior such 
officers of the grade under consideration,-who 
are eligible for selection for temporary pro- 
motion to the next higher grade and have not 
previously failed of such selection, which 
must be either selected for temporary promo- 
tion by the particular board or be considered 
as having failed of such selection, in order 
to maintain .a flow of promotion consistent 
with the terms of service set out in paragraph 
(13) of this subsection and to best assure to 
individuals in succeeding years equality of 
opportunity for temporary promotion. The 
number shall be determined by the Secretary 
of the Navy and shall be based upon a consid- 
eration of the estimated number of vacancies 
which will occur in the next higher grade for 
each of the ensuing five years, the number of 
such officers who will be eligible for selec- 
tion, and the terms of service which they will 
have completed. 

(11) The promotion zones in any grade, be- 
low that of captain, for officers designated for 
engineering duty, for officers designated for 
aeronautical engineering duty, and for offi- 
cers designated for special duty, shall each be 
composed of all officers of each such designa- 
tion in the grade who have not previously 
failed of selection to the next higher grade and 
who are senior to the junior officer in the pro- 
motion zone determined as provided in para- 
graph (10) of this subsection. 

(12) The promotion zone in any grade for 
officers designated for limited duty, shall be 
established by the Secretary of the Navy as 
of the date of the convening of a selection 
board to consider officers of that grade for 
recommendation for temporary promotion to 
the next higher grade, It shall consist of that 
number of the most senior such officers of 
the grade under consideration, who are eligi- 
ble for selection for temporary promotion to 
the next higher grade and have not previous- 
ly failed of such selection, which must be 
either selected for temporary promotion by 
the particular board or be considered as hav- 
ing failed of such selection, in order to main- 
tain a flow of promotion consistent with the 
terms of service set out in paragraph (14) of 
this subsection and to best assure to individ- 
uals in succeeding years equality of oppor- 
tunity for temporary promotion. The num- 
ber shall be determined by the Secretary of 
the Navy and shall be based upon a considera- 
tion of the estimated number of vacancies 
which will occur in the next higher grade for 
each of the ensuing five years, the number of 
such officers who will be eligible for selection, 
and the terms of servfte which they will have 
completed. 

(13) The norma! terms of service of officers, 
others than officers designated for limited 
duty, in the various grades below rear ad- 
miral shall be:

(b) The following provisions shall relate 
to staff officers: 

(1) The Secretary of the Navy shall fur- 
nish the appropriate selection board with 
(1) the number of officers not restricted in the 
performance of duty and the number of offi- 
cers designated for limited duty which the 
board may recommend for temporary promo- 
tion to the next higher grade; (2) the names 
of all officers eligible for consideration for 
temporary promotion; (3) the number of cap- 
tains which the board may recommend for 
continuation on the active list; (4) the names 
of captains eligible for consideration for con- 
tinuation on the active list; (5) the records 
of all officers whose names are furnished to 
a board; and (6) the names of officers in the 
respective promotion zones in the grades un- 
der consideration for temporary promotion. 

(2) The number to be furnished the board in

Nurse Corps to the grade of commander, 
shall be determined by the Secretary of the 
Navy as of the date of the convening of the 
board and shall be a fraction of the number of

Sec. 310. (a) The report of the board shall 
be in writing, signed by all of the acting mem- 
bers thereof, and shall certify that the board 
has carefully considered the case of every offi- 
cer whose name was furnished to the board 
by the Secretary of the Navy, as provided 
in section 308 of this title, and that, in the 
opinion of at least two-thirds of the acting 
members, the officers holding permanent ap- 
pointments above the grade of commissioned 
warrant officers in the Regular Navy, if line 
officers, or if of the grade of lieutenagg or 
lieutenant (junior grade) in the Supply @®eps 
or Civil Engineer Corps, or if of the grade of 
lieutenant in the Nurse Corps, are, subject to 


the limitations prescribed in section 309 of 








this title, selected as the best fited to assume 
the duties of the next higher grade, and, if 
of the grade of lieutenant or lieutenant (junior 
grade) in the Medical Corps, Chaplain Corps, 
Dental Corps, or Medical Service Corps, or if 
of the grade of lieutenant (junior grade) in 
the Nurse Corps, are selected as fitted to as- 
sume the duties of the next higher grade, and 
if officers of any grade in the line or staff 
corps who do not hold permanent appoint- 
ments above the grade of commissioned war- 
rant officer in the Regular Navy, are selected 
as qualified for continued active duty: Pro- 
vided, That the recommendation of the board 
in the cases of officers who are now or may 
hereafter be designated for engineering duty, 
aeronautical engineering duty, special duty, 
or limited duty, shall be based upon their com- 
parative fitness, within such categories, as 
prescribed in section 309 of this title. 

(b) The report of a board convened to rec- 
ommend rear admirals or captains for continu- 
ation on the active list shall certify that, in 
the opinion of at least two-thirds of the acting 
members, if the board has more than five act- 
ing members, and, if the board has five acting 
members or less, in the opinion of at least a 
majority of the acting members, the officers 
therein recommended are selected as the best 
fitted for continued service on the active list. 

(c) The report of the board shall be sub- 
mitted to the President for approval or dis- 
approval: Provided, That in case any officer 
or officers recommended by the board for tem- 
porary promotion, or, in the case of rear ad- 
mirals or captains, for continuation on the 
active list, be not acceptable to the President, 
the board shall be informed of the name of 
such officer or officers and shal] recommend 
a number of officers for temporary promotion 
or for continuation on the active list, as the 
case may be, equal to the number of those 
found not acceptable to the President, and, 
if necessary, the board shall be reconvened 
for this purpose. 


Temporary Promotions and Permanent

Sec, 311. (a) The following provisions shall 
relate to line officers: 

(1) Officers recommended for temporary pro- 
motion in the report of a selection board, as 
approved by the President, shall be regarded 
as having been selected for temporary promo- 
tion and their names shall be placed upon a 
promotion list for the grade for which se- 
lected in the order of their seniority at the 
time of approval of such report except that 
the names of officers selected in a later report 
shall be placed upon the promotion list after 
those selected for temporary promotion to 
the same grade in an earlier report. Tempo- 
rary promotions to fill vacancies in any grade 
shall be made from among officers of the next 
lower grade whose names appear on the pro- 
motion list, Officers not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty whose names appear on the 
promotion list: shall, in the order in which 
their names appear thereon, become eligible 
for temporary promotion to the next higher 
grade as vacancies therein occur among offi- 
cers of the same category, Officers designated 
for limited duty whose names appear on the 
promotion list shall, in the order in which 
their names appear thereon, become eligible 
for temporary promotion to the next higher 
grade as vacancies therein occur among offi- 
cers of the same designation. Captains desig- 
nated for engineering duty, aeronautical en- 
gineering duty, or special duty whose names 
appear on the temporary promotion list shall, 
in the order in which their names appear 
thereon, become eligible for temporary promo- 
tion to the grade of rear admiral as vacancies 
therein occur among officers of such cate- 
gories, An officer designated for engineering 
duty, aeronautical engineering duty, or spe- 
cial duty of a grade below captain whose name 
appears on a promotion list, shall, subject to 
the provisions of subsections 308 (c), (d), and 
(e) of this title, be eligible for temporary 
promotion to the next higher grade when the 
officer not restricted in the performance of 
duty whose name appears next below his on 
the promotion list becomes eligible for tem- 
porary promotion. 

(2) Upon temporary promotion to a higher 
grade an officer shall be assigned such date 
of rank and registered number as will assure 
him precedence in accordance with the order 
in which his name appeared on the promotion 
list for that grade and shall be entitled to the 
pay and allowances of the higher grade from 
the date of the occurrence of the vacancy 
which he is temporarily promoted to fill: Pro- 
vided, That an officer below the grade of cap- 
tain designated for engineering duty, aero- 
nautical engineering duty, or special duty ex- 
cept one temporarily promoted to fill a vacancy 
after delay in promotion occasioned by opera- 
tion of subsection 303 (c), (d), or (e) of this 
title, shall, upon temporary promotion, be 
entitled to the pay and allowances of the grade 
to which temporarily promoted from the date 
upon which he became eligible for temporary 
promotion. 

(3) On or after 1 July 1949, no officer holding 
a permanent commission in the Regular Navy 
above the grade of commissioned warrant offi- 
cer shall be temporarily promoted to a grade 
above lieutenant unless he has had not less 
than two years’ sea or foreign service in the 
grade in which serving and on the promotion 
list for that grade: Provided, That the quali- 
fication of sea or foreign service shall not 
apply to officers restricted by law to the per- 








formance of engineering duty only, aeronay. 
tical engineering duty only, or special! duty 
only: And provided further, That the Seere. 
tary of the Navy shall determine the types 
of duty which may be counted for the pir.

(2) Temporary promotion to fill vacancies in 
the grade of captain in the Medical Service 
Corps and to the grades of commander and 
lieutenant commander in the Nurse Corps shall 
be made among officers whose names appear 
on the promotion list for the grade concerned. 
When so promoted each such officer shall have 
the same date of rank which has been, or in 
due course will be, given the line officer who 
is to be his running mate in the grade to which 
promoted, but no increased pay or allowances 
shall accrue to such officer by virtue of his 
temporary promotion prior to the date of 
occurrence of the vacaney which he is pro- 
moted to fill or prior to the date of his selec- 
tion for promotion, whichever shall be later. 

(8) The names of officers recommended by 
a board for temporary promotion to the grade 
of rear admiral, and approved by the Presi- 
dent, shall be placed upon a promotion list 
and temporary promotions to fill vacancies 
shall be made from officers whose names ap- 
pear on the promotion list: Provided, That 
when so,promoted each such officer shall 
have the same date of rank given to the run- 
ning mate assigned him in the grade of rear 
admiral upon the running mate’s temporary 
promotion to that grade: Provided further, 
That if such running mate shall] not have 
been promoted, the staff officer shal] be given 
as his date of rank the date of the occurrence 
of the vacancy which he is promoted to fill 
until such running mate shall have been pro- 
moted to the grade of rear admiral, at which 
time the staff officer shall be given a new com- 
mission with the same date of rank given to 
such running mate upon the latter’s tempo- 
rary promotion to rear admiral: And provided 
further, That each staff officer promoted to 
the grade of rear admiral shall be entitled 
to the pay and allowances of that grade only 
from the date of the occurrence of the vacancy 
which he is promoted to fill. 

(c) The following provisions shall 
to line and staff officers as indicated: 

(1) The President may remove the name of 
any officer of the line or of a staff corps from 
the promotion list. An officer whose name is 
so removed from the promotion list or one 
whose appointment is rejected by the Senate, 
shall continue to be eligible for consideration 
for recommendation for temporary promotion: 
Provided, That the next ensuing selection 
board may recommend the officer concerned 
for temporary promotion, and thereupon, with 
the approval of the President, the name of 
such officer shall be replaced on the promo- 
tion list, without prejudice by reason of its 
having been temporarily removed therefrom, 
and when temporarily promoted such officer 
shall take the same lineal rank and date of 
rank that he would have had had his name 
not been so removed: And provided further, 
That if such officer is not so recommended by 
such next ensuing selection board or if the 
President shall again remove his name from 
the promotion list or if the Senate shall again 
reject his appointment, he shall be held for 
all purposes to have twice failed of selection 
for temporary promotion. 

(2) The President is authorized to fill va- 
cancies in any grade in the line of the Regular 
Navy, as determined by the computations 
made pursuant to the provision of section 
103 of title I of this Act, by permanently 
appointing thereto and regularly commis- 
sioning therein officers hoJding permanent ap- 
pointments in the line of the Regular Navy 
in grades above commissioned warrant offi- 
cer who are serving in that grade under tew- 
porary appointments or who are on the pro- 
motion list for temporary appointment there- 
in, but no such officer may be permanen!ly 
appointed to the grade of captain prior to the 
fiscal year in which he and all] such officers 
senior to him on the linea] list will have 
completed eighteen years’ total commissioned 
service as defined in subsection 102 (d) of 
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Navy Promotion Act 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
title I of this Act: Provided, That such offi- 
ers shall be so appointed in order of their 
gniority on the lineal list: Provided further, 
phat for the purposes of this paragraph the 
order of seniority on the lineal list of officers 
on the promotion list shall be regarded as 
the order in which their names were placed 
on the promotion list: And provided further, 
That all such appointments shall be made by 
and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 

ate. 

(83) The President is authorized to fill va- 
eancies in the grade of rear admiral in any 
staff corps, as determined by the computations 
made pursuant to the provisions of section 
"3 of title II of this Act, by permanently 
appointing thereto and regularly commission- 
ing therein officers of the corps concerned 
holding permanent appointments in the Regu- 
lar Navy who are serving in that grade under 
temporary appointment or who are on the 
promotion list for temporary appointment 
therein: Provided, That such officers shall be 
so appointed in the order of their seniority 
on the lineal list: Provided further, That for 
the purposes of this paragraph the order of 
seniority on the lineal list of officers on the 
promotion list shall be regarded as the order 
in which their names were placed on the 
promotion list: Provided further, That each 
officer appointed to the grade of rear admiral 
pursuant to this paragraph shall be given in 
his appointment the same date of rank stated 
in the permanent commission of his running 
mate in the grade of rear admiral: Provided 
further, That if such running mate shall not 
have been permanently appointed to the grade 
of rear admiral, the staff officer shall be given 
as his date ‘of rank the date of rank stated 
in his temporary commission in that grade 
until such running mate is permanently ap- 
pointed te the grade of rear admiral at which 
time the staff officer shall be given a new 
commission with the same date of rank given 
to such running mate upon the latter’s perma- 
nent appointment as rear admiral: And pro- 
vided further, That all such appointments 
shall be made by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. 

(4) The President is authorized to perma- 
nently appoint in any grade below rear ad- 
miral in any staff corps of the Regular Navy 
and regularly commission therein officers of 
the staff corps concerned holding permanent 
appointments as such in the Regular Navy 
in grades above commissioned warrant officer, 
who are serving in that grade under temporary 
appointments or who are on the promotion list 
for temporary appointment therein when the 
line running mates of such officers are perma- 
nently appointed in such grade pursuant to 
the provisions of paragraph (2) of this sub- 
section, and in the event that any such officer 
has a running mate who does not hold a per- 
manent appointment in the line of the Regu- 
lar Navy in grades above commissioned war- 
rant efficer, he may be so permanently ap- 
pointed to and regularly commissioned in such 
grade when the senior of those line officers 
holding permanent appointments in the Regu- 
lar Navy in such grade junior to his running 
mate is permanently appointed to such grade: 
Provided, That such officers when so appointed 
shall be deemed for all purposes to have been 
so appointed simultaneously with their line 
running mates and their commissions shall 
bear date of rank accordingly: Provided fur- 
ther, That in cases where the eligibility of an 
officer of a staff corps for permanent appoint- 
ment in any grade in the Regular Navy is 
dependent upon the eligibility for permanent 
appointment to such grade of a line officer 
other than his running mate, such officer of 
the staff corps, when permanently appointed, 
shall receive a commission with the same 
date of rank in such grade as that of such 
line officer: Provided further, That should 
the line running mate of an officer on the 
promotion list not be on the promotion list 
such officer shall be appointed to the grade 
for which selected and be assigned a line 
running mate and date of rank therein, in the 
manner prescribed in this section for a tem- 
porary promotion: Provided further, That 
nothing contained in this subsection shall 
operate to increase the allowed number of 
captains in the Medical Service Corps or the 
allowed number of commanders or lieutenant 
commanders in the Nurse Corps, as deter- 
mined pursuant to section 203 of this title: 
And provided further, That all such appoint- 
ments shall be made by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. 

(5) The President is authorized to perma- 
nently appoint to a grade in the line of the 
Naval Reserve and regularly commissioned 
therein, officers of the Naval Reserve, hold- 
ing permanent appointments above the grade 
of commissioned warrant officer therein, on 
active duty who are serving in that grade 
under temporary appointments or who are 
on the promotion list for temporary appoint- 
ment therein when the officer next senior 
to each such officer, in the line is permanently 
appointed in such grade pursuant to the pro- 
visions of paragraph (2) of this subsection: 
Provided, That such officers when so appointed 
shall be deemed for all purposes to have 
been so appointed simultaneously with such 
next senior officer, and their commissions shall 
bear date of rank accordingly. 

(6) Each officer in any staff corps of the 
Naval Reserve holding a permanent appoint- 





ment above the grade of commissioned war- 
rant officer therein, who has a permanently 
appointed line officer of the Regular Navy as 
his running mate in a grade to which he is 
temporarily appointed pursuant to this title, 
may be permanently appointed to and regu- 
larly commissioned in such grade in the Na- 
val Reserve when his running mate is so per- 
manently appointed to such grade in the Regu- 
lar Navy; and each officer in any staff corps 
of the Naval Reserve holding a permanent 
appointment above the grade of commissioned 
warrant officer therein who has a running mate 


in a grade to which he is temporarily ap- 
pointed pursuant to this title other than a 
permanently appointed line officer of the 


Regular Navy, may be permanently appointed 
to and regularly commissioned in such grade 
in the Naval Reserve when the senior of those 
permanently commissioned line officers of the 
Regular Navy junior to his running mate is 
so permanently appointed to such grade in the 
Regular Navy. 

(d) The following provisions shall relate 
to running mates and precedence: 

(1) Upon determination of running mates 
as provided in section 304 of this title, staff 
officers shall have the running mates so as- 
signed them, Thereafter line running mates 
shall be assigned to staff officers and staff offi- 
cers shall take precedence in accordance with 
the provisions of this subsection, 

(2) Line and staff oflicers of the Navy, 
when of the same grade, shall take precedence 
with all other line and staff officers of the 
same grade from the dates of rank stated in 
their commissions in said grade: Provided, 
That officers serving in the same grade and 
having the same date of rank in that grade 
shall take precedence in the following order: 
(a) Line officers, (b) medical officers, (c) sup- 
ply officers, (d) chap,ain, (e) civil engineers, 
(tf) dental officérs, (g) officers of the Medical 
Service Corps, and (h) officers of the Nurse 
Corps. 

(3) Lieutenants (junior grade) in a staff 
corps, appointed subsequent to the enactment 
of this Act pursuant to any authority other 
that the Act of 18 April 1946 (Public Law 
347, Seventy-ninth Congress), with dates of 
rank in that grade in the same calendar year 
shail, in order of their lineal rank and fol- 
lowing 31 December of that year, be assigned 
running mates among line lieutenants (junior 
grade) with dates of rank in the same casendar 
year, if of other than the Medical Corps, and 
in the preceding calendar year if of the Medi- 
cal Corps, in the manner herein prescribed. 
Kach such staff officer shall be assigned as 
his running mate tue line officer Whose nu- 
merical position in the order of lineal rank 
among the line lieutenants (junior grade) 
above described is equal, or nearest equal, 
to the product of the numerical position of the 
staff otficer in his order of lineal rank in his 
corps and a fraction whose numerator is the 
number of such line officers and whose de- 
nominator is the number ot such staff officers. 
When there is but one such staff officer, the 
running mate shall be the line officer whose 
lineal rank is nearest the middle of the line 
otticers concerned: Proviued, That in any staff 
corps where officers may be originaily ap- 
pointed to the grade of lieutenant (junior 
grade) or ensign, all staff ofticers of that 
corps with dates of rank as lieutenants 
(junior grade) in the same calendar year shall, 
for the purpose of assignment of running 
mates, be regarded as having lineal rank in 
such order as may be recommended in the 
approved report of a board of officers con- 
vened for that purpose; such boards shall be 
convened as soon as practicable after 31 De- 
cember of each year, shall be composed of 
officers of the corps concerned, and their rec- 
ommendations when approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall be conclusive. 

(4) An officer appointed to a staff corps in 
a grade above that of lieutenant (junior 
grade), or in the grade of lieutenant (junior 
grade), pursuant to the Act of 18 April 1946 
(Public Law 347, Seventy-ninth Congress), 
subsequent to the date of the establishment 
of the lineal list of line officers as prescribed 
by subsection 304 (a) of this title, shall be 
assigned as his running mate by the Secretary 
of the Navy, a line othcer with the same date 
of rank in the highest grade, permanent or 
temporary, to which the staff officer is ap- 
pointed or, if there be none, the junior line 
officer with the next earlier date of rank in 
such grade. 

(5) An officer of a staff corps of the Naval 
Reserve assigned to active duty subsequent to 
the date of the establishment of the lineal list 
of line officers as prescribed by subsection 
304 (a) of this title, shall, for the purposes 
of this subsection only, be regarded as having 
date of rank in his grade according to his 
active service in that grade and in the rank 
corresponding to such grade and shall, if he 
be of a grade above lieutenant (junior grade), 
be assigned as his running mate the junior line 
officer of the same grade with the same date 
of rank or, if there be none, the junior such 
line officer with next earlier date of rank; if 
he be of the grade of lieutenant (junior 
grade), he shall be assigned a running mate 
in the manner prescribed in paragraph (3) 
of this subsection of this title for officers ap- 
pointed to the staff corps of the Regular Navy. 

(6) Notwithstanding the provisions of para- 
graphs (3) and (4) of this subsection, a line 
officer hereafter transferred to a staff corps 
in the grade of lieutenant (junior grade) or 
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above shall, upon transfer, have assigned as 
his running mate the line officer immediately 
senior to him at the time of transfer. 

(7) Should the running mate of a staff officer 
be separated from the active list or for any 
cause lose numbers, a new running mate shall 
be assigned the staff officer who shall be the 
line officer who was next senior to the former 
running mate, or the line officer who was next 
junior if the former running mate was the 
senior officer in the grade concerned, 

(8) A staff officer selected for temporary 
promotion shall, when promoted, have as- 
signed as his running mate in the grade to 
which promoted, a line officer of the same 
grade whose name was placed upon the pro- 
motion list for that grade upon approval of 
the line selection board immediately preced- 
ing the staff corps selection board.which se- 
lected the staff officer, Such line officer shall 
be the officer who was the running mate of the 
staff officer in the grade from which promoted 
if such running mate shall have been selected 
and promoted; otherwise the new running 
mate shall be the line officer whose name was 
on the said promotion list and who shal] have 
been selected and promoted next senior to the 
former running mate or, if there be no such 
line officer, the line officer who shall have been 
selected and promoted next junior to the for- 
mer running mate, In the application of this 
subsection, if a board on selection for any staff 
corps and grade therein be not convened be- 
tween the date of convening of two or more 
line selection boards for the same grade, the 
earliest of such boards shal] be held as being 
the line selection board immediately preceding 
the staff board when convened, 

(9) Should the running mate of a staff offi- 
cer be promoted to a higher grade and such 
staff officer be not so promoted, the latter shall 
have assigned as his running mate in the 
grade in which he remains the line officer of 
that grade who was next senior to the former 
running mate, or if there be none the line 
officer of that grade next junior to the former 
running mate. 

(10) If a staff officers of the grade of lieu- 
tenant (junior grade) or above shall lose num- 
bers in grade for any cause he shall have 
assigned as his new running mate the line 
officer who is the running mate of the junior 
of those officers in his corps who becomes 
or will become senior to him as the result of 
such loss of numbers, 

(11) If the running mate of a staff officer 
shall be advanced in numbers or shall be ad- 
vanced in grade in accordance with section 
1508 of the Revised Statutes, the staff officer 
shall have assigned as his new running mate 
the line officer not advanced who was next 
senior to his former running mate in the grade 
in which the staff officer remains or, if there 
remain in that grade no line officer who was 
senior to such former running mate in the 
grade concerned, the staff officer shall have 
assigned as his new running mate the senior 
line officer in the grade in which the staff offi- 
cer remains, . 

(12) If a staff officer of the grade of lieuten- 
ant (junior grade) or above shall be advanced 
in numbers in his grade, he shall have assigned 
as his new running mate the line officer who 
is the running mate of the officer of the same 
grade in his corps immediately senior to such 
staff officer in the position to which advanced ; 
if there be no such senior staff officer, the 
staff officer who is so advanced shall have 
assigned as his new running mate the line 
officer who is the running mate in the grade 
concerned of the staff officer of the same corps 
immediately junior to such staff officer in the 
position to which advanced. 

(13) The line officer running mate assigned 
a staff officer pursuant to this section shall, 
if the staff officer be one designated for lim- 
ited duty, be an officer also designated for 
limited duty; in all other cases the running 
mate shall be a line officer not restricted in the 
performance of duty. 

(14) Officers of the staff corps serving in 
the grade of rear admiral shall receive the 
pay and allowances prescribed by law for 
rear admirals of the upper half from the date 
on which their respective running mates enter 
the upper half of the list of rear admirals, 
but not prior to the date of the vacancy the 
staff officer was promoted to fill, 

Retirement of Officers Below the Grade of 

Rear Admiral 

Sec, 312. (a) The provisions of this section 
shall be applicable only to officers holding 
permanent appointments on the active list of 
the Regular Navy. 

(b) Captains of the Medical Service Corps 
shall be placed on the retired list on 30 June 
of the fiscal year in which they complete 
thirty-one years of total commissioned service, 
and captains of the line and of each other 
corps whose names, on 30 June of the fiscal 
year in which they complete thirty-one years 
of total commissioned service, as defined for 
line officers in section 102 of title I and for 
staff officers in section 202 of title II of this 
Act, are not on a promotion list, shall, sub- 
ject to the provisions of paragraph (1) of sub- 
section 311 (c) of this title, if not otherwise 
retired pursuant to law, be placed on the 
retired list on that date: Provided, That an 
officer who has lost numbers or precedence 
shall not be placed on the retired list by rea- 
son of completion of thirty-one years of total 
commissioned service as so defined until 30 
June of the fiscal year in which he completes 
five years of service in the grade of captain: 
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Provided further, That captains not restricted 
in the performance of duty whose names, on 
30 June of the fiscal year in which they com- 
plete thirty years of total commissioned serv- 
ice, are not on a promotion list, shall, subject 
to the provisions of paragraph (1) of subsec- 
tion 311 (c), if not otherwise retired pursuant 
to law, and if they shall have twice failed of 
selection for temporary promotion to rear ad- 
miral, be placed on the retired list on that 
date: Provided further, That not to exceed 
the folldwing numbers of captains, recom- 
mended for continuation on the active list 
in the report of a selection board as approved 
by the President, may be so continued until 
the report of the next succeeding selection 
board is approved but no such captain shall 
be continued on the active list beyond 30 June 
of the fiscal year in which he shall have com- 
pleted thirty-five years of total commissioned 
service as so defined: Ten designated for en- 
gineering duty, five designated for aeronau- 
tical engineering duty, ten designated for spe- 
cial duty, twenty-two in the Medica) Corps, 
twenty-two in the Supply Corps, twenty-five 
in the Chaplain Corps, seven in the Civil En- 
gzineer Corps, and twelve in the Dental Corps: 
And provided further, That a captain so con- 
tinued on the active list shall, if not again 
recommended for continuation on the active 
list in the approved report of the next succeed- 
ing selection board, thereafter be carried in 
excess of the number authorized to be so 
continued and shall be placed on the retired 
list on 30 June of the then current fiscal year. 

(c) Commanders, except commanders desig- 
nated for limited duty, whose names, on 30 
June of the fiscal year in which they com- 
plete twenty-six years of total commissioned 
service, are not on a promotion list, shall, 
subject to the provisions of paragraph (1) 
of subsection 311 (c) of this title, if not other- 
wise retired pursuant to law and if they 
shall have twice failed of selection for tem- 
porary promotion to captain, be placed on the 
retired list on that date. Commanders, except 
commanders designated for limited duty, who 
shall twice fail of selection for temporary pro- 
motion to captain, if such second failure shall 
occur subsequent to 30 June of the fiscal year 
in which they complete twenty-six years of 
total commissioned service, shall, if not other- 
wise retired pursuant to law, be placed on the 
retired list on 30 June of the fiscal year in 
which such second failure shall occur: Pro- 
vided, That commanders in the Medical Serv- 
ice Corps shall not be involuntarily retired 
by reason of failure of selection for tempo- 
rary promotion until 30 June of ¢he fiscal year 
in which they shall have completed thirty 
years of total commissioned service: Provided 
further, That the definitions of total commis- 
sioned service set forth in sections 102 and 
202 of this Act shall bé applicable to this 
subsection. 

(d) Officers designated for limited duty 
shall, if not otherwise retired pursuant to 
law, be placed on the retired list on the last 
day of the month following the month in which 
they complete thirty years of active naval 
service exclusive of active duty for training 
in a Reserve component. 

(e) Lieutenant commanders, except Meuten- 
ant commanders designated for limited duty 
and lieutenant commanders of the Nurse 
Corps, whose names, on 30 June of the fiscal 
year in which they completed twenty years 
of total commissioned service, are not on a 
promotion list, shall, subject to the provisions 
of paragraph (1) of subsection 311 (c) of this 
title, if not otherwise retired pursuant to law 
and if they shall have twice failed of selec- 
tion for temporary promotion to command- 
er, be placed on the retired list on that date. 
Lieutenant commanders, except leutenant 
commanders designated for limited duty and 
lieutenant commander of the Nurse Corps, who 
shall twice fail of selection for temporary pro- 
motion to commander, if such second failure 
shall occur subsequent to 30 June of the fiscal 
year in which they complete twenty years of 
total commissioned service, shall, if not other- 
wise retired pursuant to law, be placed on the 
retired list on 30 June of the fiscal year in 
which such second failure shall occur: Pro- 
vided, That the definitions of total commis- 
sioned service set forth in sections 102 and 
202 of this Act shall be applicable to this 
subsection, 

(f) Lieutenant commanders designated for 
limited duty shall, if not otherwise retired 
pursuant to law, be placed on the retired list 
on 30 June of the fiscal year in which they 
shall have twice failed of selection for tem- 
porary promotion to commandeg: Provided, 
That such an officer instead of such separa- 
tion from the active list shall, if he had the 
permanent status of a warrant officer or a 
commissioned warrant officer when first ap- 
pointed an officer for the performance of lim- 
ited duty only, have the option of reverting 
to the grade and status he would have held 
had he not been so appointed, and if he had 
a permgnent rating below warrant officer 
when first so appointed he shall have the op- 
tion of reverting to the grade and status he 
would have held had he not been so appointed 
bat had instead been appointed a warrant 
officer, and in any computation to determine 
such grade and status all active service as an 
officer designated for limited duty or as a

temporary or Reserve officer shall be included : 
And provided further, That such an officer ex- 
ercising such option shall, if not otherwise 
retired pursuant to law, be placed on the re- 
tired list in the grade in which then serving 
upon the completion of a total of thirty years 
of active naval service, exclusive of active 
duty for training in a Reserve component, 
with retired pay at the rate of 75 per centum of 
his active-duty pay. 

(g) Officers above the grade of lieutenant 
who are placed on the retired list pursuant 
to the provisions of this section shall be placed 
thereon with retired pay at the rate of 2% 
per centum of their active-duty pay at the 
time of retirement multiplied by the number 
of years of service for which entitled to credit 
in the computation of their pay on the active 
list, not to exceed a total of 75 per centum of 
said active-duty pay: Provided, That a frac- 
tional year of six months or more shall be 
considered a full year in computing the num- 
ber of years’ service by which the rate of 2% 
per centum is multiplied: Provided further, 
That the retired pay of an officer commissioned 
in the Regular Navy pursuant to the provi- 
sions of the Act approved 18 April 1946 (Pub- 
lic Law 347, Seventy-ninth Congress), or one 
commissioned in the Regular Navy subsequent 
to 8 September 1939, while serving on active 
duty as an officer of the Naval Reserve, who 
is so placed on the retired list, shall not be 
less than 50 per centum of his active-duty 
pay at the time of retirement, . 

(h) Lieutenants, except lieutenants of the 
Nurse Corps and lieutenants (junior grade), 
who shall have twice failed of selection for 
promotion to lieutenant commander and lieu- 
tenant, respectively, and officers whose names 
are reported in accordance with paragraph 
(2) of subsection 309 (c) of this Act, shall be 
honorably discharged from the Navy on 30 
June of the fiscal year in which they fail 
of such selection the second time, or in which 
their names are reported in accordance with 
paragraph (2) of subsection 309 (c) of this 
Act, with a lump-sum payment computed on 
the basis of two months’ active-duty pay at 
the time of discharge for each year of com- 
missioned service computed in accordance 
with subsection 102 (d) for line officers or 
subsection 202 (d) for staff officers, but not to 
exceed a total of two years’ active-duty pay: 
Provided, That for the purpose of this sub- 
section a fractional year of six months or 
more shall be considered a full year in com- 
puting the number of years’ commissioned 
service upon which to base such lump-sum 
payment: And provided further, That an offi- 
cer designated for Jimited duty, instead of 
such separation from the active list, shall have 
the option described in subsection (f) of this 
section. 

(i) Officers on a promotion list who, at any 
time prior to promotion, are found incapaci- 
tated for service by reason of physical dis- 
ability contracted in line of duty shall, when 
retired, be retired in the rank for which they 
were selected, with retired pay at the rate of 
75 per centum of the active-duty pay of the 
grade to which selected, For the purpose of 
this subsection, officers on a promotion list 
for temporary promotion to the next higher 
grade shall be considered to be on the pro- 
motion list for permanent promotion thereto. 

(j) The provisions of this title relating to 
the discharge or retirement of officers who 
have twice failed of selection for temporary 
promotion shall be applicable to officers above 
the grade of ensign who fail on professional 
reexamination for temporary promotion in the 
same manner as if such officers had twice 
failed of selection for temporary promotion. 

(k) Nothing in this section shall be held 
to reduce the retired rank or pay to which 
an officer would be entitled under other pro- 
visions of law. 


Retirement of Officers Above the 
Grade of Captain 

Sec. 313, (a) Rear admirals who, having 
been considered by two successive selection 
boards for recommendation for continuation 
on the active list, are not so recommended 
in the approved report of such a board shall, 
if not otherwise retired pursuant to law, be 
placed upon the retired list on 30 June of the 
then current fiscal year with retired pay at 
the rate of 2% per centum of their active- 
duty pay in the grade in which serving at 
the time of retirement multiplied by the num- 
ber of years of service for which they would 
be entitled fo credit in the computation of 
pay on the active list had they been serving 
in the grade of captain at the time of their 
retirement, but retired pay so computed shall 
not exceed a total of 75 per centum of said 
active-duty pay. . 

(b) Should it be found, as of the time of 
the convening of a board for the consideration 
of rear admirals of the line who are not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty for con- 
tinuation on the active list, that the number 
to be furnished the board as determined pur- 
suant to the provisions of subsection 308 (a) 
(8) would, except for the proviso to said 
subsection, be less than 50 per centum of the 
number of such rear admirals, excluding those 
who have once failed of selection for continu- 
Ation on the active list, eligible for such con- 








sideration, the Secretary of the Navy shall con- 
vene a board of not less than five officers, not 
restricted in the performance of duty and 
serving in ranks above that of rear admiral, 
to consider such rear admirals, excluding 
those who have once failed of selection for 
continuation on the active list, who completed 
four years of service in that grade and thirty- 
four years of total commissioned service, as 
defined in section 102 of title I of this Act, 
prior to 1 July of the current fiscal year, and 
recommend for retirement a sufficient number 
so that the number to be furnished the board 
as so determined shall equal said 50 per 
centum. 

(c) The Secretary of the Navy shall make 
a special review of vacancies in the grade of 
rear admiral in the Chaplain Corps in the 
third fiscal year following the fiscal year in 
which this Act becomes effective, and in the 
third fiscal year of each three-year period 
thereafter, and, should it be found, in any 
such third year, as of the time of the con- 
vening of a board for the consideration of 
captains of the Chaplain Corps for temporary 
promotion to the grade of rear admiral that 
no such captain was selected during the two 
preceding fiscal years because of lack of ex- 
isting and estimated vacancies, and that no 
vacancy exists and none is estimated to oc- 
cur during the ensuing twelve-month period, 
the Secretary of the Navy shall convene a 
board composed of three officers of the line of 
the grade of rear admiral or above, to consider 
rear admirals of the Chaplain Corps and to 
recommend one such officer for retirement. 

(d) The Secretary of the Navy shall make 
a special review of vacancies in the grade of 
rear admiral in the Dental Corps in the sec- 
ond fiscal year following the fiscal year in 
which this Act becomes effective, and in the 
second fiscal year of each two-year period 
thereafter, and, should it be found, in any 
such second year, as of the time of the con- 
vening af a board for the consideration of cap- 
tains of the Dental Corps for temporary pro- 
motion to the grade of rear admiral, that no 
such captain was selected during the preced- 
ing fiscal year because of lack of existing and 
estimated vacancies and that no vacancy ex- 
ists and none is estimated to occur during 
the ensuing twelve-month period, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall convene a board com- 
posed of one officer of the Dental Corps and 
two officers of the line, of the grade of rear 
admiral or above, to consider rear admirals 
of the Dental Corps and to recommend one 
such officer for retirement. 

(e) Should it be found, as of the time of the 
convening of a board for the consideration of 
captains of the line who are not restricted 
in the performance of duty for temporary 
promotion to the grade of rear admiral, that 
the number of vacancies existing plus the 
estimated number of vacancies which will oc- 
cur during the ensuing twelve-month period 
in the grade of rear admiral! is less than will 
permit the selection for temporary promation 
of a number of such captains equal to 10 per 
centum of the authorized number.of rear ad- 
mirals, not restricted in the performance of 
duty, the Secretary of the Navy shall con- 
vene a board of not less than five officers, not 
restricted in the performance of duty, serving 
in ranks above that of rear admiral, to consider 
and recommend for retirement a_ sufficient 
number of such rear admirals to permit the 
selection for temporary promotion of the said 
number of such captains. 

(f) Should it be found, as of the time of 
the convening of a board for the considera- 
tion of captains designated for engineering 
duty, aeronautical engineering duty, or spe- 
cial duty for temporary promotion to the 
grade of rear admiral, that the number of 
vacancies existing plus the estimated num- 
ber of vacancies which will occur during the 
ensuing twelve-month period in the grade of 
rear admiral] is less than will permit the se- 
lection for temporary promotion of a number 
of such captains equal to 15 per centum of the 
authorized number of rear admirals desig- 
nated for engineering duty, aeronautical en- 
gineering duty, or special duty, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall convene a board of not 
less than five officers, serving in ranks above 
that of rear admiral, to consider and recom- 
mend for retirement a sufficient number of 
such rear admirals to permit the selection 
for temporary promotion of the said number of 
such captains. 

(zg) Should it be found, as of the time of the 
convening of a board for the consideration 
of captains in the Medical Corps or in the 
Supply Corps for temporary promotion to 
the grade of rear admiral, that the number 
of vacancies existing plus the estimated num- 
ber of vacancies which will occur during the 
ensuing twelve-month period in the grade of 
rear admiral is less than will permit the selec- 
tion for temporary promotion of a number of 
captains in the corps concerned equal to 15 
per centum of the authorized number of rear 
admirals in such corps, the Secretary of the 
Navy shall convene a board of not less than 
five officers, serving in the rank of rear ad- 
miral or above, to consider and recommend 
for retirement a sufficient number of such rear 
admirals to permit the selection for tempo- 
rary promotion of the said number of such 
captains. 

(h) The Secretary of the Navy shall make 
a special review of vacancies in the grade of 
rear admiral in the Civil Engineer Corps in 
the second fiscal year following the fiscal year 
in which this Act becomes effective and in the 
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second fiscal year of each two-year period 
thereafter, and, should it be found, in any 
such second year, as of the time of the con- 
vening of a board for the consideration of 
captains of the Civil Engineer Corps for tem- 
porary promotion to the grade of rear admiral, 
that no such captain was selected during the 
preceding fiscal year because of lack of exist- 
ing and estimated vacancies, and that no va- 
eancy exists and none is estimated to occur 
during the ensuing twelve-month period, the 
Secretary of the Navy shall convene a board 
composed of one officer of the Civil Engineer 
Corps and two officers of the line, of the rank 
of rear admiral or above, to consider rear 
admirals of the Civil Engineer Corps and to 
recommend one such officer for retirement. 

(i) The boards provided for in this section 
relative to staff officers, except as otherwise 
specified in this section, shall be composed 
of officers on the active list of the Navy of 
the corps concerned. In case there be not a 
sufficient number of officers of the corps con- 
cerned legally or physically capacitated to 
serve on a selection board of such corps, offi- 
cers of the line on the active list of equivalent 
rank may be detailed to duty on such board to 
constitute the required membership, 

(j) The report of a board convened pursuant 
to the provisions of this section shall be sub- 
mitted to the President for approval or dis- 
approval; if the President shall disapprove 
the recommendations of the board in whole 
or in part, the board shall then recommend 
additional rear admirals for retirement equal 
in number to those disapproved by the Presi- 
dent. 

(k) Officers so recommended for retirement 
as approved. by the President shall, if not 
otherwise retired pursuant to law, be placed 
upon the retired list on June 30 of the then 
current fiscal year with retired pay at the rate 
of 2% per centum of their active-duty pay in 
the grade in which serving at the time of 
retirement multiplied by the number of years 
of service for which they would be entitled to 
credit in the computation of pay on the active 
list had they been serving in the grade of cap- 
tain at the time of their retirement, but retired 
pay so computed shall not exceed a total of 
75 per centum of said active-duty pay. 

(1) Nothing in this section shall be held to 
reduce the retired rank or pay to which an 
officer would be entitled under other provision 
of law. 

Marine Corps 

Sec, 314. (a) Commissioned officers of the 
Marine Corps shall be authorized in number 
in the same proportion to authorized enlisted 
strength and shall be distributed in grades, 
promoted, retired, and discharged in like man- 
ner and with the same relative conditions in 
all respects as provided for commissioned offi- 
cers of the line of the Navy, by existing law, 
or by laws hereafter enacted, except as may 
be necessary to adapt the said provisions to 
the Marine Corps, or as herein otherwise pro- 
vided. 

(b) Of the authorized number of commis- 
sioned officers above the grade of colonel who 
are not restricted in the performance of duty, 
not more than 50 per centum may be major 
generals and above and the remainder briga- 
dier generals. 

(c) The number of brigadier generals desig- 
nated for supply duty, including the officer 
serving as the head of the Supply Depart- 
ment, shall not exceed at any one time a num- 
ber equal to 13 per centum of the number of 
general officers of the Marine Corps not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty author- 
ized at that time. 

(d) The total number of officers designated 
for supply duty in the combined grades of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel, and major shall 
not exceed at any one time a number equal 
to 8 per centum of the total number of officers 
not restricted in the performance of duty au- 
thorized in those grades at that time, 

(e) The requirement of sea or foreign serv- 
ice in grade shall not apply to temporary pro- 
motion of officers of the Marine Corps. 

(f) Selection boards shall consist of nine 
officers of the active list of the Marine Corps, 
the composition of the boards to be deter- 
mined by the Secretary of the Navy: Pro- 
vided, That no officer shall be recommended 
for temporary promotion or for continuation 
on the active list unless he shall have re- 
ceived the recommendation of not less than 
two-thirds of the acting members of the board: 
Provided further, That whenever there are 
insufficient general officers available to com- 
prise a selection board for the recommenda- 
tion of officers for temporary promotion to 
the grades of brigadier general and colonel 
without placing thereon general officers who 
served as members of the same corresponding 
board the preceding year, officers of the ac- 
tive list of the line of the Navy, not restricted 
in the performance of duty, of the grade of 
rear admiral may be substituted for general 
officers of the Marine Corps in order to comply 
with the provisions of section 305 (a) (2) of 
this title: Provided further, That selection 
boards to recommend brigadier generals for 
temporary promotion to major general shall 
be composed of officers of the permanent grade 
of major general on the active list of the Ma- 
rine Corps to the extent that such officers are 
deemed available for this duty by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, and the remainder of the 
board shall be composed of rear admirals on 
the active list of the line of the Navy, not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty: And pro- 
vided further, That administrative staff duty 





performed by any officer under appointment 
or detail, and duty in aviation, or in any 
technical specialty, shall be given weight by 
the selection board in determining his fitness 
for promotion equal to that given to line duty 
equally well performed, 

(g) Whenever officers designated for supply 
duty are eligible for consideration by a selec. 
tion board for temporary promotion or for 
continuation on the active list, the Seeretary 
of the Navy shall appoint, as alternate mem. 
bers of the appropriate selection board, three 
officers of that designation, and if there be 
not three available, he shall so appoint such 
lesser number as may be available, and the 
junior members of the board who are noj re. 
stricted in the performance of duty, in like 
number, shall not act upon the cases of off- 
cers designated for supply duty. No such al- 
ternate member shall act upon the cases of 
otticers other than those designated for supply 
duty. No Officer designated for supply duty 
or for limited duty shall act upon the cases 
of officers not restricted in the performance 
of duty. 

(h) Temporary promotion to major gen. 
eral shall be from brigadier generals who are 
not restricted in the performance of duty, 
and such officers shall be eligible for consid- 
eration by a selection board for temporary 
promotion to major general when they will 
have completed on June 30 of the fiscal year 
of the convening of the board four years’ 
service in that grade. The date of rank of an 
officer temporarily appointed in the grade of 
major general shall be the date of rank held 
by such officer in the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral under permanent or temporary appoint- 
ment: Provided, That subject to the provisions 
of subsection 311 (c) (1) and subsection 423 
(b) of this Act, such date of rank shall not 
be earlier than that of the junior officer in 
the grade of major general: And provided fur- 
ther, That such an officer shall be entitled to 
the pay and allowances of the higher grade 
from the date of occurrence of the vacancy 
which he is promoted to fill. 

(i) The promotion zone in the grade of 
brigadier general for officers not restricted 
in the performance of duty shall be established 
by the Secretary of the Navy as of the date of 
the convening of a selection board to consider 
officers of that grade for recommendation for 
temporary promotion to the next higher 
grade. It shall consist of that number of the 
most senior.such officers of the grade of briga- 
dier general who are eligible for selection for 
temporary promotion to the next higher grade 
and have not previously failed of such selec- 
tion, which must be either selected for tem- 
porary promotion by the particular board or 
be considered as having failed of such selec- 
tion, in order to maintain a flow of promo- 
tion consistent with the needs of the service 
and to best assure to individuals in succeed- 
ing years equality of opportunity for promo- 
tion. The number shall be. determined by the 
Secretary of the Navy and shall be_ based 
upon a consideration of the estimated num- 
ber of vacancies which will occur in the next 
higher grade for each of the ensuing five years 
and the number of such officers who will be 
eligible for selection. 

(j) Officers serving in the grade of major 
general in the Marine Corps and officers serv- 
ing in the grade of rear admiral in the Navy 
who are entitled to the pay of the upper half 
of that grade shall take rank among them- 
selves according to their respective dates of 
rank in such grades, Officers serving in the 
grade of brigadier general in the Marine 
Corps and officers serving in the grade of rear 
admiral in the Navy who are entitled to the 
pay of the lower half of that grade shall take 
rank among themselves according to their re- 
spective dates of rank in such grades, 

(k) The provisions of this title relating to 
the selection of rear admirals for continua- 
tion on the active list shall not be applicable 
to major generals. 

(1) Should it be found, as of the time of the 
convening of a board for the consideration of 
brigadier generals for temporary promotion 
to the grade of major general, that the num- 
ber of vacancies existing plus the estimated 
number of vacancies which will occur during 
the ensuing twelve-month period in the grade 
of major general is less than will permit the 
selection for temporary promotion of a num- 
ber of brigadier generals equal to 50 per 
centum of the number of such officers com- 
prising the promotion zone for that grade, the 
Secretary of the Navy shall convene a board 
of not less than five officers serving in ranks 
above that of major general or rear admiral 
to consider and recommend for retirement a 
sufficient number of major generals to permit 
the selection for temporary promotion of the 
said number of brigadier generals. 

(m) Should it be found, as of the time of 
the convening of a board for the considera- 
tion of colonels who are not restricted in the 
performance of duty for temporary promo- 
tion to the grade of brigadier general, that the 
number of vacancies existing plus the esti- 
mated number of vacancies which will occur 
during the ensuing twelve-month period is 
less than will permit the selection for tem- 
porary promotion of a number of such colonels 

equal to 10 per centum of the authorized num- 
ber of general officers who are not restricted 
in the performance of duty, the Secretary of 
the Navy shall convene a board of not less 
than five officers serving in ranks above that 
of major general or rear admiral to consider 
(Please turn to Next Page) 
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and recommend for retirement a sufficient 
number of general officers to permit the selec- 
tion for temporary promotion of the said num- 
ber of colonels. 

(n) Brigadier generals, who are not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty, whose 
names are not on the promotion list shall, if 
not otherwise retired pursuant to law, be 
placed on the retired list on June 30 of the 
fiscal year in which they fail of selection for 
temporary promotion the second time with re- 
tired pay at the rate of 2% per centum of 
their active-duty pay in the grade in which 
serving at the time of retirement multiplied 
by the number of years of service for which 
they would be entitled to credit in the com- 
putation of pay on the active list had they 
been serving in the grade of colonel at the 
time of their retirement, but retired pay so 
computed shall not exceed a total of 75 per 
centum of said active-duty pay, 

(o) The provisions of this title relating to 
officers of the Navy designated for limited 
duty shall be applicable in like manner and 
with like effect to officers of the Marine Corps 
designated for limited duty. 

(p) The provisions of this title relating to 
officers of the Navy designated for engineer- 
ing duty shall be applicable in like manner 
and with like effect to officers of the Marine 
Corps designated for supply duty, except as 
may be necessary to adapt the said provisions 
to the Marine Corps or as herein otherwise 
provided, 

(q) Brigadier generals designated for sup- 
ply duty, if not retired pursuant to other 
provisions of law, shall, except as otherwise 
provided in this section, be placed on the re- 
tired list on June 30 of the fiscal year in which 
they complete five years’ service in that grade 
and thirty-five years’ total commissioned serv- 
ice, the latter as defined in section 102 of title 
I of this Act, with retired pay at the rate of 
2% per centum of their active-duty pay in 
the grade in which serving at the time of re- 
tirement multiplied by the number of years 
of service for which they would be entitled to 
credit in the computation of pay on the active 
list had they been serving in the grade of 
colonel at the time of their retirement, but re- 
tired pay so computed shall not exceed a total 
of 75 per centum of said active-duty pay. 

(r) Brigadier generals of the Marine Corps 
designated for supply duty who in the then 
current fiscal year complete or will complete 
five years’ service in their grade and have 
completed or will complete in such fiscal year 
thirty-five years of total commissioned serv- 
ice; those who prior to the then current fiscal 
year have completed five years’ service in their 
grade and in such fiscal year complete or will 
complete thirty-five years of total commis- 
sioned service; and those who were recom- 
mended for continuation on the active list in 
the approved report of the immediately pre- 
ceding appropriate selection board, shall be 
eligible for consideration by a selection board 
for continuation on the active list: Provided, 
That total commissioned service shall be as 
defined in section 102 of title I of this Act: 
Provided further, That not to exceed two such 
brigadier generals recommended for continua- 
tion on the active list in the report of a selec- 
tion board as approved by the President may 
be so continued until the report of the next 
succeeding selection board is approved: And 
provided further, That a brigadier general so 
continued on the active list shall, if not again 
recommended for continuation on the active 
list in the approved report of the next suc- 
ceeding selection board, thereafter be carried 
in excess of the number authorized to be so 
continued and shall be placed on the retired 
list on June 30 of the then current fiscal year. 

(s) In addition to the information otherwise” 
required by this title, the Secretary of the 
Navy shall furnish the appropriate selection 
board with the number of brigadier generals 
designated for supply duty which the board 
may recommend for continuation on the active 
list. The number so furnished shall be such 
number as the Secretary of the Navy shall 
determine to be necessary to meet the re- 
quirements of the Marine Corps not to ex- 
ceed two, 

(t) Should it be found, as of the time of the 
convening of a board for the consideration of 
colonels designated for supply duty for tem- 
porary promotion to the grade of brigadier 
general, that the number of vacancies exist- 
ing plus the estimated number of vacancies 
which will occur during the ensuing twelve- 
month period in the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral is less than will permit the selection for 
temporary promotion in such period of a 
number of such colonels equal to 15 per 
centum of the authorized number of briga- 
dier generals designated for supply duty, the 
Secretary of the Navy shall convene a board 
of not less than five officers serving in ranks 
above that of brigadier general to consider 
and recommend for retirement a sufficient 
number of brigadier generals designated for 
supply duty to permit the selection for tem- 
porary promotion in such period of the said 
number of such colonels. 

(u) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to colonels designated for supply 
duty to be continued on the active list shall 





be such number, not to €xceed two, as the 
Secretary of the Navy shall determine to be | 
necessary to meet the requirements of the | 


Marine Corps. 

(v) Officers recommended for retirement in 
the report of a board conygned pursuant to 
subsections (1), (m), and (Tt) of this section, 
as approved by the President, shall, if not 
otherwise retired pursuant to law, be placed 
on the retired list on June 30 of the then cur- 
rent fiscal year with retired pay at the rate of 
2% per centum of their active-duty pay in 
the grade in which serving at the time of re- 
tirement multiplied by the number of years of 
service for which they would be entitled to 
credit in the computation of pay on the active 
list had they been serving in the grade of 
colonel at the time of their retirement, but 
retired pay so computed shal] not exceed a 
total of 75 per centum of said active-duty pay. 

(w) From among the officers designated for 
supply duty who are eligible for considera- 
tion for continuation on the active list, the 
board shall recommend for such continuation 
those officers whom it considers best fitted for 
continued service on the active list in number 
equal to the number furnished the board -by 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

(x) Nothing in this section shall be held to g 
reduce the retired rank or pay to which an 
officer would be entitled under other pro- 
visions of law. 

(y) The report of a board convened pursuant 
to the provisions of subs»ctions (1), (m), and 
(t) of this section shall -e submitted to the 
President for approval or disapproval; if the 
President”shall disapprove the recommenda- 
tions of the board in whole or in part, the 
board shall then recommend additional appro- 
priate general officers for retirement equal 
to the number disapproved by the President. 
Determination of Upper and Lower Half Rear 

Admirals 

Sec. 315. Rear admirals on the active list of 
the line in the upper half of that grade, ex- 
clusive of officers carried as additional num- 
bers in grade, shall be entitled to the pay and 
allowances prescribed by law for rear ad- 
mirals of the upper half: Provided, That for 
the purpose of determining the number of 
rear admirals in the upper half, there shall 
be excluded those officers carried as additional 
numbers in that grade, and each rear admiral 
carried as an additional number in that grade 
shall be entitled to such pay and allowances 
from the date on which the officer next junior 
to him becomes entitled thereto pursuant to 
this section: And provided further, That for 
the purposes of determining the number of 
rear admirals in the upper half, an officer 
serving in the grade of admiral or vice ad- 
miral shall be regarded as serving in the grade 
to which he would be entitled other than by 
virtue of his appointment in the grade of ad- 
miral or vice admiral, 

Special Provisions 

Sec, 316. (a) No officer serving in warrant 
grade shall be temporarily advanced to com- 
missioned warrant officer until he shall have 
completed six years of service in warrant or 
higher grade. 

(b) So much,of paragraphs 2 and 3 of 
subsection (c) of section 5 of the Act of April 
18, 1946 (Public Law 347, Seventy-ninth Con- 
gress, second .session), as relates to the as- 
signment or reassignment of running mates 
to officers in the Staff Corps is hereby re- 
pealed. 

(c) Nothing in this title shall be held to 
confer permanent commissioned status in the 
Regular Navy or Marine Corps upon any Re- 
serve officer or any person temporarily ap- 
pointed io the grade of ensign or above from 
a grade or rating below ensign, 

(d) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this title, the President is authorized to ter- 
minate any temporary appointment effected 
pursuant to authority of titles I through IV 
of this Act. 

(e) Upon the termination of this title, offi- 
cers holding permanent commissions in the 
Regular Navy in grades above commissioned 
warrant officer serving in a grade by virtue 
of temporary appointment therein may con- 
tinue to so serve until] a vacancy occurs for 
their permanent appointment therein and such 
officers upon a promotion list for temporary 
promotion to the next higher grade shall be 
held and considered to be on the promotion 
list for permanent promotion thereto. 

(f) A failure of selection for temporary pro- 
motion to any grade or a failure of selection 
for continuation on the active list pursuant to 
the provisions of this title shall be deemed, in 
the cases of officers holding permanent ap- 
pointments in the Regular Navy, to also con- 
stitute a failure of selection for permanent 
promotion to that grade. 

(g) Nothing in this title shall be held to 
reduce the grade or rank held by any officer 
on the date of approval of this Act under per- 
manent appointment therein. 

(h) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this title, no captain who will have twenty- 
nine or more years of total commissioned 
service on June 30 next after the date of ap- 
proval of this Act shall be placed on the re- 
tired list pursuant to the provisions of this 
title until he shall have twice failed of selec- 
tion for promotion to the grade of rear ad- 
miral in the approved reports of selection 
boards convened pursuant to the provisions 
of the Act approved June 23, 1938 (52 Stat. 
944), as amended, or of titles I through IV of 
this Act: Provided, That no such captain 
designated for engineering duty only, aero- 





nautical engineering duty only, or special 


duty only shall be placed on the retired list 
pursuant to the provisions of this title until 
his name shall have been twice submitted to 
selection boards, convened pursuant to titles 
I through IV of this Act, for consideration 
for promotion to the grade of rear admiral. 

(i) All officers holding permanent appoint- 
ments on the active list of the regular Navy 
who received their last permanent promotions 
as “best fitted,” “fitted and retained,” or 
“fitted” shall no longer be so characterized, 
designated; or described, but shall be re- 
garded as having received such promotions 
pursuant to the recommendation of a selec- 
tion board as prescribed in titles I through 
IV of this Act, 

(j) Any officer serving in the grade of rear 
admiral or below under authority of this title 
by virtue of a temporary appointment there- 
in shall, if retired while so serving, be retired 
in the grade in which serving with retired 
pay based on the active-duty pay to which he 
was entitled at the time of retirement unless 
otherwise entitled to higher retired grade or 
pay. 

(k) In effecting temporary promotions pur- 
*suant to the provisions of this title, the pro- 
visions of law relative to the mental, moral, 
and professional examination of officers prior 
to promotion shall not be applicable to offi- 
cers not holding permanent appointments on 
the active list of the Regular Navy above the 
grade of commissioned warrant officer but 
shall be applicable to officers holding such 
appointments. Officers having successfully 
passed such examination for temporary pro- 
motion to a grade shall not again be ex- 
amined for permanent appointment in that 
grade. 

(1) The President is authorized, in his dis- 
cretion, to affirm the temporary appointments 
of warrant and commissioned warrant offi- 
cers who are serving as such on the effective 
date of this Act pursuant to the authority of 
the Act of July 24, 1941 (55 Stat. 603), as 
amended. Upon such affirmation such appoint- 
ment shall thereafter be considered as having 
been effected pursuant to the authority con- 
tained in this title. 

(m) The appointments of officers who are on 
the lineal lists established pursuant to sub- 
sections (a) or (e) of section 304 of this Act, 
and of retired officers of the Navy or Naval 
Reserve, who are serving on active duty on 
the effective date of this Act in the grade of 
commodore under a temporary appointment 
for a period of limited duration may be af- 
firmed by the President, and upon such af- 
firmation shall be considered as having been 
effected pursuant to this title; such officers 
may continue to so serve under such appoint- 
ments until they are placed on inactive duty, 
until their appointments are terminated by 
their own terms, or until their appointments 
are terminated by the President, whichever 
shall occur the earliest: Provided, That an 
officer who is on a lineal list established pur- 
suant to section 304 of this Act who is serving 
on active duty on the date of the establish- 
ment of the appropriate lineal list in the grade 
of commodore under a temporary appoint- 
ment for a period of limited duration may, 
upon the termination of such appointment, 
be temporarily appointed to the grade and 
with the precedence therein according to the 
lineal position to which he would be entitled 
were he not so serving or had he not been so 
temporarily appointed: Provided further, 
That retired officers of the Navy or Naval Re- 
serve who are serving on active duty on the 
effective date of this Act in the grade of com- 
modore under a temporary appointment for 
a period of limited duration who are retained 
on active duty immediately subsequent to the 
termination of such appointments may be 
temporarily appointed to the grades in which 
they would have been serving on the effective 
date of this Act had they not been serving 
at that time in the grade of commodore under 
temporary appointments for a period of 
limited duration, The appointments of officers 
who are on a lineal list established pursuant 
to section 304 of this Act and of retired offi- 
cers of the Navy or Naval Reserve who are 
serving on active duty on the effective date 
of this Act in the grade of commodore under 
a temporary appointment may be affirmed by 
the President, and upon such affirmation shall 
be considered as having been effected pur- 
suant to this title; such officers may continue 
to so serve under such appointments until 
they are placed on inactive duty, or until their 
appointment is terminated: Provided further, 
That no officer may continue to serve on ac- 
tive duty in the grade of commodore pur- 
suant to this subsection later than six months 
after June 30 of the fiscal year following that 
in which the present war shall end: And pro- 
vided further, That for the purpose of deter- 
mining the authorized number of officers in 
the grade of captain in accordance with sec- 
tion 303 of this Act, such number shal] be 
reduced by the number of commodores serv- 
ing on active duty pursuant to this subsec- 
tion, or serving on active duty in the grade 
of commodore by virtue of other provisions 
of law. 

(n) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this title, each officer who, pursuant to sec- 
tion 304 of this title, is not appointed to the 
grade in which he was serving at the time 
of establishing the lineal list, may be con- 
tinued in that grade until hig temporary ap- 
pointment is terminated.or until the date of 
his appointment to a lower grade pursuant 
to section 304, 
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TITLE IV—MISCELLANEOUS 
PROVISIONS 

Assignment of Officers to Special Duty 

Sec. 401. (a) Officers of the line of the Navy 
not below the grade of ensign may, upon ap- 
plication, and with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, be assigned to special 
duty only, including but not restricted to the 
performance of specialized duties in the fields 
of communications, law, naval intelligence, 
photography, public information, psychology, 
and hydrography. 

(b) The total number of officers assigned to 
special duty only shall not exceed, at any 
one time a number equal to 2-5/10 per centum 
of the total number of officers holding perma- 
nent appointments on the active list of the 
line of the Regular Navy at that time. 

(c) Officers assigned to special duty only 
shall be additional numbers in grade, They 
shall a sea or shore duty appropriate 
to their pecial qualifications but shall not 
succeed to command except on shore and then 
only as authorized by the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

(d) Officers assigned to special duty only 
shall be described and known as officers desig- 
nated for special duty. 

Assignment of Officers to Engineering Duty 
Sec. 402, (a) The first paragraph under the 
heading “Officers for Engineering Duty” of® 
the Act of August 29, 1916 (39 Stat. 580), as 
amended by the Acts of May 11, 1928 (45 Stat. 
498), and June 25, 1940 (54 Stat, 528), is hereby 

further amended to read as follows: 

“Officers of the line of the Navy not below 
the grade of ensign may, upon application, 
and with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Navy, be assigned to engineering duty only. 
Officers so assigned shall be additiona) num- 
bers in grade. They shall perform sea or shore 
duty in the Navy, appropriate to their spe- 
cial qualification but shall not succeed to 
command except on shore and then only as 
authorized by the Secretary of the Navy.” 

(b) The total number of officers assigned 
to engineering duty only shall not exceed, at 
any one time, a number equal to 4-5/10 per 
centum of the total number of officers hold- 
ing permanent appointments on the active list 
of the line of the Regular Navy at that time. 

(c) Hereafter officers assigned to engineer- 
ing duty only shall be described and known 
as officers designated for engineering duty. 

(d) Officers of the Marine Corps assigned 
to supply duty only shall be described and 
known as officers designated for supply duty. 

Assignment of Officers to Aeronautical 
Engineering Duty 

Sec. 403. (a) Officers of the line of the Navy, 
including officers heretofore assigned to engi- 
neering duty only, not below the grade of 
ensign, may, upon application, and with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Navy, be as- 
signed to aeronautical engineering duty only. 

(b) The total number 6f officers assigned 
to aeronautical engineering duty only shall 
not exceed, at any one time, a number equal 
to 2-5/10 per centum of the total number of 
officers holding permanent appointments on 
the active list of the line of the Regular Navy 
at that time. 

(c) Officers assigned to aeronautical engi- 
neering duty only shall be additional num- 
bers in grade, They shall perform sea or shore 
duty appropriate to their special qualifica- 
tions but shal] not succeed to command ex- 
cept on shore and then only as authorized by 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

(d) Officers assigned to aeronautical engi- 
neering duty only shall be described and 
known as officers designated for aeronautical 
engineering duty. 

Assignment of Officers to Limited Duty 

Sec. 404, (a) The President is authorized to 
permanently appoint in the Regular Navy, in 
commissioned grades not above the grade of 
commander; commissioned warrant officers; 
warrant officers; chief petty officers; and 
petty officers, first class, of the Regular Navy, 
for the performance of limited duty only in 
the technical fields indicated by their war- 
rants or ratings, Such appointments shall be 
effected by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 

(b) The appointment of such officers in the 
Staff Corps of the Regular Navy is hereby 
limited to such appointments in the Supply 
Corps and Civil Engineer Corps. 

(c) The eligibility of commissioned warrant 
officers; warrant officers; chief petty officers; 
and petty officers, first class, for appointment 
pursuant to the authority of subsection (a) 
of this section shall be determined in accord- 
ance with rules to be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, but no person shall be 
eligible for such appointment until he shall 
have completed ten years of active service in 
the Navy. 

(d) The provisions of subsections (a) and 
(c) of this section shall be applicable in like 
manner and with like effect, except as may be 
necessary to adapt the same thereto, to the 
Regular Marine Corps, 

(e) The total number of officers on the ac- 
tive list of the line of the Regular Navy ap- 
pointed for limited duty only shall not ex- 
ceed, in any year, a number equal to 6-22/100 
per centum of the total number of officers 
holding permanent appointments on the active 
list of the line, exclusive of officers desig- 
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nated for engineering duty, aeronautical en- 
gineering duty, and special duty, of the Regu- 

lar Navy in that year. 

(f) The number of officers on the active 
list of the staff corps concerned appointed for 
limited duty only shall not in any year ex- 
ceed the following proportions of the author- 
ized number of officers appointed for limited 
duty only of the active list of the line in that 
year: In the Supply Corps, 12 per centum; in 
the Civil Engineer Corps, 3 per centum. 

(gz) The total number of officers on the ac- 
tive list of the Marine Corps appointed for 
limited duty only shall not exceed, in any 
year, a number equal to 6-22/100 per centum 
of the total number of officers holding perma- 
nent appointments on the active list, exclusive 
of officers designated for supply duty, of the 
Marine Corps in that year. . 

(h) For two years after the date of approval 
of this Act, the President may make original 
appointments, pursuant to the provisions of 
the preceding subsections of this section, in 
the grade of commander or any lower grade, 
in accordance with the needs of the service 
as determined by him, but, with respect to 
line officers appointed for limited duty only, 
mot to exceed in any grade the maximum num- 
ber of such officers for that grade as last 
computed pursuant to subsection 103 (f). No 
person shall be eligible for original appoint- 
ment in a grade above ensign except he shall 
have completed service in the Navy as fol- 
lows: For commander, twenty-eight years; 
for lieutenant commander, twenty-two years; 
for lieutenant, sixteen years; for lieutenant 
(junior grade), thirteen years. Commissioned 
warrant officers; warrant officers; chief petty 
officers; and petty officers, first class, of the 
Regular Navy, who are otherwise eligible, 
shall be eligible for such appointment, not- 
withstanding that they may be serving in 
commissioned grades by virtue of temporary 
appointment therein, but no such person shall 
be so appointed in a higher grade or with a 
higher lineal rank in grade than the grade 
and lineal rank in grade held by him by virtue 
of his temporary appointment, Original ap- 
pointments pursuant to this subsection shall 
be effected with such dates of rank and regis- 
tered numbers as may be necessary to place 
each appointee in a lineal position within the 
grade to which initially appointed commen- 
surate as far as possible with his total length 
of active naval service. Officers originally ap- 
pointed pursuant to this subsection to a grade 
above lieutenant (junior grade) in the line 
shall be carried as excess in grade until the 
next subsequent annual computation shall be 
made to determine the total numbers of line 
officers authorized in the grade concerned. 

(i) Upon the termination of subsection (h) 
of this section all original appointments ef- 
fected pursuant to the authority of subsec- 
tion (a) of this section shall be in the grade 
of ensign. 

(j) No officer appointed for limited duty 
only shall suffer any reduction in pay and al- 
lowances to which he was entitled at the time 
of such appointment by virtue of his perma- 
nent status. 

(k) The provisions of subsections (h), (i), 
and (j) of this section are hereby made ap- 
plicable in like manner and with like effect, 
except as may be necessary to adapt the same 
thereto, to the Regular Marine Corps, 

(1) Any officer appointed in the line of the 
Navy for limited duty only, may, upon appli- 
cation, and upon determination by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, in accordance with rules 
to be prescribed by him, that such officer is 
qualified therefor, be assigned to engineer- 
ing duty only, aeronautical engineering duty 
only, or special duty only, or to unrestricted 
performance of duty. Upon being so assigned, 
his status as an officer designated for limited 
duty shall terminate, 

(m) Any officer appointed in a staff corps 
of the Navy for limited duty only may, upon 
application, and upon determination by the 
Secretary of the Navy, in accordance with 
rules to be prescribed by him, that such offi- 
cer is qualified therefor, be assigned to un- 
restricted performance of duty in the staff 
corps concerned, Upon being so assigned, his 
status as an officer designated for limited duty 
shall terminate. 

(n) Any officer appointed in the Marine 
Corps for limited duty only may, upon appli- 
cation, and upon determination by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, in accordance with rules to 
be prescrived by him, that such officer is 
qualified therefor, be assigned to supply duty 
only, or to unrestricted performance of duty. 
Upon being so assigned, his status as an offi- 
cer designated for limited duty shall ter- 
minate. 

(o) Officers appointed for limited duty only 
shall be described and known as officers desig- 
nated for limited duty. 


Establishment of Officer Grades in the 
Staff Corps 
The grades above that of com- 


Sec. 405, 


missioned warrant officer in the line of the 
Navy established under permanent provisions 
of existing law or of title I through IV of 
this Act are hereby similarly established in 
each of the staff corps of the Regular Navy 
and the Naval Reserve in lieu of existing 








grades above that of commissioned warrant 
officer in each staff corps. Each staff officer 
on the active list of the Navy or Naval Re- 
serve serving in a grade above that of com- 
missioned warrant officer on the date of this 
Act shall be regarded as having been ap- 
pointed to either or both the permanent or 
temporary grade established by this section 
in his corps corresponding to the permanent 
or temporary rank, or both, then held by him 
under the conditions of his existing appoint- 
ment. Nothing in this section shall operate to 
establish in any staff corps a grade higher 
than the highest rank now provided for that 
corps under permanent provisions of law. 


Additional Numbers In Grade Changed to 
Regular Numbers 

Sec. 406. Officers of the Navy, except those 
assigned to engineering duty only, aeronau- 
tical engineering duty only, or special duty 
only, and officers of the Marine Corps, except 
those assigned to supply duty only,, who, on 
the date of approval of this Act, are addi- 
tional numbers in grade, are hereby changed 
to regular numbers on the Navy-and Marine 
Corps lists, respectively. 

Grade of Acting Chaplain Abolished 

Sec, 407. The grade of acting chaplain in 
the Navy is hereby abolished and hereafter 
appointments to the Corps of Chaplains shall 
be in the grade of lieutenant (junior grade), 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate: Provided, That officers now holding 
appointments as acting chaplains shall be 
commissioned in the grade of lieutenant 
(junior grade) by the President without the 
advicé and consent of the Senate: And pro- 
vided further, That nothing contained herein 
shall operate to prevent the appointment of 
any person to the Corps of Chaplains in a 
grade above that of lieutenant (junior grade) 
pursuant to the Act of April 18, 1946 (Public 
Law 347, Seventy-ninth Congress). No person 
shall be appointed to the Corps of Chaplains 
pursuant to this section until he shall have 
established his physical, mental, moral, and 
professional fitness to the satisfaction of the 
Secretary of the Navy. 
Limitation On Appointments In the Grade of 
Ensign for Engineering Duty, Aeronautical 

Engineering Duty, and Special Duty 

Sec, 408. The President is authorized to per- 
manently appoint and regularly commission 
in the line of the Navy in the grade of ensign, 
annually, officers designated for engineering 
duty; aeronautical engineering duty, or spe- 
cial duty, respectively, except officers desig- 
nated for special duty who are required to 
hold a graduate degree, who are authorized 
to be so appointed and commissioned in the 
grade of lieutenant (junior grade), Such ap- 
pointments shall not exceed as to each such 
designation the estimated number of vacan- 
cies, as determined by the Secretary of the 
Navy, which will occur in the grade to which 
appointed during the current fiscal year. 


Appointments In the Grade of Ensign In the 
Staff Corps 

Sec. 409, In any staff corps of the Regular 
Navy wherein officers may now be originally 
commissioned in the rank of ensign, the 
President is authorized to permanently ap- 
point and regularly commission in the grade 
of ensign, annually, a number of officers bear- 
ing the same relation to the number of offi- 
cers of the line of the Regular Navy who are 
that year permanently appointed and regular- 
ly commissioned in the grade of ensign as the 
authorized number of officers on the active 
list of the Regular Navy in that corps bears 
to the authorized number of officers on the 
active list in the line of the Regular Navy: 
Provided, That when the ratio of officers on 
the active list in the line of the Regular Navy 
to officers on the active list of the Regular 
Navy in the staff corps concerned is greater 
than the ratio of the authorized number of 
such line officers to the authorized number of 
such officers in that staff corps, the President 
may permanently appoint and regularly com- 
mission in the grade of ensign in that corps 
such additional officers, not to exceed the 
number necessary to bring said ratios into 
equality, as he shall determine to be required 
to meet the needs of the service. 


Premotion to the Grade of Lieutenant (Junior 
Grade) In the Staff Corps 

Sec. 410, A staff corps officer of the grade 
of ensign shall be eligible for promotion to 
the grade of lieutenant (junior grade) on the 
third anniversary of the date of rank stated 
in his commission as ensign. 

Examination of Officers Prior to Promotion 

Sec. 411. (a) Except as otherwise provided, 
nothing in titles I through IV of this Act 
shall be held or construed to modify the pro- 
visions of existing law relating to the physi- 
eal, mental, moral, and professional examina- 
tion of officers prior to promotion, and such 
provisions of law, as herein amended, shall be 
applicable to all promotions effected pursuant 
to titles I through IV of this Act. 

(b) Section 1505, Revised Statutes, as 
amended, is hereby further amended to read 
as follows: 

“Sec. 1505. Any officer of the Navy on the 
active list who, upon examination for promo- 
tion, is found not professionally qualified, 
shall be -suspended from promotion for a 
period of six months from the date of ap- 
proval of said examination, and upon the ter- 
mination of said suspension from promotion 
he shall be reexamined. In the case of his 
success upon such reexamination he shall, if 





otherwise qualified, be promoted and assigned 
the date of rank and precedence in the higher 
grade which he would have held had he not 
been so suspended@nd shall be entitled to the 
pay and allowances of such higher grade from 
the date upon which he became eligible for 
promotion, Officers of the grade of ensign 
who fail on such reexamination shall be honor- 
ably discharged from the service with a lump- 
sum payment computed on the basis of two 
months’ active duty pay at the time of dis- 
charge for each year of active commissioned 
service.in the Regular Navy and Naval Re- 
serve, exclusive of duty for training, but not 
to exceed a total of one year’s active duty 
pay.” 

(c) Section 20 of the Act approved May 22, 
1917 (40 Stat. 89), is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

“Sec. 20. That hereafter all laws relating 
to the examination of officers of the Navy 
for promotion shall be construed to apply to 
staff officers of the Navy on the active list: 
Provided, That the President is authorized 
to direct the Secretary of the Navy to take 
such action on the records of proceedings of 
aval examining boards and boards of naval 
surgeons for the promotion of officers of the 
Navy as is now required by law to be taken 
by the President.” 

Retirement of Officers Specially Commended 
For Performance of Duty In Combat 

Sec, 412, (a) All officers of the Navy, Marine 
Corps, and the Reserve components thereof, 
who have been specially commended for their 
performance of duty in actual combat by the 
head of the executive department under whose 
jurisdiction such duty was performed, when 
retired, except officers on a promotion list 
who may be retired for physical disability, 
shall, upon retirement, be placed upon the 
retired list with the rank of the next higher 
grade than that in which serving at the time 
of retirement and with three-fourths of the 
active-duty pay of the grade in which serv- 
ing at the time of retirement and the grade 
in which serving at the time of retirement 
shall be construed to mean the highest grade 
in which so serving whether by virtue of per- 
manent or temporary appointment therein: 
Provided, That all officers heretofore and here- 
after holding renk or grade on the retired 
list above that of captain in the Navy or colo- 
nel in the Marine Corps solely by virtue of 
such commendation, if hereafter recalled to 
active duty, may, in the discretion of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, be so recalled either in 
the rank or grade to which they would other- 
wise be entitled had they not been accorded 
higher rank or grade by virtue of such com- 
mendation, or in the rank or grade held by 
them on the retired list: Provided further, 
That the provisions of this subsection shall 
not apply in the case of any officer who has 
been so commended if the act or service jus- 
tifying the commendation was performed 
after December 31, 1946: Provided further, 
That nothing in this subsection shall be con- 
strued to increase the retired pay of officers 
heretofore or hereafter placed upon the honor- 
ary retired list for the Naval Reserve: Pro- 
vided further, That officers of the classes de- 
scribed in this subsection who have been re- 
tired prior to the date of approval of this 
Act shall be entitled to the benefits of this 
subsection from the date of approval of this 
Act: And provided further, That nothing in 
this subsection shall be held to reduce the 
retired rank or pay to which an officer would 
be entitled under other provision of law, 

(b) Section 309 of the Act of June 25, 1938 
(52 Stat. 1183), is amended by deleting the 
period at the end of the section and adding 
the following: “; however, all naval reservists 
heretofore and hereafter holding rank or grade 
on the honorary retired list above that of cap- 
tain in the Naval Reserve solely by virtue of 
such commendation, if hereafter recalled to 
active duty, may, in the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Navy, be so recalled either 
in the rank or grade to which they would 
otherwise be entitled had they not been ac- 
corded higher rank or grade by virtue of such 
commendation, .or in the rank or grade held 
by them on the honorary retired list: And 
provided further, That the provisions of the 
preceding proviso shall not apply in the case 
of any naval reservist who has been so com- 
mended if the act or service justifying the 
commendation was performed after Decem- 
ber 31, 1946.” 

Designation of Naval Officers For Certain 
Commands or Unusual Missions 

Sec. 413. (a) The President is authorized to 
designate officers of the active list of the 
Navy for the command of fleets or subdivisions 
thereof, or to command naval units afloat or- 
ganized for the purpose of performing a spe- 
cial or unusual mission, or for the perform- 
ance of any duty of great importance and re- 
sponsibility, and officers so designated may, 
by and with the advice and consent of the. 
Senate, have the grade, rank, pay, and allow- 
ances of admiral or vice admiral while so 
serving: Provided, That the number of offi- 
cers who may be so serving at any one time 
shall not exceed 15 per centum of the total 
authorized number of officers' of the line of 
the Regular Navy above the grade of captain, 
determined pursuant to sections 103 and 303 
of this Act, and, of such number, not to ex- 
ceed eight may be serving in the grade of ad- 
miral: Provided further, That after July 1, 
1948, except in time of war or national emer- 
gency declared after the effective date of this 











Act, not to exceed twenty-six officers, includ. 
ing the Chief of Naval Operations, may be so 
serving at any one time of whom only the 
Chief of Naval Operations, and three others 
may have the rank of admiral; whenever q 
naval officer is assigned as Chief of Staff to 
the President as Commander in Chief, he sha} 
have, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, unless entitled under other pro- 
visions of law to higher grade, rank, pay, or 
. allowances, the grade, rank,-pay, and allow- 
ances of admiral while so serving and shall! be 
in addition to the numbers otherwise author- 
ized by this subsection: Provided further, 
That the designation of any officer as author- 
ized by this section shall not create a vacancy 
in any grade of the Navy or increase the 
total number of officers allowed by law: And 
provided further, That officers so designated 
shall have such precedence among themselves 
in the grade in which serving pursuant to this 
section as may be determined by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 

(b) In time of war or national emergency 
the designations authorized by this section 
shall be made from among officers not below 
the grade of captain, and at all other times 
from among officers above the grade of cap- 
tain. 

(c) Each officer so designated shall receive 
the pay and allowances now or hereafter pre- 
scribed by law for the grade in which serving 
pursuant to this section from the date of re- 
porting for the duty designated and until de- 
tached therefrom, at which time he shall re- 
sume his regular grade and lineal position 
on the active list of the Navy. 

(d) Nothing in this section shall be held or 
construed as amending or repealing the pro- 
visions of sections 1434, 1463, or 1464 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States. 
Retirement of Officers With Highest Grade 

Held Under Provisions of Section 413 

Sec. 414. Any officer of the Navy who may 
be retired while serving in accordance with 
the provisions of section 413 of this Act, or 
subsequent to such service, may, in the dis- 
cretion of the President, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, when retired, 
be placed on the retired list with the highest 
grade or rank held by him while on the active 
list: Provided, That no increase in retired pay 
shall acerue solely as the result of such ad- 
vancement in rank on the retired list: Pro- 
vided further, That the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
may in his discretion extend the privilege 
herein granted to such officers heretofore or 
hereafter retired, who served in the rank of 
admiral or vice admiral pursuant to the au- 
thority of section 18 of the Act of May 22, 
1917 (40 Stat.

ing at any one time: Provided further, That 
whenever a marine officer is assigned as Chief 
of Staff to the President as Commander in 
Chief, he shall have, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, the grade, rank, 
pay, and allowances of general while so serv- 
ing: And provided further, That the designa- 
tion of any officer as authorized by this sec- 
tion shall not create a vacancy in any grade 
of the Marine Corps nor increase the total 
number of officers allowed by law. 

*(b) In time of war or national emergency 
the designations authorized by this section 
shall be made from officers not below the grade 
of colonel, and at all other times from among 
officers above the grade of colonel, 

(c) Each officer sO, designated shall receive 
the pay and allowances now or hereafter pre- 
scribed by law for the grade in which serv- 
ing pursuant to this section from the date of 
reporting for the duty designated and until 
detached therefrom, at which time he shall 
resume his regular grade and lineal position 
on the active list of the Marine Corps, 

(d) Officers serving in the grade of lieuten- 
ant general pursuant to this section shall, 
while so serving, have such precedence among 
themselves in that grade as may be deter- 
mined by the Secretary of the Navy, 

(e) Any officer of the Marine Corps who 
may be retired while serving in accordance 
with the provisions of this section, or subse- 
quent to such service, may, in the discretion of 
the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, when retired, be placed 
on the retired list with the highest grade or 
rank held by him while on the active list: 
Provided, That no increase in retired pay shall

from which promoted if at the time of his se- 
lection another officer junior to him in lineal

Col. William H. Clopton 

Col. William H. Clopton, USA-Ret., a 
veteran of 33 years active service in the 
Army including two world wars, died 
1 Aug., at Walter Reed General Hospital, 
Washington, D. C., following a short ill- 
ness. 

A native of St. Louis, Colonel Clopton en- 
listed in the National Guard in 1898 after his 
graduation from Culver Military Academy.

Maj. John L. Corbett, USA-Ret., 
at Letterman General Hospital, 
Francisco, on 23 July 1947. 

Major Corbett was born In Charlottestown, 
Prince Edward Island, Canada, 18 July 1876. 
He enlisted as a Private in the 5th Artillery 
in 1899 and advanced through the enlisted 
grades to regimental sergeant major. On 27 
Aug. 1917 he was commissioned Major in the 
A.G, Section, ORC, and served in that grade 
until appointed a Captain in the Regular 
Army on 1 July 1920. He was retired in the 
grade of Major for physical disability in 
1934 but was recalled to active duty from 
15 June 1942 to 4 Sept. 1943, serving for the 
most part in the office of the Quartermaster 
General.

Capt. Willis S. Estep. USA-Ret., died 
suddenly of coronary thrombosis at his 
home in Salem, Ore., 17 June. 

Captain Estep was born 21 Nov. 1894, in 
Bristol, Va. Prior to entering the Service, he 
lived in Virginia and Tennessee. He first 
entered the Service 5 May 1911 as an enlisted 
man in the Infantry for service on the Mexi- 
can Border.

During World War Il, 
Captain Estep commanded military police 
troops guarding fortifications, docks, ware- 
houses, and escorting prisoners of war to the 
POW camps. While with the ATC, he was 
in command of a troop ship carrying troops 
and supplies to the South Pacific.

Financial Digest 

Efforts to nullify provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley Labor Act continued this week 
in a number of troubled centers. 

A last minute truce averted a strike 
of 107,000 United Auto Workers, CIO, 
employees in the Ford Motor Company. 
The agreement provided that the Com- 
pany waive its rights under the law to 
sue the union for illegal strikes for as 
many as 12 months while a special proce- 
dure for a study of the problem was car- 
ried out, However, it is expected that 
several more weeks will be required to 
complete the agreement. 

Although the strike in the Ford plant 
was averted, 51,000 of the plant’s work- 
ers were laid off because of the lack of 
car bodies and parts normally supplied 
by the strike-bound Murray Corporation 
which also is tied up by the union’s ef- 
forts to circumvent the law that they be 
liable for illegal work stoppages. 

Despite these contracts, officials of the 
Nation] Labor Relations Board are warn- 
ing privately that provisions in a private 
contract cannot be held to overthrow a 
Federal Law, it being their belief that 
regardless of escape clauses unions will 
be subject to damage suits if illegal strikes 
are permitted to be called. 

Meanwhile, socialistic England is fac- 
ing a severe economic crisis necessitat- 
ing the reduction of her Armed Forces in 
order to provide more workers and forc- 
ing her Labor Party government to re- 
quire the lengthening of the work day to 
increase the sorely lagging production.

Merchant Marine 

American merchant marine interests 
have endorsed a blueprnt for a new U. 8. 
passenger liner program laid before the 
President’s Advisory Committee on the 
Merchant Marine recently. 

The Maritime Commission’s program, it 
is said, would give the American mer- 
chant marine by far the finest fleet of 
liners it has ever had. 

The plan proposes building 65 to 67 
vessels, which added to the 36 passenger 
ships now operating, would give America 
a fleet of 99 to 108 vessels, compared to 
27 before the war. The new fleet, never- 
theless, would be vastly superior to that 
of 1939. 

Leading the list would be two luxury 
liners of 74,000 gross tons each, capable 
of speeds in excess of those possessed by 
any passenger vessel today. These would 
onerate in the highly-competitive North 
Atlantie trade. Each would carry 1,900 
passengers and cost $75,000,000. 

Fast liners, superior in speed, size and 
luxury to all existing vessels, would be 
built for the trans-Pacific, Mediterranean, 
and Seuth American trades, while the re- 
™ainder of the new construction would be 
devoted to combination passenger and 
eprgo vessels.

who would like to see the boss of Naval 
Aviation elevated to the top. 

Also mentioned as possible nominees as 
Secretary of the Navy are Ralph Bard 
and Artemus L. Gates, former members 
of the Navy Department Secretariat, who 
have maintained constant touch with the 
Navy through their associations with in- 
dustry and organizations such as the 
Navy League. 

Budget Coordination 

Although the Budget Bureau requires 
the submission of preliminary Depart- 
mental budgets by 15 Sept., many con- 
sider it unlikely that Army and Navy 
budgets can be coordinated beyond their 
present form, or that appropriations re- 
quests for the Army Air Forces can be 
untangled from the budget for the over-all 
Military Establishment for fiscal ’49. 


Untangling Air Corps personnel, 
records, and programs from existing 


Army staff organization, and establish- 
ment of separate Air Force staffs, poli- 
cies and procedures is regarded as an 
even bigger task, which may take as long 
as two or three years to complete. It is 
felt that air officers now serving on Army 
staffs cannot be withdrawn en masse 
without completely disrupting the Army 
organization. 

Plans for the new Air Force as well as 
other phases of the unified establishment 
are still tentative. It is considered likely 
that no plans will be approved and no 
new programs implemented by Mr. For- 
restal without first receiving the ap- 
proval of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Mr. Forrestal announced last week 
that coordination of the Service budgets 
would begin soon. To this end, informal 
conferences have been held between Maj. 
Gen. George J. Richards, USA, and Rear 
Adm. Herbert G. Hopwood, USN, budget 
officers for the Army and Navy. 

Informally, members of the budget esti- 
mate and analysis sections have begun to 
pair off so as to become thoroughly 
familiar with problems of other Serv- 
iees aS well as their own. Thus, those 
who prepare budget estimates on pro- 
curement of small arms for the Army, for 
example, would work with his contem- 
porary in the Navy and Air Force to be 
certain that estimates are based on the 
same unit cost. 

With the enactment of the unification 
bill, the Bureau of the Budget began to 
“unify” the two offices which in the past 
have reviewed Army and Navy budgets 
separately. Althongh the plan had not 
been approved this week, it is designed 
to assure complete integration of Service 
budgets. 

Studies undertaken some months ago 
under Admiral Frederick J. Horne, USN- 
Ret., and Lt. Gen. LeRoy Lutes, USA, to 
determine what facilities are susceptible 
to common use have been turned over to 
a higher echelon of command—the Chief 
of Staff of the Army and the Chief of 
Naval Operations. 

From these studies, it is expected, will 
come recommendations for joint use of 
airfields, port facilities, and other shore 
installations, communications systems, 
and supply centers.

war. In this connection Brig. Gen. John 
E. Dahlquist told the Tlouse Committee 
that General of the Army Eisenhower is 
“anxious that in filling our initial vacan- 
cies that the men who had outstanding 
records in the war be given an opportun- 
ity to be jumped up.” 

It is also recalled that General Ejisen- 
hower himself told the Senate Commit- 
tee that under the old law the Army was 
“filling up the grades of lienrenant col- 
onel and colonel in many instances with 
People we do not want.” 

The next major step for the Army 
under the new law is the making up of 
the promotion list with the new num- 
bers in grade. which will become effective 
1 July 1948. There is a strong disposition 
in that connection to follow the present 
Seniority list rather closely, both hecanse 
those officers now in the Service have 
proved their mettle in war and also to 
avoid upsetting morale too greatly by 
‘Jumping around” in selecting ollicers for 
the varions grades. 

The operation of a continuous selection 





to the lower grades will not become ef- 
fective until 1 Jan. 1949. 

In the Air Force a personnel board has 
been set up similar to the Truscott Board 
in the War Department, described in last 
week’s ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. The 
Air Board has adopted the same form 
as printed in last week’s ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL for the briefing of officers’ 
records for the use of selection boards. 
This briefing of records is progressing at 
the rate of about 100 officers a week.

War Industry and Material Needs 


Stockpiling of strategic and critical 
materials and the efticient coordination 
of industry to meet the needs of the 
Armed Services in any future emergency 
are described in a report by Secretary 
Kenneth Royall as of primary impor- 
tance in planning against the eventuality 
of a third world war. 

In a report covering the activities of 


| his office while serving as Under Secre- 
| tary of War during the fiscal years 1946 


and 1947, Mr. Royall wrote on several 
subjects, but concluded with the observa- 
tion that the United States cannot ne- 
glect long-range planning “without seri- 
ous, possibly fatal, danger to the Nation- 
al Security.” 

The development and formulation, dur- 
ing peacetime, of plans and policies for 
industrial mobilization, now being car- 
ried ont by the Army and Navy Muni- 
tions Board, are mentioned prominently 
by Mr. Royall as vital to such planning. 

Secretary Royall reported that a com- 
prehensive study of representative types 
of undereronnd sites had been completed 
by the Munitions Board, and a report on 
existing mines had been prepared by the 


| Chief of Engineers. At the present time, 


he said, the Army Air Forces plans to 
obtain funds during fiseal ’48 for the con- 
struction of a nilot plant for mannfacture 
of critical aircraft components under- 
gronnd. ° 

General Royall’s conelnsions follow : 

“We have made every effort to speed the 
recanversion of the nation to a reacetime 
economy after the close of hostilities. By 
prompt clearance of planta, by avoiding com- 
petition with civilian demand for consumer 
durable goods and raw materials, by bold 
declaration of property as surplus, by vigor- 
ons dispos'tion of the surpluses and bv ren- 
dering all possible assistance to the prompt 
settlement of contracts, claims, and other 
obligations onr reconversion task hag been 
largely completed. 

“Our procurement experience during the 
war years demonstrated the substantial con- 
tribution of our pre-war planning toward 
solving the complex problems of supply. 
Likewise, forward-looking plans for indns- 
trial demobilization prepared in the War De- 
partment during the period of hostilities, 
facilitated reconversion to peacetime produc- 
tion. 

“Throughout the demobilization period the 
fact that possible future mobilization is once 
again our objective has not been forgotten. 
Since it is obvious now that we will not have 
time on our side in any future conflict we 
must keep our sights continnally adjusted 
to new factors as they arise. This can be ac- 
complished only by maintaining in peacetime 
an energetic planning organization adequate- 
ly staffed with capable personnel, which will 
be able to keep current our procurement and 
industrial mobilization pans, 

“There is a tendency in time of peace to 
neglect long-range planning throngh fail- 
ure to provide for it with proper appropria- 
tions and personnel, It is my feeling that we 
cannot neglect this phase of our responsi- 
bility without serious, possibly fatal, danger 
to the national security.”

Congressional Inspection Plans 

The contemplated September-October 
inspection of military and naval installa- 
tions outside the continental United 
States by members of the House and 
Senate Committees on Armed Services 
is not expected to be of a joint nature. 
The plans of the Senate committee have 
not been made public yet, but those of 
the House committee are gradually 
rounding into form. 

For the House-group trip to Europe, 
certain members of the Appropriation 
committee with interests similar to those 
of the Armed Services will be included. 
Representative Everett M. Dirksen (R- 
Ill.) will be senior member of the group. 

Part of this group will leave by ship 
from the Brooklyn Pork of Embarkation 
on 29 Aug., and the remainder, going by 
air, will leave the Washington National 
airport on 5 Sept. 

The tentative list of those scheduled 
for European inspection includes Repre- 
sentatives Bates (R-Mass.); Thomas 
(R-N. J.) ; Shafer (R-Mich.) ; Blackney 
(R-Mich.); Smith (R-Me.); Towe (R- 
N. J.); Bishop (R-Il.); Johnson (R- 
Calif.) : Gavin (R-Penn.); Durham (D- 


N. C.); Sasseer (D-Md.); Rivers (D- 
S. C.); Sikes (D-Fla.); Philbin (D- 
Mass.); Heffernan (D-N. Y.); and 


Fernos-Isern (D-P. R.). 

Tt is understood that Rear Adm. Clif- 
ford A. Swanson, Surgeon General of the 
Navy, will be delegated to accompany 
this group, as will certain liaison officers. 

The group selected for the Pacific in- 
spection is scheduled to leave Washing- 
ton by air on 18 Sept., and Moffet Field, 
Calif., on 20 Sept. This group will be in 
charge of Representative W. Sterling 
Cole (R-N. Y.), senior member. Repre- 
sentatives of the Appropriation commit- 
tee will he of the number, and it is under- 
stood that the Surgeon General of the 
Army, Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, will 
be delegated to accompany this group, 
along with selected liaison officers.

Officers and EM for Overseas 


Effective 1 Sept.. no Army officer will 
he ordered to a foreign service tour who 
has less than 12 months to serve and no 
enlisted man will be moved from zone 
of interior post for overseas movement 
who has less than 18 months to serve. 

This poliey is laid dewn in War De- 
partment Cirenlar 188 which states: 

1. The purpose of this cireniar t« to con- 
ao'idate all existing acreening criteria for 
oversen movement of military personnel and 
to reflect War Department screening policy 
to date. 

2. a. Effective 1 September 1947, no enlisted 
personnel will be moved from a port, camp, 
or station in the zone of the Interior to a 
personnel center for the purpose of oversea 
movement who, on the date of departure from 
anch post, camp, or station, have leas than 
15 months’ service remaining to complete he- 
fore their expected date of separation from 
the service, Anthorized exceptions are out- 
lined in paragraph 3. 

b. Effective 1 September 1947, no enlisted 
personne! wil) be ordered to a foreign service 
tour, or returned to an oversea theater from 
temporary duty In the United States who, 
upon railing date from a port of embarkation, 
shall have less that 12 months of service to 
complete before— 

(1) Expected date of separation from the 
service. ‘ 

(2) Date of eligibility for return to the 
zone of the interior under current policy 
governing length of foreign service tonr, 

c. Effective 1 September 1947, no officer will 
he ordered to a foreign service tour, nor re- 
turned to an oversea theater from temporary 
duty in the United States, unless he shall 
hare, on the 15th day after arrival at a port 
personnel center, a minimum of 12 months’ 
service remaining prior to hia date of separa- 
tion or prior to his expected date of return 
to the zone of the Interior under current 
policy governing length of foreign service 
tour, Anthorized exceptions are outlined in 
paragraph 3.
